Teachers  on  salary  Classification 
I  should  complete  six  units  every 
three  years. 

Those  on  Classification  II  have 
four-year  increment  blocks. 

The  increment  block  for  those  in 
Classification  III  is  five  complete 
school  years. 

Six  units  of  work  must  be  com- 
pleted in  each  increment  block  re- 
gardless of  classification;  only  the 
time-span  of  the  blocks  for  each 
classification  differs.

The  Annual  Teachers'  Institute 
will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 5,  1961.  Following  the  gather- 
ing held  during  the  morning,  at 
the  Fox  Theater,  school  faculties 
will  meet  in  their  respective  build- 
ings. 

A  Board  of  Education  regula- 
tion, concerning  faculty  meetings, 
may  be  quoted,  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  The  Principal  shall  call 
teachers'  meetings  after  school  hours 
on  the  first  or  third  Tuesday  of  each 
school  month,  or  both,  and  at  such 
other  times  as,  in  his  judgment,  seems 
necessary.

Gompers  High  School  opens 

A  new  San  Francisco  high  school  will  open  its  doors  to  pupils  on 
Wednesday,  September  6,  1961.  It  is  the  successor  of  Continuation 
High;  and  will  be  housed  in  the  handsome  building  which  has  served 
as  a  proving  ground  for  a  number  of  the  District's  schools. 

At  the  Board  of  Education 
meeting  of  March  21,  1961,  the 
Board  approved  the  relocation 
of  the  San  Francisco  Continua- 
tion High  School  from  its  form- 
er location  on  Mission  Street 
to  the  Samuel  Gompers  Build- 
ing on  Bartlett  Street. 

It  also  approved  the  change  of 
name  from  the  San  Francisco 
Continuation  High  School  to 
the  Samuel  Gompers  High 
School. 

Classes  of  the  Adult  Division 
will  also  be  housed  in  this  build- 
ing. These  classes  will  be  under 
a  separate  administration,  and 
attached  to  an  adult  school. 

The  building,  itself,  will  be 
under  the  administration  of  the 
principal  of  the  Samuel  Gom- 
pers High  School. 

An  equitable  distribution  of 
the  cost  of  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  this  building  will  be 
made  between  the  divisions  us- 
ing the  building.  Other  costs, 
including  instruction,  will  be 
charged  directly  to  the  schools 
concerned.

are  not  granted  salary  increments 
until  such  unit  requirements  have 
been  fulfilled. 

Teachers  who  have  reached  their 
fifty-seventh  birthday  are  exempt 
from  these  requirements. 

In-service  courses  satisfy  incre- 
ment requirements  in  the  SFUSD 
as  well  as  offer  educational  experi- 
ences. 

In-service  units  are  usable  as 
credit  only  within  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  and 
are  not  transferable  to  other  school 
districts  in  other  areas  of  the  state 
or  nation. 

College  Credit  Program 

Teachers  seeking  to  satisfy  incre- 
ment requirements,  or  the  further- 
ance of  post-graduate  study,  will 
find  the  District's  "personalized" 
system  of  course  notification  ad- 
vantageous. 

Prior  to  the  Fall- 1959  semester, 
the  Public  Schools  Bulletin  carried 
comprehensive  lists  of  courses  of- 
fered by  the  leading  Bay  Region 
institutions  of  higher  learning. 
These  lists,  however,  were  always 
incomplete  due  to  the  SFUSD's  in- 
ability to  publish  all  courses  of- 
fered. 

At  present,  the  catalogues  of 
each  university  and  college  are 
made  available,  for  all  certificated 
personnel,  on  request.  School  prin- 
cipals should  be  contacted  by  those 
seeking  such  information. 

Four  universities  and  five  col- 
leges in  the  Bay  Region  offer  be- 
tween 475  and  500  late  afternoon, 
evening,  and  Saturday  classes  for 
college  credit. 

This  year,  Alameda  State  College 
and  the  College  of  the  Holy  Names 
are  included  among  those  institu- 
tions whose  course  announcements 
are  in  packets  prepared  for  teacher 
use. 

The  catalogues  of  college 
courses,  offered  this  Fall,  should 
be  in  the  office  of  each  school  prin- 
cipal by  September  5,  1961. 

Catalogues  and  college  -  credit 
course  packets  include  information 
on  the  Fall  offerings  of:  University 
of  California  at  Berkeley  and  U.C. 
Extension;  University  of  San  Fran- 
cisco; Stanford  University;  San 
Francisco  College  for  Women;  and 
San  Francisco  State  College  (both 
Evening   and  Extension    divisions).

Dr.  Roberts  outlines  enrollment  procedures 

Dr.  J.  L.  Roberts,  coordinator 
of  Child  Welfare,  has  released  the 
following  requests  for  the  opening 
of  the  Fall  1961  Semester. 

Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate 
check-up  of  all  pupils  who  have 
left  school  may  be  made,  principals 
are  asked  to  give  to  their  Super- 
visors of  Attendance,  not  later  than 
September  27,  a  Left  Without 
Transfer  slip  for  every  child  who 
was  on  the  school  roll  on  February 
1st,  but  who  has  not  registered  this 
term. 

Throughout  the  term,  all  pupils 
who  leave  school  for  any  reason, 
without  taking  a  transfer  to  another 
school,  should  be  immediately  re- 
ported to  the  Supervisor  of  Attend- 
ance as  Left  Without  Transfer. 
Date  of  leaving  should  be  indicated 
on  the  slip. 

Before  reporting  these  pupils  as 
Left  Without  Transfer  they  should 
be  checked  as  carefully  as  possible 
by  the  school,  and  when  reported, 
the  Left  Without  Transfer  should 
have  as  much  information  as  pos- 
sible for  the  Supervisor  of  Attend- 
ance. 

School  lists 

The  principal  of  each  school  will 
send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
not  later  than  September  27,  1961, 
the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  September  20,  1961,  on  the 
class  list  forms  (Stock  No.  13-100- 
40  on  the  Printed  Forms  Supplies 
Term  Requisition). 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and 
type  or  write  plainly  in  ink.  Do 
not  use  nicknames.  If  a  teacher 
has  more  than  one  grade,  list  sep- 
arately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chi- 
nese pupils  give  the  floor  and  room 
number  in  addition  to  the  street 
address;  also  both  American  and 
Chinese  names.  List  complete  ad- 
dresses for  children  living  in  proj- 
ects— building,  section,  and  apart- 
ment numbers. 

For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels, 
list  apartment  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils

It  should  be  noted  that  the  new-teacher  enrollees  will  be  given  one 
unit  of  increment  credit  upon  the  completion  of  the  Orientation  Course. 

In  addition  to  the  above  meetings  for  the  junior  and  senior  high  school 
teachers,  they  will  be  expected  to  attend  meetings  called  by  their  princi- 
pals and  department  heads  in  their  respective  schools.  The  total  number 
of  hours  by  the  combined  meetings  will  meet  the  requirements  for  in- 
service  credit.

2.  Entered  Without  Transfer 
blanks,  completely  filled  in  for  all 
new  pupils  who  have  no  transfers, 
even  though  the  names  of  these 
pupils  are  on  the  class  lists  sent  to 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  the 
beginning  of  each  term. 

3.  Left  Without  Transfer  blanks 
for  all  pupils  who  leave  without 
requesting  a  transfer.  Date  of 
leaving  should  be  shown  on  the 
Left  Without  Transfer. 

4.  Change  of  Address  slips  as 
soon  as  children  move. 

5.  Change  of  Name  slips  as 
soon  as  child's  name  is  changed. 

Principals  are  reminded  that 
Registration  of  Minor  blanks  should 
be  sent  to  the  Bureau  of  Attend- 
ance as  soon  as  possible  through- 
out the  term  for  all  kindergarten 
pupils,  and  for  all  pupils  who  are 
new  entrants  to  the  City  schools 
from  out  of  town.

Attention  is  also  called  to  the 
following  date  changes: 

(1)  Left  Without  Transfer  slips

National  importance 

President  John  F.  Kennedy  of 
the  United  States  has  emphasized 
the  need  for  physical  fitness. 

In  keeping  with  the  National  ob- 
jective, the  District  Department  of 
Physical  Education  has  stepped  up 
all  of  its  conditioning  programs,  in- 
cluding that  for  posture  correction. 

Teachers  help 

Poor  posture  may  be  remedied 
if  it  is  identified  early.  Corrective 
measures  prevent  the  continuance 
of  the  poor  posture  habit. 


Referral  of  those  in  need  of  such 
instruction  is  made  by  teachers  of 
the  City's  public  and  private 
schools.  These  referrals  are  han- 
dled through  the  public  health  nurse 
in  each  school  of  San  Francisco. 


Instructor  Keyes  of  the  posture  cor- 
rection program  helps  students  with 
stall-bar  exercises  in  her  afternoon 
posture  correction  class. 

The  school  nurse  makes  all  phy- 
sician and  parent  contacts,  as  well 
as  referrals  to  the  centers.  Children 
in  need  of  posture  correction  may 
attend  the  center  which  is  nearest 
to  their  home. 

Individual  attention  to  the  par- 
ticular postural  problem  affecting  a 
child  is  based  upon  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  referring  physician. 

Therapy  is  made  a  pleasure  as 
specially  trained  and  experienced 
teachers  mix  exercises  with  fun. 
Children  enjoy  group  games  and 
races,  as  well  as  the  corrective  ac- 
tivities. 

"Johnny,  sit  up  straight!"  is  a 
familiar  cue  of  classroom  teachers. 
Such  daily  reminders  do  much  in 
making  children  "good  posture 
minded." 

Teachers  may  assist  by  identify- 
ing children  with  postural  devia- 
tions. 

The  essential  steps  to  be  fol- 
lowed are: 

1.  Watch  for  children  who  need 
posture  training  or  correction. 

2.  Refer  them  to  the  nurse  who 
will  make  all  necessary  arrange- 
ments and  enlist  parent  cooperation. 

3.  Continue  to  show  an  interest 
in  each  child's  progress  after  his 
entrance  in  a  posture  class.

There  is  real  urgency  in  locating 
children  with  poor  posture  habits 
in  the  formative  years  of  growth. 
Early  detection  and  correction  in- 
sure better  health  and  prevent  hab- 
its of  incorrectness  which  may  per- 
manently handicap  students. 

Supervisor  Viola  Beck,  of  the 
Physical  Education  Department, 
has  stated  that  the  success  of  the 
posture  program  in  San  Francisco 
depends  upon  detection  and  report- 
ing of  posture  faults  by  District 
teachers. 

A  four-point  check  list  of  assist- 
ance in  identifying  students  in  need 
of  the  Monday-afternoon  posture 
correction  program,  is  as   follows: 

1.  Poor  foot  position,  toeing  in 
or  out,  walking  on  edges  of  the 
feet,  et  cetera. 

2.  Shoulders  which  are  hunched, 
rounded,  or  with  one  higher  than 
the  other. 

3.  Sway  back. 

4.  Forward  head. 
Coordinator    George     R.     Can- 

rinus,  in  charge  of  Health,  Physical 
Education,  Athletics  and  Recrea- 
tion, requests  that  teachers  con- 
tinue to  take  a  good  look  at  their 
pupils.  He  hopes  that  they  will 
note  how  they  sit,  stand,  and  move, 
in  order  to  detect  possible  posture 
faults.

Mrs.  Hugh  Clines,  volunteer 
chairman  at  local  Red  Cross  head- 
quarters, agreed  with  Mrs.  Penn's 
assertion. 

"We  registered  close  to  1400 
youngsters.  Seventy  of  these  took 
jobs  in  the  RC  building,  and  an- 
other 15  were  sent  to  the  VA 
Clinic — but  this  isn't  the  whole 
story,"  Mrs.  Clines  said. 

"Youngsters  told  their  friends, 
who  also  came  in  to  work.  We  were 
delighted  with  their  eagerness  to  be 
useful,  but  found  ourselves  with  a 
real  job  training  them  all  for  spe- 
cific tasks." 

Mrs.  Clines  said  the  Red  Cross 
canteen,  motor  service,  home  serv- 
ice, staff  aides,  public  information 
and  Junior  Red  Cross  departments 
used  teenagers  throughout  the  sum- 
mer, and  reported  that  they  were 
energetic,  imaginative  —  and  de- 
pendable. 

"In  addition  to  these  services,  we 
had  a  group  of  youngsters  writing 


scripts  and  planning  the  production 
of  the  'JRC  Voice  of  Friendship,' 
a  weekly  FM  radio  program  fea- 
turing music  tapes  from  foreign 
and  local  schools;  others  packed 
solicitors'  kits  for  the  UBAC  cam- 
paign coming  up  in  October,  and 
more  than  1,000  boys  and  girls 
served  as  swim  and  administrative 
aides  for  the  Red  Cross  summer 
swim  program  in  the  city  pools." 

Mrs.  Clines,  along  with  other 
agency  officials,  believes  the  sum- 
mer volunteer  program  for  teen- 
agers is  a  two-way  street. 

"The  students  were  a  tremen- 
dous help  to  us;  we're  still  buried 
under  the  pile  of  paper  work  con- 
taining the  total  hours  given,  and 
we're  convinced  the  results  will 
break  all  existing  records  for  a  pro- 
gram of  this  sort  in  San  Francisco. 

"But  we  feel  these  young  people 
learned  something  worthwhile,  too. 
Many  of  them,  especially  the  14 
and  15  year  olds,  had  never  worked 
in  a  business  office  before.  They 
learned  the  self-discipline  and  cour-

School  savings  plan 
anniversary  observed 

The  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
California  School  Savings  Program 
will  be  observed  by  a  short  cere- 
mony at  the  John  Swett  School, 
where  it  began  in  1911. 

Both  school  and  bank  dignitaries 
will  recall  the  event  on  Tuesday, 
October  3,  1961.  The  guest  of 
honor  will  be  the  first  student  to 
participate  in  the  thrift  program. 

The  first  school  savings  account 
in  San  Francisco  was  opened  on 
August  8,  1911,  by  six-year-old 
Maxwell  P.  Williams,  who  entered 
the  first  grade  at  the  John  Swett 
School,  that  year.

The  unusual  honor  bestowed  by 
the  composer  of  the  opera  "Blood 
Moon,"  which  premiered  in  San 
Francisco  on  September  18,  this 
year,  was  announced  by  Director 
of  Music  Albert  Renna. 

Composer  Dello  Joio  made 
known  his  intention  following  his 
visit  to  the  Saturday  morning  re- 
hearsal of  the  All-City  Public 
Schools  Symphony  Orchestra  on 
September  23,  1961. 

An  added  note  of  interest  is  that 
the  work  will  be  premiered  by  the 
Honor  groups,  in  San  Francisco, 
and  will  include  both  instrumental 
and  choral  parts. 

Mr.  Dello  Joio  is,  himself,  a 
product  of  the  New  York  City  pub- 
lic school  music  instruction  in  his 
early  years. 

His  opera,  "The  Triumph  of  St. 
Joan,"  won  the  New  York  Music 
Critics'  Circle  Award  in  1960.  Mr. 
Dello  Joio  also  won  the  same  award 
in  1948  for  his  "Variations,  Cha- 
conne,  and  Finale." 

Born  in  New  York  in  1913,  Nor- 
man Dello  Joio  comes  from  a  fam- 
ily of  professional  musicians.

She  remarked 
that  great  changes  had  taken  place 
since  the  days  of  1849,  when  her 
father  provided  the  first  school  for 
City  youngsters  in  the  vicinity  of 
Portsmouth  Square. 

J.  C.  Pelton,  a  native  of  New 
England,  was  twenty-three  years 
old  when  he  established  his  school. 

Undeterred  by  a  fire  which  lev- 
eled the  structure  and  destroyed 
furniture  and  equipment  which  had 
been  brought  around  the  Horn,  he 
reestablished  his  school  in  a  nearby 
Baptist  Church. 

Benefactor  Pelton  strongly  be- 
lieved in  education,  and  following 
his  first  setback,  due  to  fire,  he 
worked  as  a  stevedore  in  order  to 
provide  funds  for  continuing  the 
education  of  the  City's  youth. 

Mrs.  Walker  is  a  notable  person 
in  her  own  right.  A  vigorous 
woman  of  seventy-two  years,  she  is 
the  author  of  the  book,  Forever  the 
Sparrow. 

In  1924,  Mrs.  Walker  moved  to 
the  Philippine  Islands,  where  she 
married  Herbert  Walker.  They  de- 
veloped and  originated  Cocohonee, 
a  coconut  syrup  delicacy  now  ex- 
ported from  the  Philippines. 

During  World  War  II,  Janet  Pel- 
ton  Walker  was  a  prisoner  at  Santo 
Tomas  Prison,  under  Japanese  rule. 
She  greeted  United  States  Forces 
as  they  liberated  the  Philippine 
Islands  during  that  war. 

A  close  friend  of  the  late  Ernest 
Hemingway  and  many  other  lit- 
erary notables,  Mrs.  Walker  is 
well-traveled.  She  remarked  that 
San  Francisco  is  to  be  commended 
as  a  city  which  does  so  much  for 
the  education  of  its  youth. 

Principal  Myron  Moskowitz  of 
Pelton  Junior  High  School  ex- 
pressed the  pleasure  and  honor  be- 
stowed on  his  students  and  school 
by  the  visit  of  the  daughter  of  J.  C. 
Pelton.

(continued  from  page  1 )  ,-~T  s 
1 ,408, 1 1  tf'^ctBM;  a\scdbVs  all  bver 
the  state,  according  to  recent  re- 
ports. In  San  Francisco  alone, 
74,397  former  students  and  stu- 
dents at  170  public  and  private 
schools  had  savings  in  school  ac- 
counts with  the  bank  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fall  term. 

Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown,  in 
a  formal  declaration,  commended 
Williams  and  the  program  institut- 
ed by  the  bank's  founder,  A.  P. 
Giannini,  and  said: 

"I  urge  all  California  to  join  in 
observing  September  as  School 
Savings  Month." 

"One  of  the  most  effective  meth- 
ods of  encouraging  the  habit  of 
thrift  in  our  young  people  is  the 
School  Savings  Program,"  Gover- 
nor Brown  declared. 
History  of  school  savings 

When  A.  P.  Giannini  laid  the 
groundwork  in  1911  for  the  school 
savings  program  which  was  to  set 
the  pattern  for  such  programs  in 
California,  he  adapted  an  idea 
which  originated  nearly  a  century 
earlier  in  France. 

The  first  true  school  bank  was 
opened  in  a  small  community 
school  in  Le  Mans,  France,  on  May 
4,  1834.  Monsieur  Dulac,  who 
founded  this  program,  encouraged 
his  students  to  save  small  amounts 
at  the  school  until  they  had  accu- 


mulated one  franc.  This  sum  was 
then  redeposited  in  the  local  bank. 

The  system  operated  successfully 
in  Le  Mans  until  it  was  interrupted 
in  1870  by  the  Franco-Prussian 
War.  It  was  resumed  there  in  1874 
by  a  Belgian  professor,  Francois 
Laurent,  who  went  from  school  to 
school,  instructing  the  teachers  in 
the  merits  of  the  program. 

School  savings  was  first  tried  in 
the  United  States  in  1882,  when 
Sereno  Taylor  Merrill,  a  former 
school  superintendent,  set  up  a 
program  for  the  schools  in  Beloit, 
Wisconsin,  through  his  Beloit  Sav- 
ings Bank.  Although  the  program 
was  abandoned  five  years  later,  the 
experiment  attracted  attention. 
Concurrently,  Jean  Henri  Thiry,  a 
Belgian  immigrant,  started  school 
savings  in  Long  Island  City,  New 
York. 

The  movement  caught  the  imagi- 
nation of  Mrs.  Sara  Louisa  Ober- 
holtzer,  a  crusader  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, who  took  up  the  cause  at  the 
1890  convention  of  the  National 
Council  of  Women  of  the  United 
States  in  Washington.  Largely 
through  her  efforts,  school  savings 
had  been  introduced  in  27  states 
by  1905. 

In  the  summer  of  1911,  A.  P. 
Giannini  completed  arrangements 
to  try  out  the  program  in  the 
schools  of  San  Francisco.

The  Semifinalist  group  is  com- 
posed of  the  highest  scoring  stu- 
dents in  each  State  of  the  Nation. 
Each  Semifinalist  has  moved  a  step 
closer  toward  the  goal  of  a  Four- 
Year  Merit  Scholarship. 

The  program  is  also  available  to 
students  in  United  States  Terri- 
tories. 

Each  Merit  Scholarship  is  a 
four-year  award  to  cover  the  under- 
graduate college  years.  The  recip- 
ient's stipend  is  tailored  to  his  need. 
Stipends  average  about  $800  a 
year. 

For  Merit  Scholars  who  require 
financial  assistance,  awards  may 
reach  a  maximum  of  $1500  annu- 
ally. Minimum  awards  of  $100  are 
granted  to  students  who  possess 
financial  resources  of  their  own. 

The  amount  of  the  stipend  is 
altered  in  the  event  the  financial 
status  of  the  winner  changes  during 
the  course  of  his  undergraduate 
work. 

The  Merit  Scholarship  program 
was  established  in  1955  with  grants 
from  the  Ford  Foundation  and  the 
Carnegie  Foundation  of  New  York. 
The  NMS  Corporation  and  spon- 
sors have  thus  far  contributed  di- 
rect financial  assistance  to  nearly 
5,000  students.

Increasing  numbers  of  SFUSD 
school  cafeteria  users  are  making 
the  second  annual  commemoration 
of  the  lunch  program  a  memorable 
one. 

Observances  on  local,  state,  and 
national  levels  pay  tribute  to  the 
nutritional  benefits  provided  by 
school  cafeterias  at  low  cost  to 
patrons. 

California  School  Lunch  Week 
will  be  celebrated  this  week,  Oc- 
tober  16  through  20,  1961. 

This  annual  event  provides  the 
opportunity  for  citizens  of  the  State 
who  have  school-age  children  to 
reflect  upon  the  advantages  of  the 
luncheon  program  offered  in  pub- 
lic school  cafeterias. 

Supervisor  of  Cafeterias,  Mr. 
Wendell  Muntz,  has  indicated  that 
use  of  school  cafeterias  increases 
annually. 

Supervisor  Muntz  has  stated  that 
records  show  a  2,000  lunch  per  day 
increase,  this  year,  over  figures  for 
the  same  period  in  1960.  The  in- 
crease exceeds  that  of  current  en- 
rollment advances. 

Reasons  for  the  greater  demand 
have  been  attributed  to  wider  pub- 
licity of  luncheon  menus  by  radio, 
TV,  local  periodicals,  and  upgrad- 
ing of  luncheon  service  through  on- 
the-job  training  carried  on  by  the 
SFUSD  Cafeteria  Department.

Surplus  food  products,  canned 
and  packaged  by  the  United  States 
Government,  make  it  possible  to 
supply  thousands  of  local  students 
with  nutritious  meals  at  low  cost. 
There  are  67  cafeterias  operating 
in  schools  of  the  San  Francisco 
Unified     School     District.     These 


cafeterias  serve  students  of  one  or 
more  schools  in  order  to  provide  a 
uniform  benefit  to  local  youngsters.

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  is  working  together  with 
the  San  Francisco  Police  Depart- 
ment and  the  Municipal  Railway  to 
aid  in  eliminating  distressing  activi- 
ties of  some  student-age  passengers 
on  public  conveyances. 

In  reference  to  school  assistance 
in  the  matter,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Harold  Spears  cited  the  de- 
pendence of  the  District  and  its 
pupils  upon  the  bussing  services 
provided  by  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Police  have  indicated  that  they 
will  arrest  every  offender,  whether 
the  molestation  of  a  bus  is  from 
the  inside  or  from  the  outside.  Bus 
transportation  privileges  will  be 
denied  those  students  who  show 
that  they  cannot  take  advantage  of 
such  privileges. 

A  recent  bulletin  to  the  princi- 
pals of  all  schools  set  forth  the 
following  methods  of  achieving 
better  student  behavior  on  City 
busses: 

1.  Incorporate  the  aid  of  stu- 
dents, faculty  members,  and  parent 
organizations  on  this  transportation 
problem.  Every  effort  should  be 
made  to  inform  students  of  the 
gravity  of  the  matter  and  to  make 
suggestions  and  assist  toward  the 
proper  solution  of  the  problem. 

2.  Utilize  all  informational  de- 
vices— the  daily  school  bulletin, 
homeroom  guidance  lessons,  the 
school  newspaper,  rallies,  assem- 
blies, and  student  council  meetings, 
aimed  to  give  the  work  and  respon- 
sibility of  the  school  on  this  matter 
adequate  publicity. 

3.  Place  the  matter  on  the 
agenda  of  your  next  Council  and 
Faculty  meetings  for  full  discussion 
and  action. 

4.  Delegate  student  leaders  to 
assist  with  the  discussion  of  good 
manners  on  public  vehicles  as  it 
affects  safety  and  the  name  of  the 
school. 

5.  The  introduction  of  pertinent 
material  in  the  curriculum  wher- 
ever possible;  for  example,  in  phys- 
ical education  under  safety  and 
health  and  in  industrial  arts  and 
similar  units  of  study.

Monsieur  Michel 
Scrama,  Cultural  Attache,  at  740 
Taylor  Street  has  just  presented  an 
award  of  one  hundred  dollars  to 
Lowell's  French  Department  in  rec- 
ognition of  Lowell  students'  out- 
standing record  in  recent  National 
French  Contests. 

The  French  attache  has  stated,

The  contest  is  sponsored  by  the 
French  Government  with  the  co- 
operation of  Teachers  of  French 
throughout  the  United  States.

International  friendship 

The  American  Junior  Red  Cross 
sponsors  international  friendship 
activities  which  facilitate  under- 
standing through  such  means  as 
taped  programs  of  music,  drama, 
public  speaking,  and  other  vocal 
evidence  of  American  culture.  The 
tapes  are  exchanged  for  similar  re- 
cordings, made  in  foreign  lands. 

Foreign  language  essay  and  ora- 
torical contests  also  assist  in  the  es- 
tablishment of  good  international 
relations  through  better  communi- 
cation. 

Students  of  the  SFUSD  partici- 
pate in  Chinese,  French,  Italian, 
and  Spanish  contests,  each  year. 

Some  school  children  on  all 
three,  basic,  schooling  levels  have 
"pen-pal"  associations  with  young- 
sters in  foreign  lands. 

Supplementing  in-school  activi- 
ties, the  San  Francisco  Youth  Asso- 
ciation, and  similar  groups,  also 
carries  on  projects  of  friendship,  by 
means  of  the  written  word. 

Foreign  visitors 

District  schools  are  visited  by 
foreign  dignitaries,  numbering  over 
300  on  a  yearly  basis.  Classes  in 
most  of  the  City's  public  schools 
have  had  the  pleasure  of  such  visi- 
tations in  recent  years. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  has  participated  in  pro- 
grams of  international  good  will 
for  over  two  decades. 

Dr.  Spears  was  the  leader  of  an 
education  mission  to  Chile  in  1945, 
and  has  for  many  years  been  a 
member  of  the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee of  the  UNESCO  organiza- 
tion. 

SFUSD  people  are  generally 
well-traveled.  Many  take  sabbatical 
leaves  or  travel  in  foreign  lands. 
Some  have  degrees  for  advanced 
study  in  the  great  institutions  of 
Europe  and  elsewhere.  Teachers  of 
the  District  are,  in  keeping  with  the 
City's  cosmopolitan  character,  asso- 


ciated with  numerous  groups  which 
work  for  international  cooperation 
and  good  will. 

The  State  Department  of  the 
United  States  sends  numerous  visi- 
tors to  SFUSD  schools  as  part  of 
their  "leaders'  program."  The  Of- 
fice of  Education  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  seeks  District  aid  in  help- 
ing foreign  educators  with  under- 
standing of  American  Education. 

The  Asia  Foundation,  the  Insti- 
tute of  International  Education, 
and  the  International  Hospitality 
Center  send  visitors  to  schools  of 
the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District. 

Some  visitations  last  for  several 
weeks,  but  most  are  for  a  day  or 
two.  Visiting  parties  consist  of  one 
or  two  people  in  most  cases,  but 
some  groups  exceed  twenty-five. 

Since  September,  1961,  over  100 
visitors  have  spent  time  in  the  City 
College,  schools,  and  child  care 
centers  of  San  Francisco.  One  hun- 
dred and  thirty  visitations  have 
been  made  by  these  foreign  digni- 
taries. 

Shakespearean  special

Superintendent  of  Schools 
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District  plans  for  'step-up'  of 
its  program  for  gifted  students 


The  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  is  taking  steps  to 
expand  and  intensify  programs  for 
gifted  students. 

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Programs  for  the  Gifted  of  the 
SFUSD  was  held  on  Monday,  Oc- 
tober 23,  1961. 

The  primary  objective  of  the 
Committee  is  the  formulation  of 
plans  for  updating  SFUSD  gifted- 
student  opportunities  in  accord- 
ance with  the  California  State  De- 
partment of  Education  plans  and 
"Proposed  Regulations  on  Pro- 
grams for  the  Gifted."  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  Harold  Spears 
keynoted  the  gathering.  Dr.  Spears 
outlined  assistance  possible  under 
the  new,  State  support,  plan  for 
implementing  programs  for  stu- 
dents who  are  highly  talented  in 
basic  academic  pursuits. 

The  Curriculum  Coordinator, 
Dr.  Joseph  B.  Hill,  set  as  an  objec- 
tive for  the  Committee:  The  insti- 
tution of  a  City-wide  public  schools 
operation  for  the  gifted. 

SFUSD  Bureau  of  Research  Di- 
rector Harold  Weeks  described  the 
procedures  for  identification  of  the 
highly  talented  academic  student. 

Assistant  Superintendents  Ten- 
nessee Kent,  James  Dierke  and 
Melvin  Peterson  outlined  the  cur- 
rent, on-going,  programs  for  gifted 
students  of  their  respective  divi- 
sions —  Elementary,  Junior  High 
and  Secondary. 

Curriculum  Assistant  Eugene 
Roberts  coordinated  the  discussion 
of  aspects  of  the  program,  which 
were  considered  by  the  twenty-one 
District  people  on  the  Committee. 


United  Crusade  ends  drive  on  the  31st 


The  annual  fund  drive  of  the 
United  Bay  Area  Crusade  will  end 
this  week,  with  the  conclusion  of 
the  month  of  October. 

Many  of  the  United  Crusade 
agencies  included  in  the  $11  mil- 
lion, five-county  appeal,  which  be- 
gan on  October  2,  benefit  four  out 
of  5  San  Franciscans. 

The  Crusade  family  counseling, 
child  care  and  child  guidance  agen- 
cies offer  specialized  professional 
services.  Their  area  of  competence 
covers  helping  with  personal  and 
family  problems  which  may  be  the 
cause  of  children's  problems  in  the 
schools.  These  agencies  are  always 


available  to   accept  referrals   from 
the  public  schools. 

The  role  of  these  Crusade  agen- 
cies is  to  provide  service  for  all 
who  need  it,  regardless  of  income 
level.  Clients  who  can  afford  it  are 
expected  to  pay  for  the  service  they 
receive.  However,  the  agencies' 
ability  to  act  promptly  in  all  cases, 
whether  free,  part-pay  or  full-pay, 
depends  in  large  measure  on  finan- 
cing from  United  Crusade  to  main- 
tain enough  trained  staff  members 
to  handle  their  total  caseload  effi- 
ciently.

Commissioner  Adolfo  de  Urioste 
was  one  of  those  instrumental  in 
work  undertaken  by  the  State-wide 
Committee  in  preparing  materials 
for  implementing  additional  serv- 
ices to  gifted  Students. 
Program  types 

Six  possibilities  have  been  offered 
by  the  California  State  Department 
of  Education  for  handling  gifted 
students.  The  points  outlined  by 
the  State  Department  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.  Programs  in  which  pupils  re- 
main in  their  regular  classrooms 
but  participate  in  additional  educa- 
tional activities  planned  to  suit 
their  special  abilities  and  interests, 
use  advanced  materials,  and  (or) 
receive  special  help,  directly  or  in- 
directly, through  persons  other  than 
the  regular  classroom  teacher. 

2.  Programs  in  which  pupils 
are  provided  with  instruction  by  the 
school  of  attendance  either  through 
correspondence  courses  specified  in 
Education  Code  Section  8301  and 
Section  101  of  Title  5  or  by  special 
tutoring. 

3.  Programs  in  which  pupils  are 
placed  in  grades  or  classes  more 
advanced  than  those  of  their  chron- 
ological age  group  and  receive  spe- 
cial instruction  outside  of  the  reg- 
ular classroom  in  order  to  assist 
them  in  handling  the  advanced 
work. 

4.  Programs  in  which  the  high 
school  pupils,  for  a  part  of  the  day, 
attend  classes  conducted  by  a  col- 
lege or  junior  college. 

5.  Programs  in  which  pupils 
participate  regularly  on  a  planned 
basis  in  a  special  counseling  or  in- 
structional activity  carried  on  dur- 
ing (or  outside  of)  the  regular 
school  day  for  the  purpose  of  bene- 
fiting from  additional  educational 
opportunities  not  provided  in  the 
regular  classroom. 

6.  Programs  in  which  special 
classes  in  regular  school  subjects 
are  organized  to  provide  advanced

Among  the  Crusade  agencies 
which  can  be  helpful  in  assisting 
the  work  of  the  public  schools  are 
Family  Service  Agency  of  San 
Francisco  (non-sectarian).  Catholic 
Social  Service,  and  Jewish  Family 
Service  Agency.  These  agencies 
provide  help  in  emotional  difficul- 
ties between  parents  and  children, 
and  other  types  of  assistance. 

In  cases  where  children  must  be 
placed  outside  the  home  or  have 
been  emotionally  upset  by  difficul- 
ties within  the  home,  the  UC  helps. 

These  include  Edgewood,  Sunny 
Hills,  and  Homewood  Terrace  for 
institutional  or  foster  home  care 
and  help  to  parents  in  eventually 
providing  care  for  the  children  in 
their  own  homes,  where  this  is 
feasible.  Catholic  Social  Service 
provides  foster  home  care  and 
counseling  for  parents  and  refers 
to  Mount  St.  Joseph's  School  for 
Girls  and  St.  Vincent's  School  for 
Boys  in  cases  where  institutional 
care  seems  desirable. 

SFUSD  had  the  opportunity  of 
contributing  to  the  fund,  in  three 
ways:  (1)  by  a  single  cash  payment 
given  in  school,  (2)  through  payroll 
deduction,  or  (3)  by  direct  arrange- 
ment with  the  Crusade  offices. 

Joseph  Fogerty  of  the  Adminis- 
trative Office  of  the  District.  135 
Van  Ness  Avenue,  coordinated  the 
SFUSD  responses  to  the  Crusade's 
1961  appeal. 


Questions  of  expansion  and  im- 
provement of  building  facilities  oc- 
cupied Board  of  Education  atten- 
tion at  its  last  Tuesday  meeting. 

Final  approval  for  the  addition 
of  twelve  classrooms  to  the  new 
Lowell  High  School  was  given  by 
the  Board  of  Education  at  its  reg- 
ular meeting  on  October  24,  1961. 

The  Board  acted  to  increase  the 
student  capacity  at  the  Lowell  cam- 
pus, near  Lake  Merced,  on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Harold  Spears. 

The  Board  also  studied  possibil- 
ities for  increasing  the  teaching 
areas  of  the  Hotel  and  Restaurant 
Management  Program  at  San  Fran- 
cisco City  College. 

Dr.  Louis  G.  Conlan,  President 
of  SFCC,  requested  Board  consid- 
eration of  a  new  wing  for  the  im- 
portant program,  after  studying  the 
availability  of  a  gift  from  the  Stat- 
ler  Foundation  in  the  amount  of 
$100,000. 

Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools  Robert  J.  Staffer,  in  charge 
of  Buildings  and  Grounds,  reviewed 
steps  being  taken  in  schools  of  the 
District  to  safeguard  students 
against  the  dangers  of  fire. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Staffer 
used  slides  of  school  interiors  and 
building  plans  to  illustrate  the  com- 
prehensive program  under  way. 

Other  considerations 

The  Board  approved  application 
for  funds  available  under  Title  III 
of  the  National  Defense  Education 
Act  of  1958  (Public  Law  85-864, 
85th  Congress). 

The  funds  assist  in  strengthening 
guidance,  counseling,  and  testing 
services  to  secondary  school  youth. 
They  are  available  to  schools  in  the 
training  of  highly  skilled  techni- 
cians in  recognized  occupations  re- 
quiring scientific  knowledge  in  the 
fields  necessary  for  national  de- 
fense. 

A  report  given  by  Superintendent 
of  Schools  Harold  Spears  indicated 
that  there  is  a  leveling  off  of  en- 
rollment in  the  Elementary  Schools, 
but  an  increase  in  the  enrollment 
in  grades  7  through  14.

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New  State  credential  requirements  reviewed 

(The  first  of  a  series  of  articles 
on  credentials) 


Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  Coordi- 
nator of  Personnel,  has  released  in- 
formation of  importance  to  mem- 
bers of  the  teaching  profession, 
concerning  credentials. 

The  State  of  California  has 
adopted  the  provisions  of  Senate 
Bill  57.  The  effective  date  of  the 
credentialing  system  adopted,  this 
year,  is  July  1963. 

Existing  credentials  will  remain 
valid  until  expiration  and  may  be 
renewed,  or  converted  to  Life  Di- 
plomas when  eligible. 

Renewal  must  take  place  prior 
to  the  expiration  date  of  existing 
credentials,  or  the  credential  holder 
will  be  required  to  make  new  ap- 
plication, and  after  July  1,  1965, 
will  be  required  to  apply  under  the 
revised  credential  structure  indicat- 
ed in  SB  57. 

All  rights  of  those  persons  now 
training,  or  who  enter  training  be- 
fore July  1,  1963,  will  be  protected. 
It  should  be  noted  that  the  training 
indicated  must  be  complete  by  July 
1,  1965. 

This  regulation  includes  those 
completing  training  undertaken  on 
receipt  of  provisional  credentials, 
and  those  whose  training  may  be 
interrupted  by  military  service. 
Revised  structure 

The  new  regulations  apply  to  the 
following: 

1.  Standard  Teaching  Creden- 
tials— Elementary,  Secondary,  Jun- 
ior College; 

2.  Standard  Designated  Subjects 
Teaching  Credentials; 

3.  Standard  Designated  Services 
Credential  —  Pupil  Personnel,  and 
Health; 

4.  Standard  Supervision  Creden- 
tial —  including  intermediate  level 
administration;  and 

5.  Standard  Administration  Cre- 
dential— including  supervision. 
New  emphases 

Under  the  revised  credential 
structure,  greater  definition  has 
been  given  to  academic  subjects. 
This,  specifically,  means  "natural 
sciences,  social  sciences  (other  than 
education  and  educational  method- 
ology), humanities,  mathematics, 
and  the  fine  arts." 

The  State  Board  of  Education 
may  consider  a  given  subject  matter 
major,  whatever  its  title,  to  be  an 
academic  subject  matter  major  if 
it  finds  that  at  the  specific  institu- 
tion the  required  courses  and  the 
content  of  such  courses  within  the 
major  are  equivalent  to  those  of  an 
academic  subject  matter  major. 


Specialized  preparation  has  been 
outlined.  It  refers  to  (1)  librarian- 
ship,  or  (2)  the  teaching  of  excep- 
tional children  (mentally  retarded, 
physically  handicapped). 

The  State  Board  of  Education 
has  been  directed  by  the  new  law  to 
give  further  definition  to  certain 
generally  stated  principles  and  to 
establish  some  additional  require- 
ments which  will  be  part  of  the 
final  plan  when  it  becomes  effective 
in  1963. 
Important  considerations 

Dr.  Nichols  has  indicated  that 
credentials  now  in  effect  will  not 
be  altered.  This  means  that  those 
holding  credentials,  at  present,  will 
continue  to  function  under  the  re- 
quirements and  privileges  which 
they  hold. 

A  warning,  however,  to  creden- 
tial holders  is  given  by  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator.  Teachers  must 
not  allow  their  present  credentials 
to  lapse,  for  expired  credentials 
cannot  be  renewed,  and  after  July 
1,  1965,  teachers  must  satisfy  the 
new  requirements. 
Fee  changes 

The   State   Board   of  Education 


pursuant  to  Chapter  1691,  statutes 
of  1961,  has  increased  the  fee  for 
all  credentials,  renewal  of  creden- 
tials, and  life  diplomas  from  $4 
to  $8. 

A  fee  of  $4  will  be  charged  for 
the  initial  evaluation  of  an  appli- 
cant's transcripts  and  training  for 
credentialing  purposes.  The  evalu- 
ation fee  will  be  used  as  part  of  a 
credential  fee  if  the  applicant  is 
granted  a  credential  within  a  period 
of  five  years. 

These  fees  will  apply  to  all  ap- 
plications for  a  credential  or  re- 
quests for  evaluation  filed  on  or 
after  October  15,  1961.  The  new 
credential  fee  will  apply  to  applica- 
tions on  file  when  the  applicant 
does  not  meet  all  credential  require- 
ments before  October  15,  1961. 
Renewals  for  1962  will  be  subject 
to  the  $8  fee  even  though  the  appli- 
cation was  filed  prior  to  October 
15,  1961.

American  education 
honored  by  Nation 

The  United  States  will  pay  hom- 
age to  American  Education,  this 
week. 

President  John  F.  Kennedy  has 
proclaimed  November  5-1 1  Ameri- 
can Education  Week,  urging  that 
"we  honor  our  teachers  and  school 
officials,  for  whom  every  week  is 
education  week." 

The  President  stated  in  his  proc- 
lamation that  education  of  our  peo- 
ple should  be  a  lifelong  process  by 
which  we  continue  to  feed  new 
vigor  into  the  lifestream  of  the  Na- 
tion through  intelligent,  reasoned 
decisions. 

The  President  said: 

"Let  us  not  think  of  education 
only  in  terms  of  its  costs,  but 
rather  in  terms  of  the  infinite  po- 
tential of  the  human  mind  that  can 
be  realized  through  education.  Let 
us  think  of  education  as  the  means 
of  developing  our  greatest  abilities, 
because  in  each  of  us  there  is  a 
private  hope  and  dream  which,  ful- 
filled, can  be  translated  into  benefit 
for  everyone  and  greater  strength 
for  our  Nation." 

Calling  wide  knowledge  and  the 
free  interchange  of  thought  "essen- 
tial to  the  growth  and  vitality  of 
our  Nation,"  the  President  urged 
that  citizens  "focus  attention  upon 
the  force  for  good  which  education 
has  been  and  must  continue  to  be 
in  our  national  life  .  .  ."

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First  views  of 
win  approval 

Junior  High  School  Division 
teachers  are  the  first  to  view  work 
being  done  in  the  new  SFUSD- 
Ford  improvement  program. 

The  School-Community  Im- 
provement Program  has  begun  its 
first  series  of  demonstrations,  for 
the  benefit  of  Junior  High  School 
teachers  of  the  District. 

Some  70  teachers  of  the  SFUSD's 
Junior  High  Schools  have  been  in- 
vited to  observe  the  use  of  teaching 
machines  and  techniques  employed 
by  the  SCIP  operations,  at  Ben- 
jamin Frankiin  Junior  High  School. 

The  visitations  are  provided  as 
part  of  the  District  in-service  train- 
ing of  teachers.  The  visitations  will 
also  enable  better  understanding  of 
the  Ford  Foundation  -  sponsored 
Improvement  Program. 

Observations  will  be  focused  on 
techniques  used  in  classes  in  social 
studies,  English,  science  and  math- 
ematics. Special  emphasis  is  placed 
on  reading  in  each  of  these  content 
areas. 

The  current  series  of  demonstra- 
tions takes  place  on  Tuesdays  and 
Wednesdays.  The  schedule  has 
been  distributed  to  Junior  Hi'h 
Schools  of  the  District  to  enable 
each  school  in  that  division  to  learn 
about  SCIP  and  its  advantages. 

Visitations  have  been  arranged 
during  the  period  from  October  24 
through  November  28,  this  year. 

Visiting  teachers  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  browse  through  materials 
and  books  used  in  project  classes. 
They  also  have  time  to  confer  with 
the  project  staff.

Background 

The  School-Community  Im- 
provement Program  was  instituted 
in  the  SFUSD,  on  a  pilot  basis,  in 
February  of  this  year.  The  Ford 
Foundation,  Great  Cities  Project, 
has  made  available  $310,000  for 
continuance  of  the  SFUSD  opera- 
tion, through  October  of  1964. 

The  primary  objective  of  the 
Ford-backed  program  is  to  raise  the 
reading  language  skill  of  students 
in  order  to  bring  about  a  compara- 
ble raise  in  student  employment 
potential.  Emphasis  also  provides  a 
greater  opportunity  for  acceptance 
into  college  level  and  other  post- 
graduate study  programs. 

The  current  observation  series 
marks  the  first  progress  report  to 
SFUSD  teachers  on  advances  made 
by  SCIP. 

Teachers  under  the  School-Com- 
munity Improvement  Program  in 
operation  at  Benjamin  Franklin 
Junior  Hi?h  School  include  spe- 
cialists, Lillian  Nowell  and  Arvid 
Olson.

The  following  formulas  for  the 
assignment  of  teachers  to  the  sec- 
ondary schools  is  carried  for  gen- 
eral information.  The  Board  pol- 
icies will  be  reviewed  for  further 
clarification  at  the  November  15 
meeting  of  the  Superintendent's  Co- 
ordinating Council  of  Professional 
Organizations. 

In  addition  to  the  positions  cre- 
ated through  these  formulas  in  the 
budget,  there  are  provided  to  the 
different  divisions  additional  posi- 
tions for  special  purposes.  For  in- 
stance, in  the  Senior  High  School 
Division,  there  are  included  5  dis- 
tributive education,  2  nursing,  and 
21  driver  training  teachers. 
Senior  High  Schools: 

In  senior  high  schools  with  an 
enrollment  of  1500  or  more  pupils 
the  basic  number  of  credentialed 
personnel  shall  be  determined  by 
dividing  the  enrollment  by  29;  in 
senior  high  schools  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  fewer  than  1500,  the  divi- 
sion shall  be  27.  Said  divisors  shall 
be  applied  after  the  total  enrollment 
for  each  school  has  been  reduced 
by  1 2  students  for  each  distributive 
education  and  adjustment  teacher 
assigned  to  that  school. 

In  addition  to  this  basic  allotment 
of  credentialed  personnel  and  to 
the  prescribed  allotment  of  teacher 
time  to  counseling  and  guidance 
functions,  there  shall  be  allowed 
administrative  and  special  services 
as  follows: 

(a)  Principal,  full  time 

(b)  Two  assistant  principals,  full 
time  each 

(c)  Librarian,  full  time  or  half 
time  as  assigned 

(d)  Teacher  time  assigned  to  de- 
partmental headship  duties, 
one  period  per  school  day  to 
each  appointed  department 
head 

(e)  Teacher  time  assigned  to 
school  publications,  not  more 
than  two  periods  per  school 
day 

(f)  Teacher  time  assigned  to  so- 
cial chairmanship,  not  more 
than  half  time 

(g)  Teacher  time  assigned  to 
audio-visual  aids,  not  more 
than  half  time 

(h)  Teacher  time  assigned  to  spe- 
cial classes  such  as  sight  con- 
servation,  speech   correction, 
adjustment,  Americanization, 
etc. 
All  full  time  teachers  shall  have 
assigned  duties  of  six  clock  hours 
per  day.  These  assigned  duties  shall 
consist   of   classroom    teaching   as- 
signments   or    authorized    equiva- 
lents as  established  for  counseling 


allowances  and  allowances  for  ap- 
proved administrative  and  special 
services  and  duties.  The  principal, 
at  his  discretion,  may  assign  occa- 
sional preparation  periods  to  a 
teacher  but  in  no  case  may  a  teach- 
er be  assigned  to  more  than  one 
preparation  period  per  day. 

R.O.T.C.  officers  and  noncom- 
missioned officers  are  assigned  by 
the  Professor  of  Military  Science 
and  Tactics  to  schools  maintaining 
R.O.T.C.  units.  These  officers  are 
not  included  in  the  estimate  of 
teachers  allotted  to  a  school  under 
the  formula. 

The  principal  of  the  school  shall 
be  authorized,  and  it  shall  be  his 
responsibility  to  apply  the  provi- 
sions of  this  formula  within  his 
school  under  the  direction  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  assistant  super- 
intendent in  charge. 

Counseling  formula  requirements 
on  the  senior  high  school  level  are 
as  follows: 

(a)  1  Head  counselor  to  each 
senior  high  school 

(b)  1 5  Teachers  for  entire  Senior 
High  School  Division  to  act 
as  assistant  head  counselors 

(c)  Teacher  counselors  for  each 
senior  high  school  in  the  ratio 
of  one  teaching  period  for 
each  130  persons  enrolled. 

Junior  High  Schools: 

In  junior  high  schools  with  an 
enrollment  of  1100  or  more  pupils 
the  basic  number  of  credentialed 
personnel  shall  be  determined  by 
dividing  the  enrollment  by  29;  in 
junior  high  schools  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  fewer  than  1100,  the 
divisor  shall  be  27.  Said  divisors 
shall  be  applied  after  the  total  en- 
rollment for  each  school  has  been 
reduced  by  12  students  for  each  ad- 
justment teacher  assigned  to  that 
school. 

In  addition  to  this  basic  allot- 
ment of  credentialed  personnel  and 
to  the  prescribed  allotment  of  teach- 
ers' time  to  counseling  and  guid- 
ance functions,  there  shall  be  al- 
lowed administrative  and  special 
services  as  follows: 

(a)  Principal,  full  time 

(b)  One  assistant  principal  is  as- 
signed to  junior  high  schools 
having  an  average  enrollment 
of  1100  or  less  during  the 
preceding  school  year.  Those 
with  an  average  enrollment 
of  1100  or  more  are  entitled 
to  two  assistant  principals 

(c)  One  librarian  is  assigned  to 
junior  high  schools  with  an 
enrollment  of  1500  or  less.

B-E  Day  proven 
successful  in  1961 

Sam  B.  Cohen,  1961  coordina- 
tor of  District  planning  for  B-E 
Day  has  announced  that  comments 
from  teachers  and  business  groups 
alike,  indicate  that  the  November 
3rd  program  was  successful. 

The  visitation  program  which  is 
co-sponsored  by  the  SFUSD  and 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  was  first  held  locally  in 
1951.  It  was  patterned  after  a 
similar  exchange  originated  at  the 
University  of  Michigan. 

John  W.  Pettit,  vice  president  of 
the  Yellow  Cab  Company,  was 
chairman  of  the  participant  busi- 
ness groups.

SFUSD  graduates  are  making 
greater  use  of  the  City  College  of 
San  Francisco,  as  a  "first  step"  in 
higher  education. 

California's  increasing  reliance 
upon  the  community  college  as  a 
means  of  alleviating  over-crowding  ' 
in  the  State's  Universities  is  being 
followed  by  District  graduates,  ac- 
cording to  the  SFUSD  Bureau  of 
Research. 

The  fact  that  a  high  percentage 
of  graduates  from  San  Francisco 
Public  Schools  have  accepted  the 
California  plan  aids  the  University 
of  California.  The  importance  of 
this  is  seen  when  one  considers  the 
large  percentage  of  SFUSD  gradu- 
ates who  go  on  to  higher  education. 

The  proportion  of  high  school 
graduates  planning  to  continue 
their  education  increased  from  61.5 
per  cent  in  1957  to  64.9  per  cent 
in  1961.  With  the  exception  of  the 
boys  in  the  Armed  Services,  whose 
totals  ranged  from  7.2  per  cent  in 
1957  to  a  low  of  4.6  per  cent  In 
1960,  the  remainder  were  inter- 
ested in  permanent  employment. 

The  proportion  of  graduates  in- 
terested in  permanent  employment 
shows  very  little  change.  It  was 
31.3  per  cent  in  1957  and  29.0 
in  1961,  a  decrease  of  2.3  per  cent. 
An  average  of  93.0  per  cent  of  all 
girls  interested  in  permanent  em- 
ployment selected  office  work  while

boys,  almost  exclusively,   were   in- 
terested in  industrial  occupations. 

Of  those  planning  to  continue 
their  education,  the  proportion  in- 
tending to  enroll  in  trade,  business, 
nurses'  training,  and  similar  schools, 
remained  relatively  constant  at  ap- 
proximately 7.0  per  cent.  The  other 
93.0  per  cent  planned  to  enroll  at 
one  of  the  colleges  in  northern 
California. 

Of  the  93.0  per  cent  college- 
bound  senior  high  graduates,  a 
total  of  approximately  83.0  per 
cent  intended  to  go  to  City  College 
of  San  Francisco,  San  Francisco 
State  College,  and  the  University 
of  California.  Numbers  and  per 
cents  listed  for  each  of  the  three 
institutions  indicate  current  trends 
and  enrollments  of  San  Francisco 
Public  School  graduates  in  these 
colleges,  unless  other  factors  inter- 
vene. 

Between  1957  and  1961,  the 
number  of  graduates  planning  to 
go  to  City  College  increased  from 
57.4  to  61.6  per  cent.  This  gain 
of  4.2  per  cent  indicates  a  trend 
toward  City  College.  University  of 
California  shows  an  opposite  trend 
moving  from  11.3  per  cent  in  1957 
to  8.0  per  cent  in  1961,  or  a  loss 
of  3.3  per  cent. 

From  1957  to  1961,  the  number 
of  students  planning  to  enroll  at 
San  Francisco  State  College  in- 
creased from  10.9  to  12.9  per  cent. 
Boys  rather  than  girls  account  for 
this  gain  of  2.0  per  cent. 

Between  1957  and  1961  the  pro- 
portion of  boys  planning  to  attend 
S.F.  State  College  changed  from  5 
to  8  per  cent,  or  an  increase  of  3.0 
per  cent,  while  the  per  cent  of  girls, 
which  is  much  larger  than  that  of 
boys,  changed  from  17.5  to  17.9 
per  cent,  or  an  increase  of  .4  per 
cent.  This  indicates  a  trend  in  boys 
toward  San  Francisco  State  Col- 
lege. 

Less  than  1.0  per  cent  of  San 
Francisco  Public  School  seniors 
(1957  through  1961),  intending  to 
continue  their  education,  planned  to 
go  to  any  other  college,  including 
University  of  San  Francisco,  San 
Francisco  College  for  Women, 
Stanford  University,  or  San  Jose 
State  College. 

The  tabular  distribution  of  San 
Francisco  Public  School  seniors 
planning  to  continue  their  educa- 
tion is  based  on  reports  of  after- 
graduation  plans  of  high  school

Regular  full  time  clerks  will 
work  on  Friday,  November  25, 
1961  (the  day  after  Thanksgiving) 
even  though  the  schools  are  closed 
and  will,  of  course,  receive  com- 
pensation for  that  day. 

Compensation  for  the  Thanks- 
giving Holiday  (November  24, 
1961)  will  be  paid  to  nil  clerks  in 
accordance  with  regulations  cover- 
ing salary  for  regular  holidays. 


Plans  concerning  the  entrance  of 
students  to  the  new  Lowell  High 
School  campus,  currently  under 
construction,  occupied  the  major 
part  of  the  regular  Board  meeting 
on  November  7,  1961. 

A  large  body  of  interested  alum- 
ni, parents,  teachers,  and  other  per- 
sons made  presentations  to  the 
Board  concerning  the  establishment 
of  a  policy  for  admission  of  stu- 
dents. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  outlined  administrative 
proposals  concerning  the  possible 
establishment  of  a  partially  dis- 
tricted arrangement  for  Lowell 
High  School,  when  it  moves  to  its 
new  site,  near  Lake  Merced. 

Because  of  numerous  and  diverse 
proposals  concerning  many  aspects 
of  student  admission,  and  possible 
district  boundaries,  the  Board 
moved  to  extend  its  time  for  study 
of  the  Lowell  situation  and  indi- 
cated that  action  on  the  matter 
would  be  taken  following  a  four- 
week  period. 

Another  significant  Board  action, 
concerning  Lowell  High  School, 
was  the    transfer   of   funds   which 


will  enable  construction  of  12  addi- 
tional classrooms  at  the  Eucalyptus 
Drive  site. 

Other  Actions 

The  Board  extended  fire  safety 
work,  being  done  in  the  schools  by 
approval  of  additional  safety  con- 
struction and  sprinkler  units. 

Legal  Advisor  Irving  G.  Breyer 
rendered  a  decision  which  will  au- 
thorize approval  of  physical  educa- 
tion excuses  which  are  recom- 
mended by  chiropractic  doctors. 

The  Board  approved  the  partici- 
pation of  Superintendent  Spears  in 
National  and  State  conferences  on 
automation.  Dr.  Spears  indicated 
the  increasing  importance  and  ef- 
fect of  automation  on  curriculum 
in  general  and  on  adult  education, 
in  particular. 

In  meinoriam 

Samuel  A.  Ladar,  vice-president 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  ex- 
pressed the  deep  sympathy  of  the 
Board  and  the  District  for  the  per- 
sonal tragedy  of  Board  President, 
Mrs.  Matzger,  on  the  sorrowful 
occasion  of  the  untimely  death  of 
Dr.  Edward  Matzger. 


Retirement  and  transfer  procedures  given 


Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  personnel 
coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  fall  semester, 
1961-1962,  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  re- 
tirement payment  may  not  be  de- 
layed unnecessarily. 

In  encouraging  such  action,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  has  shown  great  concern 
for  teachers  making  proper  retire- 
ment provisions  to  serve  their  own 
personal  welfare. 

He  indicates  that  in  some  cases 
teachers  had  come  to  the  end  of 
their  teaching  career  without  hav- 
ing given  proper  thought  to  this 
matter. 

Superintendent  Spears  says:  "The 
unique  choice  that  confronts  a  San 
Francisco  teacher,  mainly  going 
out  on  State  or  local  retirement,  is 
one  that  may  make  the  difference 
in  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  em- 
ployee; the  decision  cannot  be 
taken  lightly,  but  must  be  prepared 
for. 

Suggested  procedures 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teachers 
in  handling  retirement  problems 
are  as  follows: 

(1)  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  indicating  your 
intention    to    retire,    and  the    pro- 


posed date  of  retirement.  Copies 
of  this  letter  should  be  submitted 
to  the  appropriate  assistant  super- 
intendent. 

(2)  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System,  721  Capitol 
Avenue,  Sacramento,  California, 
notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms. 

It  is  suggested  that  teachers 
seeking  to  initiate  retirement  pro- 
ceedings should,  if  possible,  submit 
a  letter  to  such  effect  by  Decem- 
ber 15,  1961. 

(3)  Notify  the  City  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  93  Grove 
Street,  of  your  intention  to  retire. 

(4)  Request  both  the  state  and 
city  retirement  systems  for  assist- 
ance in  determining  which  retire- 
ment program  will  be  most  advan- 
tageous in   your  circumstances. 

(5)  If  you  determine  that  the 
State  Retirement  System  will  pro- 
vide greater  benefits  in  your  case, 
you  should  submit  a  letter  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator  resigning 
from  the  school  district.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may 
withdraw  your  funds  from  the  local 
retirement  system  for  deposit  in 
the  state  Retirement  System.

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Distributive  Education  students  aided  by  1961  innovation 


Distributive  Education  students 
of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  are  benefiting  from  a  new 
program,  instituted  this  semester. 

Some  16  students  are  dividing 
their  location  of  learning  between 
a  company-operated  training  school 
and  their  respective  public  schools 
for  32  hours  during  an  eight-day 
period. 

The  Shell  Oil  Company  began 
the  pilot  program  in  Distributive 
Education,  in  cooperation  with  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict, on  Monday,  September  18,  at 
12  noon. 

Six  public  high  schools  in  San 
Francisco  programmed  students, 
desiring  special  vocational  training 
under  the  Part-Time  Work  Plan 
for  High  Schools,  in  connection 
with  a  cooperative  work  experience 
instructional  program  offered  by 
the  Shell  Oil  Company. 

Company  School 

The  Shell  Oil  Company  school, 
located  in  Millbrae,  prepares  the 
high  school  students  for  work  in 
local  service  stations. 

Following  a  week-long  program 
of  company-sponsored  orientation, 
the  students  are  outfitted  with  uni- 
forms and  receive  instructional 
training  preparatory  to  serving  as 
station  attendants. 

The  new  venture  combines  the 
characteristics  of  part-time  public 
school  work  and  part-time  gainful 
employment.  It  permits  the  further- 
ance of  Distributive  Education  in 
gainful  employment  on  jobs  related 
to  classroom  work. 

Shell  Oil  Company,  has,  for  ten 
years,  carried  on  similar  student- 
benefiting  programs  in  other  parts 
of  the  United  States.  The  local  op- 
eration, however,  is  a  new  oppor- 
tunity for  San  Francisco  students. 

Background 

Much  attention  has  been  given  to 
part-time  work  and  training  opera- 
tions. The  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  the  Down 
Town  Association  have  led  in  the 
endorsement  of  such  part-time 
work  opportunities  for  students. 

San  Francisco's  Jobs  for  Youth 
Committee  has  assisted  placement 
of  young  people  in  part-time  work 
positions.  This  group  has  been  in- 
strumental in  carrying  on  the  sum- 
mer work  program  which  benefits 
many  local  students. 

Nearly  200  businesses  in  San 
Francisco  are  active  in  the  Distrib- 
utive Education  program  of  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 


trict. A  larger  number  of  local  com- 
panies assist  hundreds  of  youngsters 
each  year  by  providing  work  op- 
portunities for  those  on  the  4:4, 
part-time  school  and  job,  program. 
The  Shell  Oil  Company  is  work- 
ing with  local  School  District  peo- 
ple in  providing  additional  training 
for  students  of  the  Distributive  Ed- 
ucation classes.  Company  officials 
who  assisted  in  the  planning  of  the 
beneficial  program  include  Shell 
District  Sales  Manager  W.  K. 
Evans;  W.  W.  Stevens,  Retail  Man- 
ager; H.  L.  Bowden  and  P.  R.  Gal- 
lagher, Merchandising  Representa- 
tives. 

National  plan 

The  local  work  experience  and 
training  opportunity  is  part  of  a 
nationally  developed  basic  training 
program  for  dealers  and  employees 
carried  on  by  the  Shell  Oil  Com- 
pany. 

Student  participants  attend  their 
regular  high  school  four  hours  per 
day  and  in  addition  undergo  32- 
hours  special  training  given  by  the 
local  division  of  the  Shell  Oil  Com- 
pany. 

The  16  students  in  the  new  pro- 
gram will  receive  in-class  and  on- 
the-job  training  from  experienced 
dealers. 

Educational  and  character  quali- 
fications had  to  be  met  by  the  stu- 
dent applicants,  prior  to  their 
acceptance  into  the  training  opera- 
tion. 


The  work  experience  plan  is  be- 
ing facilitated  by  the  Community- 
Vocational  Counselor  of  the  School 
District's  Ford  Foundation  Pro- 
gram. 

Assistant  Superintendent,  Melvin 
Peterson,  in  charge  of  the  High 
School  Division,  is  the  head  of  the 
SFUSD  Distributive  Education 
Program. 

School  District  people  who  have 
aided  formulation  of  the  plan  in 
elude  Assistant  Superintendent  Ed- 
ward D.  Goldman  and  Milton  F. 
Reiterman,  Community-Vocational 
Counselor. 

Those  students  included  in  the 
program  are  required  to  meet  the 
following  qualifications: 

1.  Citizenship  and  character: 

a.  Honesty,  loyalty,  integrity 
and  industry. 

2.  Average  or  better  reading 
level  and  ability  to  do  simple 
arithmetic  and  know  how  to 
make  change. 

3.  Mechanical  aptitude. 

4.  Appearance  should  be  accept- 
able and  boy  should  have  a 
pleasing  personality. 

a.  Physical  fitness. 

5.  Handwriting  must  be  legible. 
The  District-Shell  Oil  Company 

sponsored  offering  has  brought 
about  an  interesting  and  productive 
cooperation  between  Divisions,  Dis- 
tributive Education,  and  the 
School  -  Community  Improvement 
program  providing  "jobs  for  young- 
sters."

6.  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action  in 
each  retirement  system. 

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions takes  some  time,  it  is  impor- 
tant that  they  be  submitted  suffi- 
ciently in  advance  to  enable  a  prop- 
er consideration  period. 
Transfer  and  Appointment 

Teachers  who  desire  transfer 
should  submit  requests  for  same 
immediately.  Forms  for  this  pur- 
pose can  be  secured  from  the  Per- 
sonnel Office  and  copies  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Assistant  Super- 
intendent concerned,  and  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator. 

The  request  for  transfer  should 
be  discussed  with  the  appropriate 
assistant  superintendent  at  the 
time  the  request  for  transfer  is 
filed. 

The  following  information  de- 
fines transfers  and  appointments: 

1.  A  "transfer"  is  the  movement 
of  a  teacher  within  the  same  in- 
structional division,  from  one 
school  to  another. 

2.  A  "transfer-and-appointment" 
is  the  movement  of  a  teacher  from 
one  instructional  division  to  an- 
other. 

3.  Original  appointment  to  the 
San  Francisco  public  schools  is  by 
instructional  division,  such  divi- 
sions being:  elementary,  junior 
high,  senior  high,  junior  college, 
adult,  vocational,  and  child  welfare 
areas. 

4.  Since  original  appointment  is 
by  division,  in  the  case  of  "transfer- 
and-appointment"  the  teacher  en- 
ters upon  a  probationary  period  in 
the  new  division  unless  he  already 
has  tenure  there  because  of  pre- 
vious service. 

5.  In  the  case  of  "transfer-and- 
appointment,"  the  teacher  retains 
his  tenure  in  the  division  from 
which  he  moves,  if  he  has  passed 
probation.  Once  he  passes  proba- 
tion in  the  second  division,  he  then 
officially  chooses  between  the  two. 
Reasons  for  Transfer 

Common  reasons  for  transfer 
within  a  division  or  to  another  divi- 
sion are: 

1.  Consolidation  of  classes. 

2.  To  increase  the  teacher's 
background  of  educational  experi- 
ence. 

3.  To  give  the  teacher  a  chance 
to  succeed  in  a  new  situation  after 
a  period  of  service  which  has  not 
been   wholly  satisfactory. 

4.  To  solve  problems  of  per- 
sonal relationships. 

5.  To  assist  teachers  whose  pres- 
ent assignments  constitute  an  un- 
reasonable hardship. 


6.  To  provide  stimulation  by 
change  of  assignment. 

The  school  situation  is  best 
served  when  teachers  are  assigned 
in  accordance  with  their  prepara- 
tion and  abilities  and  in  positions  in 
which  they  are  able  to  make  a  suc- 
cessful personal  and  professional 
adjustment. 
Initiation   of   Transfer  Proceedings 

The  following  points  concern  the 
initiation  of  transfer  proceedings: 

1.  Transfer  may  be  requested 
by  the  teacher,  the  principal,  or  the 
head  of  the  instructional  division. 

2.  Teacher  initiated  requests. 
Duplicate  requests  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Personnel  Office  on 
forms  provided  by  that  Office.  One 
is  filed  there  and  the  other  with 
the  head  of  the  instructional  divi- 
sion concerned.  A  conference  with 
the  latter  is  recommended. 

If  it  is  a  transfer-appointment 
from  one  division  to  another,  cards 
should  be  filed  in  the  offices  of  both 
divisions. 

Such  requests  may  be  submitted 
at  any  time,  but  those  filed  before 
May  1  and  December  1  will  re- 
ceive prior  consideration  for  the 
following  semester.  Requests  which 
have  not  yet  been  approved  will  be 
kept  on  file  in  pending  status  un- 
less withdrawn  by  the  written  re- 
quest of  the  teacher. 
Transfers  within  schools 

Transfers  from  one  to  other  sub- 
jects or  grades  may  be  made  by 
the  principal  of  the  school,  with 
the  approval  of  the  appropriate  in- 
structional division  head.  Certifica- 
tion regulations  must  be  respected 
in  all  cases. 

Probationary  teachers  in  the  jun- 
ior or  senior  high  schools  are  re- 
quired to  serve  at  least  50%  of 
their  assignments  in  the  subject 
field(s)  in  which  they  were  origi- 
nally appointed.  Upon  completion 
of  the  probationary  period,  they 
may  be  reassigned  in  accordance 
with  certification  and  the  adminis- 
trator's discretion. 

All  transfers  should  be  initiated 
as  far  in  advance  as  possible,  in 
order  that  the  transferee  may  pre- 
pare adequately  for  the  new  as- 
signment. Transfers  during  the 
school  semester  are  recognized  as 
necessary  on  occasion,  but  should 
not  be  effected  except  in  cases  of 
emergency  or  when  necessary  in 
the  interests  of  the  children,  the 
teacher,  or  the  school  district. 
Transfers  between  Divisions 

Procedures  and  qualifications  for 
transfers  between  Divisions  are,  as 
follows: 

1.  Teachers  may  qualify  for 
transfer  between  instructional  divi- 


sions  by  placement  on  an   appro- 
priate eligibility  list. 

2.  When  no  eligibility  list  ex- 
ists, a  transfer  may  be  effected  by 
recommendation  of  the  head  of  the 
division  to  which  transfer  is  de- 
sired. 

3.  Not  more  than  2  per  cent  of 
the  teachers  in  any  instructional  di- 
vision, nor  more  than  3  teachers  in 
any  subject  field,  may  be  trans- 
ferred and  appointed  to  any  one 
other  division  in  any  school  year. 
Exceptions  are  placement  on  the 
eligibility  list  and  agreement  by  the 
heads  of  the  two  divisions  con- 
cerned. 

4.  Applicants  can  always  pre- 
sent his  case  to  the  Personnel  Co- 
ordinator for  assistance.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  that  office  to  co- 
ordinate the  effort  of  transfer  either 
within  a  division  or  from  one  divi- 
sion to  another. 

5.  If  the  head  of  the  instruc- 
tional division  to  which  transfer 
and  appointment  is  desired,  ap- 
proves the  qualifications  of  the 
teacher  desiring  the  change,  he 
must  recommend,  prior  to  May  or 
December  1,  the  transfer-and- 
appointment  of  the  teacher,  notify- 
ing the  head  of  the  instructional 
division  from  which  transfer  is 
being  recommended,  of  his  action.

The  Mandarin  Club  of  Francisco 
Junior  High  School  is  receiving 
wide  attention  within  its  Division. 

The  club,  which  meets  on  Tues- 
days and  Wednesdays,  has  enlisted 
over  35  students  in  an  enthusiastic 
study  of  the  complex  tonal  lan- 
guage of  Mandarin. 

The  activity  is  new  as  a  club 
basis.

The 
first  reference  to  "Publick"  printing 
is  dated  from  this  era. 

The  original  GPO  office  was  sit- 
uated in  the  area  of  Washington, 
D.C.,  known  as  Swampoodle,  in 
1861. 

The  State  of  California  Printing 
Office  antidates  the  GPO  by  eleven 
years,  for  it  was  established  in 
1850.

through  Richard  III. 

The  hour-plus  performances  are 
boldly  and  compassionately  drawn 
by  Shakespeare  in  seven  complete 
plays — Richard  II;  Henry  IV,  Part 
I;  Henry  IV,  Part  II;  Henry  V; 
Henry  VI,  Part  II;  Henry  VI,  Part 
III;  Richard  III — and  a  bobtailed 
version  of  Henry  VI,  Part  I. 

"An  Age  of  Kings"  marks  the 
first  complete  television  presenta- 
tion in  chronological  order  and  the 
first  time  in  over  50  years  that  the 
plays  have  been  done  in  sequence.

Age  requirement  change 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation, at  its  meeting  of  October 
10,  1961,  rescinded  its  regulation 
relating  to  limitations  on  employ- 
ment based  on  age.  This  was  in 
conformity  with  the  policy  adoptetl 
by  the  State  of  California. 

Heretofore,  applicants  who  had 
reached  their  41st  birthday  were  in- 
eligible for  employment  as  contract 
teachers  in  the  elementary,  junior 
high  and  senior  high  schools,  ex- 
cept upon  special  waiver  of  regula- 
tions by  the  Board. 

Because  of  the  recent  action  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  no  refer- 
ence to  age  limitations  has  been 
made  in  the  bulletin  announcing 
the  forthcoming  elementary  exami- 
nations, and  some  applicants  over 
the  age  of  forty  have  registered  al- 
ready for  eligibility  list  placement. 

At  both  the  elementary  and  sec- 
ondary school  levels,  whenever  eli- 
gibility lists  are  established  in  the 
future,  all  applicants,  regardless  of 
age,  who  are  qualified  by  reason 
of  training  and  experience  will  be 
admitted  to  the  examinations  and, 
if  successful  on  the  written  exam- 
inations, will  be  interviewed  by  ap- 
propriate committees. 

If  selected  by  the  various  inter- 
viewing committees,  their  names 
will  be  placed  on  the  eligibility  list 
in  the  usual  manner. 

In  view  of  the  elementary  teach- 
er examinations  scheduled  for  the 
near  future,  qualified  candidates 
over  the  age  of  forty  are  reminded 
that  they  could  have  registered  for 
these  examinations  until  October 
30,  which  was  the  closing  date  for 
registration. 


Approximately  seventy-five  fel- 
lowships will  be  awarded  under  the 
Greenwood  Fund  to  public  senior 
high  school  teachers  in  1962-63. 

The  John  Hay  Fellows  Program, 
through  awards,  enables  teachers  to 
study  for  a  year  in  the  broad  field 
of  humanities. 

Schools  participating  in  the  John 
Hay  Fellows  Program  include:  The 
University  of  California  at  Berke- 
ley, The  University  of  Chicago, 
Columbia  University,  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, Northwestern  University, 
and  Yale  University. 

The  program,  established  by  the 
John  Hay  Whitney  Foundation, 
operates  under  a  grant  from  the 
Ford  Foundation. 

The  Fellows,  divided  about 
evenly  among  the  designated  uni- 
versities, have  opportunities  for  in- 
dividual study  and  for  an  exchange 
of  ideas  and  experiences  with  their 
colleagues  and  with  members  of 
the  university  faculties. 

To  be  eligible  a  candidate  must 
be  teaching  currently  in  a  public 
high  school  in  one  of  the  desig- 
nated states  and  must  meet  the  fol- 
lowing requirements: 

1.  Hold  a  minimum  of  a  bach- 
elor's degree  from  an  accredited 
college  or  university. 

2.  Have  at  least  five  years  of 
high  school  teaching  experience, 
with  the  two  most  recent  years  in 
the  present  employing  system. 

3.  Be  not  over  55  years  of  age 
at  the  time  application  is  made. 

4.  Be  teaching  in  the  10th,  1 1th, 
or  12th  grade.  In  a  four-  or  six- 
year  high  school,  teachers  who 
spent  part  but  not  all  their  time  in 
9th  grade  instruction  will  be  con- 
sidered. 

5.  Be  a  permanent  instructor 
whose  major  responsibility  is 
classroom  teaching  and  who  reg- 
ularly spends  at  least  half  his  as- 
signed school  time  in  actual  class- 
room instruction. 

In  addition,  a  candidate  must 
have  demonstrated  the  personal 
and  professional  qualifications 
which  will  enable  him  to  profit 
from  the  year  of  study  and  to  stim- 
ulate his  colleagues  and  students 
upon  his  return  to  teaching;  and  he 
should  be  employed  in  a  school  or 
a  school  system  which  is  not  only 
academically  sound  but  also  inter- 
ested in  making  the  best  possible 
use  of  the  time  and  talents  of  its 
good  teachers,  and  in  developing 
practices  designed  to  break  educa- 
tional lock  steps. 

Although  subjects  such  as  lan- 
guages, literature,  history,  music, 
and  the  fine  arts  are  commonly  as- 


sociated with  the  humanities,  ap- 
plications from  teachers  in  other 
areas  will  be  accepted.  If  a  teacher 
is  awarded  a  fellowship,  it  is  under- 
stood that  the  school  system  will 
relieve  him  of  all  teaching  and  re- 
lated responsibilities  for  one  aca- 
demic year.  Following  the  fellow- 
ship year,  he  will  be  expected  to 
return  to  the  employing  system  for 
at  least  one  year. 

Candidates  are  nominated  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Greenwood  Fund 
by  the  employing  Superintendent 
of  Schools  or  other  authorized  offi- 
cial who  has  had  ample  opportu- 
nity to  become  acquainted  with  the 
applicant's  ability  as  a  teacher  of 
broad  humanistic  interests.

J.  Presper  Eckert,  vice-president 
of  the  Remington  Rand  Univac  Di- 
vision of  Sperry-Rand  Corporation, 
visited  the  Lux-Electronics  labora- 
tory at  Polytechnic  high  school. 

Mr.  Eckert  is  known  for  his  in- 
ventive genius  as  well  as  for  his  ad- 
ministrative ability.

Homemaking  teachers' 
plan  has  national  trial 

Three  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  teachers  have  pre- 
pared a  60-page  teaching  unit 
which  is  currently  being  tried  on  a 
national  basis  as  a  pilot  study. 

The  comprehensive  unit  on 
"Money  Management  for  Use  in 
Junior  High  Homemaking"  was 
prepared  at  the  national  workshop 
for  Family  Finance  Security  Edu- 
cation. 

The  work  executed  by  the  team 
from  the  SFUSD  was  done  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  in  Madi- 
son, during  July  of  this  year. 

The  teachers  who  participated  in 
the  important  development  in- 
clude: Joan  Blach  of  Marina  Junior 
High  School;  Marianne  Sheffler  of 
Luther  Burbank  Junior  High 
School;  and  Barbara  Hill  of  Marina 
Junior  High  School. 

Each  of  the  team  members  is 
using  the  unit,  this  fall.  Evaluation 
of  the  work  in  progress  may  even- 
tually lead  to  adoption  on  the  city- 
wide  basis. 

Material  contained  in  the  unit 
includes  3  areas:   (1)  The  Family, 

(2)  You  and  Your  Allowance,  and 

(3)  The  Consumer. 

The  District  teachers  worked 
under  the  guidance  of  Dr.  John 
Mulhern,  director  of  the  Family 
Finance  Workshop;  Miss  Julia 
Dalrymple  and  Miss  Rita  Youmans 
of  the  Home  Economics  Depart- 
ment, University  of  Wisconsin.

T.B.  is  still  an  S.F. 
'major  problem' 

In  San  Francisco,  tuberculosis  is 
a  major  problem.  For  the  1,000 
San  Franciscans  estimated  to  have 
the  disease  and  not  know  it,  the 
problem  is  one  of  concern. 

For  the  person  who  every  16 
hours  learns  that  he  has  TB,  the 
problem  is  close  to  tragic. 

For  the  thousands  of  parents 
whose  children  show  a  positive  tu- 
berculin reaction,  the  problem  has 
a  new  and  mystifying  meaning. 

Costly 

For  the  City  taxpayer,  it  is  a 
$3,000,000  problem  for  treatment 
and  control. 

Officials  of  the  San  Francisco 
Tuberculosis  &  Health  Association 
point  out  that  TB  is  the  city's  lead- 
ing communicable  disease.  San 
Francisco  has  the  highest  TB  rate 
of  any  major  West  Coast  city — 
almost  double  the  national  case 
rate. 

Last  year  TB  increased  8.3  per 
cent  here.  There  were,  in  1960, 
536  new  cases — bringing  the  total 
number  of  San  Franciscans  under 
treatment  to  2,421. 

New  cases  of  tuberculosis  are 
discovered,  for  the  most  part,  by 
X-ray. 

The  TB  Association,  cooperating 
closely  with  the  City  Health  De- 
partment, operates  an  extensive 
program  of  free  chest  X-rays  for 
adults.  Last  year,  the  Association 
took  90,000  X-rays  of  apparently 
well  people  and  found  25  per  cent 
of  all  the  new  TB  cases  in  San 
Francisco. 

Free  chest  X-rays,  medical  re- 
search, rehabilitation  and  educa- 
tional programs  are  financed  solely 
by  Christmas  Seal  donations. 

The  S.F.  Tuberculosis  and  Health 
Association's  headquarters  is  at  259 
Geary  Street.

Dr.  Steig  reviews 
rulings  on  illness 

Dr.  Lester  R.  Steig,  Salary  Co- 
ordinator, has  released  a  statement 
which  is  of  particular  interest  to 
elementary  school  principals.  The 
following  three  paragraphs  govern 
compensation  for  illness  of  certifi- 
cated personnel  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Untied  School  District: 

1.  A  teacher  employed  by  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict may  be  granted  5  school 
months  absence  due  to  illness. 

2.  A  teacher  is  entitled  to  ac- 
cumulate sick  leave  at  the  rate  of 
10  days  per  school  year.  There  is 
no  limit  on  the  maximum  number 
of  accumulated  days  a  teacher  may 
earn. 

3.  If  a  teacher,  during  a  current 
school  year,  has  received  full  com- 
pensation under  Paragraph  2  for 
absence  due  to  illness  these  days 
will  be  subtracted  from  the  5 
months  allowed  in  Paragraph  1.

CASSA   announces   new  accrediting   plan 


Establishment  of  a  state-wide 
accrediting  commission  for  Cali- 
fornia's public  and  private  high 
schools  has  been  announced  by  the 
California  Association  of  Secon- 
dary School  Administrators. 

"The  action  should  prove  of  ma- 
jor benefit  to  our  school  program," 
according  to  William  N.  McGowan, 
executive  secretary  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

One  effect,  he  explained,  will  be 
that  students  in  accredited  schools 
can  be  confident  that  their  school 
records  will  be  accepted  as  valid  by 
nearly  every  college  and  university 
in  the  United  States. 


The  National  Commission  on 
Accrediting  and  the  United  States 
Office  of  Education  have  indicated 
that  they  will  recognize  the  new 
commission  as  soon  as  it  is  func- 
tioning. 

"Working  even  more  closely  than 
at  present  with  institutions  of  higher 
education  should  also  be  of  great 
value  to  our  schools,"  executive 
secretary  McGowan  stated. 

This  will  come  about  because  the 
new  Association  will  inherit  the 
function  of  accreditation  from  the 
Western  College  Association,  the

Commissioner  Adolfo  de  Urioste, 
who  seconded  the  motion  which 
was  made  by  Mrs.  Lawrence  Dra- 
per, Jr.,  cited  the  many  changes  on 
the  educational  scene  since  1957  as 
providing  need  for  alteration  of  the 
original  planning  for  the  new  Low- 
ell.

Diseased  may  not 
know  they  are  ill 

Tuberculosis  is  a  "catching"  dis- 
ease which  frequently  has  no  symp- 
toms. A  person  can  have  active 
TB — spread  it  to  his  friends — and 
never  know  he  is  ill.  Only  when 
every  individual  receives  a  yearly 
TB  check-up  and  all  active  cases 
are  treated  can  TB  be  eliminated. 

Although  tuberculosis  is  decreas- 
ing in  most  areas,  it  rose  8  per  cent 
in  San  Francisco,  last  year.  A  new 
TB  victim  was  reported,  here, 
every  16  hours,  and  local  taxpayers 
spent  $3,000,000  for  TB  treatment 
and  control. 

Free  chest  X-rays  to  detect  TB 
— a  Christmas  Seal  service  —  are 
available  at  three  locations  main- 
tained by  the  San  Francisco  Tuber- 
culosis &  Health  Association.

How  California  schools  should 
approach  teaching  about  Commun- 
ism was  a  major  issue  before  a 
state-wide  meeting  of  school  district 
superintendents  last  week,  Decem- 
ber 4-7,  1961. 

The  annual  conference  of  the 
California  Association  of  School 
Administrators  was  held  in  San 
Francisco. 

It  considered  a  draft  policy 
statement  on  "Teaching  About 
Communism:  An  Aid  to  the  De- 
fense of  Freedom."  The  statement, 
prepared  by  the  Association's  Com- 
mittee on  Instruction,  analyzed  the 
responsibilities  of  school  boards, 
superintendents,  school  staffs  and 
communities,  and  included  sug- 
gested guide  lines  for  instruction. 

Speakers  to  general  sessions  of 
the  conference  addressed  it  on  re- 
lated themes. 

Dr.  Roy  E.  Simpson,  State  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction, 
was  the  speaker  at  the  opening  gen- 
eral session  of  the  confernce  at  8 
p.m.  on  Monday,  December  4. 

The  conference  chairman  was 
James  W.  Dent,  superintendent  of 
the  Mt.  Diablo  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict and  Association  vice-president.

Requirements  include  the  posses- 
sion of  a  valid  Administration  or 
Supervision  or  General  Pupil  Per- 
sonnel Services  credential  or  life 
diploma  of  equivalent  authorization 
issued  under  authority  of  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Board  of  Education. 

Other  qualifications  include, 
either  one  or  a  combination  of  the 
following: 

1.  One  year  of  experience  as  an 
administrator  or  supervisor  of  a  spe- 
cial program  for  gifted  pupils;  or 

2.  One  year  of  administrative, 
supervisory,  or  pupil  personnel 
work  experience  supplemented  by 
two  years  of  teaching  experience  in 
a  special  program  for  gifted  pupils; 
or 

3.  Three  years  of  experience 
working  with  organized  programs 
of  special  education  as  a  school 
psychologist  or  guidance  consult- 
ant. This  experience  must  have  in- 
cluded substantial  work  with  gifted 
pupils. 

California  residence  is  not  re- 
quired. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  points 
listed  are  entrance  requirements  for 
admission  to  the  examination, 
which  is  competitive.

Subject  fields 

This  year,  teacher  applicants  will 
be  tested  for  the  following  subject- 
area  fields:  Arts  and  Crafts,  Busi- 
ness-Bookkeeping, Business-Secre- 
tarial, Driver  Education  and  Train- 
ing, English,  French,  Spanish, 
Home  Economics,  Mathematics, 
Physical  Education,  Science-Biol- 
ogy, General  Science,  Science- 
Physics,  Chemistry,  and  Social 
Studies. 

The  English  examination  in- 
cludes qualification  for  American- 
ization, drama,  public  speaking,  and 
journalism.

The  Center  is  the  sixth  to  be 
established  in  the  United  States  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  continu- 
ous, comprehensive  care  for  pa- 
tients. 

Dr.  H.  E.  Thelander  is  the  Di- 
rector of  the  Birth  Defects  Center. 

The  program  and  facility  insti- 
tuted at  Children's  Hospital  seeks  to 
cope  with  the  problem  which  affects 
over  250,000  babies  throughout  the 
United  States,  each  year. 

The  Center  is  financed  by  March 
of  Dimes  funds  contributed  by  San 
Francisco  and  several  other  North- 
ern California  Chapters  of  The  Na- 
tional Foundation. 

March  of  Dimes  funds  also  sup- 
port an  Arthritic  Clinical  Study 
Center  located  in  the  University  of 
California  Medical  Center  in  San 
Francisco. 

Birth  defects,  arthritis  and  polio 
are  the  three  disease  targets  of  the 
1962  March  of  Dimes,  which  opens 
January  2,  1962.

Adult  enrollment  increases 

A  report  on  attendance  and  en- 
rollment in  the  Adult  Education 
Division,  during  the  1960-61  school 
year  was  received  by  the  Board.  It 
indicated  an  increase  of  234,866 
hours  of  attendance  over  the  1959- 
60  school  year.  The  figures  showed 
the  greatest  yearly  increase  since 
1954. 

Some  57,536  students  were  en- 
rolled in  Adult  Education  classes 
during  the  school  year,  reported  on.

The  information  pre- 
sented was  offered  as  PTA  policy 
concerning  the  raising  and  spending 
of  school  funds  in  schools  and  the 
acceptance  of  gifts  and  loans  from 
groups,  firms,  and  organizations. 

The  12-point  report  was  given  as 
a  means  of  eliminating  "confusion 
and  misinterpretation"  and  to  clar- 
ify existing  policies. 

Legal  Adviser  Irving  G.  Breyer 
indicated,  at  the  invitation  of  Mrs. 
Edward  Matzger,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  that  the  Par- 
ent-Teacher study  was  in  agreement 
with  existing  policies  of  the  Board 
of  Education.

Polio  immunization 
requirements  listed 

The  State  Legislature  has  ap- 
proved an  act  which  makes  it  illegal 
to  admit  any  minor  or  adult  to  a 
public  or  private  school  as  a  pupil 
unless  that  person  has  been  immu- 
nized against  poliomyelitis  or  has 
on  file  in  the  school  an  appropriate 
statement  from  a  physician  or  par- 
ent. 

Any  pupil  who  enters  a  school  on 
February  5,  other  than  the  one  he 
has  been  attending,  must  comply 
with  the  conditions  of  the  act.  The 
conditions  may  be  met  by: 

1.  Polio  Immunization.  Accept- 
able immunization  consists  of  three 
innoculations  of  the  Salk-type  vac- 
cine. A  pupil  may  be  admitted  if  he 
has  had  one  such  innoculation. 

2.  Physician's  statement.  Immu- 
nization is  not  required  if  a  written 
statement  by  a  physician  is  filed 
with  the  school  to  the  effect  that 
the  physical  condition  of  the  pupil 
is  such  that  immunization  would 
be  unsafe  or  a  detriment  to  health. 

3.  Parent's  statement.  Immuniza- 
tion is  not  required  if  a  written 
statement  is  filed  by  the  parent  with 
the  school  that  such  immunization 
is  contrary  to  his  or  her  beliefs. 

Immunizations  may  be  obtained 
through  the  family's  private  physi- 
cian, a  clinic,  or  through  immuni- 
zation centers  maintained  at  each 
of  the  Health  Centers  by  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Public 
Health.

Annual  Standard  School  Broadcast. 
The  program  is  on  KGO  810, 
Thursdays,  at  11 :  00  a.m.  and  is  re- 
broadcast  on  KALW  91.7,  Thurs- 
day at  2:30  p.m. 

The  1961-1962  series  completes 
the  second  half  of  a  two  year  course 
devoted  to  music  in  relation  to  the 
geography,  history,  legends,  art,  lit- 
erature, and  everyday  life  of  various 
cities,  countries,  and  far  away  re- 
gions. 

Authentic  sounds  featured  on 
many  of  the  programs  are  used  to 
create  the  atmosphere  of  an  actual 
visit  to  the  locale.

Recent  performance  tests  of  stu- 
dents in  Physical  Fitness  have  indi- 
cated that  SFUSD  pupils  are  in 
good  condition. 

San  Francisco  public  school  stu- 
dents have  compared  favorably  with 
youngsters  of  equal  ages  in  other 
parts  of  California,  the  United 
States,  and  the  world. 

Interesting  figures  concerning  the 
physical  ability  of  students  was  re- 
leased by  Coordinator  George  Can- 
rinus,  in  charge  of  SFUSD  Health, 
Physical  Education,  Athletics  and 
Recreation. 

The  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  program  of  Physical 
Education  has  conducted  the  tests 
for  the  three-fold  purposes  of:  (1) 
Identification,  (2)  Evaluation,  and 
(3)  Improvement. 

Boys 

The  average  for  San  Francisco 
boys  exceeded  the  national  average 
in  all  events  and  in  all  age  groups. 
The  average  of  SFUSD  boys  ex- 
ceeded or  equaled  the  British  aver- 
age in  all  events  at  each  age  level 
except  in  Sit-Ups  for  age  14. 

San  Francisco  public  school  boys 
exceeded  or  equaled  the  California 
average  at  each  age  level,  with  few 
exceptions  at  ages  14,  16  and  17. 


Teaching  of  Physical  Education  skills 
begins  in  the  kindergarten  and  con- 
tinues through  the  senior  high  school 
grades. 

Girls 

The  average  of  San  Francisco 
girls  exceeded  that  of  the  Nation  in 
all  events  at  all  age  levels.  An  ex- 
ception was  found  in  the  Softball 
Throw. 

SFUSD  girls  exceeded  the  British 
average  in  the  Shuttle  Run  and 
Softball  Throw  for  all  ages  with  the 
exception  of  age  16. 

District  girls  were  below  British 
averages  in  Sit-Ups  and  in  the 
Standing  Broad  Jump,  at  all  levels. 


The  average  for  San  Francisco 
girls  exceeded  or  equaled  the  Cali- 
fornia average  in  all  events  at  all 
age  levels  except  for  Sit-Ups  at  ages 
16  and  17.  Only  in  the  Softball 
Throw  were  SFUSD  girls  exceeded 
at  all  age  levels. 

Comparison  of  physical  develop- 
ment standards  with  those  of  the 
British  has  been  made  because  of 
the  similarity  existent  in  G.B.  and 
U.S.  living  conditions,  culture,  and 
environment. 


Work  on  the  parallel  bars  produces 
development  of  shoulder  and  arm 
strength.  The  value  of  such  exercises 
has  been  reaffirmed  by  recent  SFUSD 
performance  tests. 

Physical  Fitness  Test 

The  American  Association  for 
Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation  has  developed  a  physical 
fitness  battery  which  has  been  ad- 
ministered to  millions  of  boys  and 
girls  throughout  the  United  States 
and  other  nations. 

The  tests  are  designed  to  measure 
arm  strength  and  power,  leg  power, 
abdominal  endurance,  speed,  agility 
and  general  endurance. 

During  1959  and  I960, San  Fran- 
cisco secondary  schools  cooperated 
in  a  state-wide  and  national  study 
on  physical  fitness  by  conducting 
the  AAHPER  performance  tests.

The  Board  of  Education  ap- 
proved the  admission  policy  for  the 
new  Lowell  High  School  at  its  first 
regular  meeting  of  1962. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  outlined  the  District 
plan  for  student  admission  at  Low- 
ell, in  the  following  statement:

A  Total  of  25,079  junior  and 
senior  high  school  boys  and  girls 
took  part  in  the  San  Francisco  test- 
ing program. 

State  and  national  norms,  estab- 
lished by  the  tests,  are  now  avail- 
able. These  provide  opportunity  for 
comparison  of  achievement  of  boys 
and  girls. 

Data  on  the  physical  fitness  of 
teenage  youngsters  in  the  various 
countries  of  the  world  has  been  uti- 
lized by  the  physical  education  tests 
of  the  SFUSD.  This  information, 
coupled  with  new  standards  de- 
veloped on  state  and  national  le- 
vels, has  offered  a  good  measure  of 
the  effectiveness  of  physical  devel- 
opment programs  conducted  by  the 
District. 

National  Program 

President  John  F.  Kennedy  has 
indicated  that  the  "Strength  of  our 
Democracy  is  no  greater  than  the 
collective  well-being  of  our  people." 
The  President  of  the  United  States 
has  stated  that  the  "Vigor  of  our 
countrymen  is  no  stronger  than  the 


vitality  and  will  of  all  our  country- 
men." 

In  calling  for  increasing  attention 
to  physical  fitness.  President  Ken- 
nedy urged  the  adoption  of  three 
specific  recommendations,  made  by 
the  Presidential  Council  on  Youth 
Fitness.  These  give  the  following 
guides: 

(1)  Identify  the  physically  under- 
developed pupil  and  work  with  him 
to  improve  his  physical  capacity. 

(2)  Provide  a  minimum  of  fifteen 
minutes  of  vigorous  activity  every 
day  for  all  pupils. 

(3)  Use  valid  fitness  tests  to  de- 
termine pupils'  physical  abilities 
and  evaluate  their  progress. 

The  Physical  Education  program 
in  San  Francisco  schools  has  been 
stepped-up  in  keeping  with  goals 
outlined  in  the  President's  program. 

The  physical  condition  of  SFUSD 
students  has  measured  up  well  with 
national  fitness  standards.  The 
value  of  the  program  conducted  by 
the  District  in  grades  K  through  12 
has  been  borne  out  by  the  recent 
test  results.

District  high  school 
wins  top  U.  C.  award 

George  Washington  High  School 
has  been  selected  as  the  recipient  of 
the  University  of  California  Award 
of  Merit. 

The  decision  was  based  on  the 
collective  first-semester  scholarship 
record  of  GWHS  graduates,  who 
entered  the  University  of  California 
during  the  three-year  period,  1958 
through  1961. 

During  this  period,  George 
Washington  High  School  had  147 
entrants  at  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia who  made  a  grade  point  ave- 
rage of  2.65.  This  is  the  second 
highest  grade  point  average  made 
by  any  large  high  school  in  the 
state. 

It  has  been  noted  that  GWHS 
graduates  lost  the  first  placement  to 
a  Southern  California  high  school 
which  was  .01  higher  than  that  of 
graduates  from  the  SFUSD  school. 

Only  19  of  the  147  George  Wash- 
ington entrants  failed  to  make  a  "C" 
average,  whereas  49  averaged  "B" 
or  better. 

This  is  the  9th  Award  of  Merit 
given  by  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia to  George  Washington. 

This  year,  there  were  three 
Northern  California  high  schools  in 
Division  I  and  four  Southern  Cali- 
fornia high  schools  which  received 
this  distinction. 

Principal  O.  I.  Schmaelzle  has 
expressed  pride  in  the  record  of 
attainment  made  by  graduates  of 
his  school.  He  has  indicated  fur- 
ther that  this  honor  will  make  his 
final  year  of  service  to  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District 
more  memorable.  Mr.  Schmaelzle 
has  publicly  announced  his  retire- 
ment in  June  of  this  year.

from  one  salary  "increment  block" 
to  another. 

"Increment  blocks"  are  defined 
as  periods  of  time. 

Teachers  on  salary  Classification 
I  should  complete  six  units  every 
three  years. 

Those  on  Classification  II  have 
four-year  increment  blocks. 

The  increment  block  for  those  in 
Classification  III  is  five  complete 
school  years. 

Six  units  of  work  must  be  com- 
pleted in  each  increment  block  re- 
gardless of  classification;  only  the 
time-span  of  the  blocks  for  each 
classification  differs.

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation heard  reports  on  evidences 
of  poor  racial  distribution  in  the 
SFUSD  at  its  regular  meeting  of 
January  23,  1962. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  was  directed  by  the  Board  to 
conduct  a  study  concerning  the  pos- 
sibility that  segregated  situations 
exist  in  certain  schools  of  the  Dis- 
trict. 

Attorney  Beverly  Axelrod,  rep- 
resenting CORE,  Congress  of  Racial 
Equality,  reported  that  evidences  of 
segregation  were  apparent  in  sev- 
eral City  schools,  including  Ben- 
jamin Franklin  Junior  High,  Com- 
modore Stockton,  Mark  Twain  and 
possibly  others. 

Frank  Quinn,  Chairman  of  the 
Council  for  Civic  Unity,  requested 
that  a  commission  be  formed  by 
the  Board  of  Education  for  the 
study  of  possible  situations  of  seg- 
regation in  the  City's  public  schools. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  indicated  that  much  has 
been  done  by  the  SFUSD  in  ad- 
vancing the  cause  of  better  integra- 
tion. He  stated  that  the  public 
schools  have  been  the  greatest  in- 
tegrating force  in  San  Francisco. 

The  representatives  of  CORE 
and  the  CFCU  expressed  confidence 
in  the  Board  and  cited  their  belief 
that  the  policy-making  body  had 
honest  concern  for  their  problem.

mation:  the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate;  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon;  and  a  signed 
statement  that  the  person  enrolling 
pupils  has  seen  the  birth  certificate. 

If  a  birth  certificate  is  not  availa- 
ble, a  hospital  certificate,  baptismal 
certificate,  passport,  affidavit  of  par- 
ent or  guardian,  or  an  official  noti- 
fication or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  may  be  used. 

Please  note  that  a  hospital  certifi- 
cate is  now  acceptable  verification. 

The  method  of  verification  should 
be  indicated. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten,  his  birthdate 
must  not  be  later  than  May  2,  1957 
(4  years  and  9  months).  All  en- 
trants into  the  first  grade  must  be 
born  not  later  than  May  2,  1956  (5 
years  and  9  months). 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code,  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to  the 
kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore,  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or  first 
grade  without  proper  verification. 

School  Lists 

The  principal  of  each  school  will 
send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance, 
not  later  than  February  26,  1962, 
the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  February  19,  1962,  on  the 
class  list  forms.  (Stock  No.  13-100- 
40  on  the  Printed  Forms  Supplies 
Term  Requisition.) 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and 
type  or  write  plainly  in  ink.  Do  not 
use  nicknames.  If  a  teacher  has 
more  than  one  grade,  list  separately. 

In  listing  the  addresses  of  Chi- 
nese pupils  give  the  floor  and  room 
number  in  addition  to  the  street 
address;  and  also  give  both  Ameri- 
can and  Chinese  names. 

List  complete  addresses  for  chil- 
dren living  in  projects — building, 
section,  and  apartment  numbers. 

For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels, 
list  apartment  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils 
who  actually  have  been  in  attend- 
ance at  some  time  since  February  5, 
and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left 
without  transfer  before  February 
19. 

Add  to  the  list  and  DOUBLE 
STAR  the  names  of  any  pupils  who 
have  not  been  in  attendance  during 
this  period  but  who  had  registered 
previously  and  whose  absence  be- 
cause of  sickness  you  have  verified. 


In  order  to  keep  records  correct, 
any  child  who  returns  to  school 
after  February  19,  or  enters  after 
that  date,  should  be  reported  to  the 
Bureau  of  Attendance  at  once  either 
by  a  transfer,  if  he  has  one,  or  by 
an  Entered  Without  Transfer  slip. 

Left  Without  Transfer  slips 

In  order  that  an  immediate 
check-up  of  all  pupils  who  have 
left  school  may  be  made,  principals 
are  asked  to  give  to  their  Super- 
visors of  Attendance,  not  later  than 
February  26,  a  Left  Without  Trans- 
fer slip  for  every  child  who  was  on 
the  school  roll  on  February  1,  but 
who  has  not  registered  this  term. 

Before  reporting  these  pupils  as 
Left  Without  Transfer  they  should 
be  checked  as  carefully  as  possible 
by  the  school,  and  when  reported, 
the  Left  Without  Transfer  should 
have  as  much  information  as  pos- 
sible for  the  Supervisor  of  Attend- 
ance.

The  name  "Woodrow  Wilson" 
was  added  to  the  roll  of  San  Fran- 
cisco High  Schools  as  the  Board  of 
Education  approved  the  official  des- 
ignation for  what  has  formerly  been 
referred  to  as  the  Southeast  High 
School  Project. 

The  Board  action  followed  the 
recommendation  of  Superintendent 
of  Schools  Harold  Spears  that  the 
new  school,  currently  under  con- 
struction, bear  the  name  of  the  28th 
President  of  the  United  States. 

Dr.  Spears  recounted  the  back- 
ground of  President  Wilson  and 
made  reference  to  his  dedication  to 
the  cause  of  international  under- 
standing and  world  peace. 

The  fact  that  the  President  was 
an  educator  by  profession  and  an 
author  of  note  compounds  the  hon- 
or bestowed  upon  the  19-acre,  ter- 
raced, secondary  school  site. 


The  school  plant  was  designed  by 
the  architectural  firm  of  Gardner  A. 
Daily  and  Associates. 

Building  area  will  cover  98,195 
square  feet.  Play  area,  paved  and 
tufted,  will  account  for  6.7  acres 
of  the  total  campus. 

The  school  is  situated  in  the 
vicinity  of  Holyoke  and  Mansel 
Streets. 

Ground  was  broken  and  con- 
struction was  begun  on  the  high 
school  project  early  in  1961. 

The  Woodrow  Wilson  High 
School  is  being  constructed  by  Ben- 
jamin Frank  Modglin  and  his  firm, 
the  M.  and  K.  Corporation. 

The  $4,500,000  plant  will  in- 
crease the  capacity  of  the  SFUSD 
high  school  list. 

The  school  will  be  completed  and 
ready  for  occupancy  by  the  Spring 
term  of  1963.

Plans  were  announced  for  the 
possible  sale  of  Lincoln  Building 
property,  situated  at  the  corner  of 
Fifth  and  Market  Streets,  at  the  reg- 
ular Board  meeting  of  February  6, 
1962. 

The  valuable  location,  once  occu- 
pied by  the  Lincoln  Grammar 
School,  has  provided  income  for  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Schools  for 
many  years  since  it  was  vacated  as 
a  school  site. 

Details  concerning  broker  selec- 
tion, price  minimums,  sale  adver- 
tisement and  many  other  matters 
related  to  the  disposition  of  the 
Market  Street  property  have  been 
considered  for  years. 

Commissioner  Adolfo  de  Urioste 
has  headed  the  final  phase  of  the 
Board  study. 

San  Francisco  Property  Director, 
Phillip  L.  Rezos  has  worked  closely 
with  public  school  officials  on  the 
Lincoln  School  property  matter. 

Although  sale  price  estimates 
have  been  set  as  low  as  four  and 
one-half  million  dollars  for  the  site, 
it  was  indicated  that  bids  would 
probably  exceed  such  figure.  Cur- 
rent leasing  arrangements  have  been 
providing  $29,500  monthly  rental 
income.

It  also  approved  the  employ- 
ment of  Dr.  Ruth  A.  Martinson  of 
Long  Beach  State  College  as  lec- 
turer at  the  opening  session  of  the 
Spring  1962  In-Service  course  on 
teaching  intellectually  talented 
youngsters. 

Dr.  Martinson  was  project  co- 
ordinator of  a  statewide  study  of 
programs  for  gifted  students  which 
was  released  in  1961. 

Reports  given 

The  Board  heard  progress  re- 
ports concerning  school  plans  for 
the  furtherance  of  programs  for 
gifted  students  in  the  SFUSD. 

District  Curriculum  Coordinator, 
Dr.  Joseph  B.  Hill  outlined  steps 
taken  since  the  Board  approved  the 
"step-up"  of  special  programs  for 
intellectually  talented  students,  in 
accordance  with  the  California  plan 
to  aid  such  projects. 

Dr.  Hill  indicated  that  the  aim  of 
work  currently  being  done  by  mem- 


bers of  the  SFUSD  has  as  an  ob- 
jective the  fullest  realization  of  the 
potentials  of  students  of  unusual 
ability. 

The  State  plan  to  assist  education 
of  the  gifted  was  a  result  of  a  legis- 
lative study  conducted  during  1958 
and  1 959.  Commissioner  Adolfo  de 
Urioste  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Supervisory  Commission  which  was 
instrumental  in  preparing  the  re- 
port. 

Bureau  of  Research  Director 
Harold  Weeks  indicated  that  identi- 
fication by  committees  in  individual 
schools  is  a  prime  factor  in  the  se- 
curement  of  State  monies  and  sup- 
port of  programs  for  the  high- 
ability  students. 

Test  sources  provide  one  item  of 
evidence  to  be  utilized  on  the  school 
level  in  selecting  students  for  the 
program. 

A  screening  procedure  carried 
out  in  the  schools  enhances  the 
probability  that  the  pupils  for  whom 
District  resources  are  invested  are 
capable  of  recording  an  I.Q.  of  130 
or  higher  on  individual  tests. 

Director  Weeks  pointed  out  that 
proper  verification  is  essential  to 
proper  placement. 

Two  teachers  also  contributed  to 
Board  knowledge  of  SFUSD  pro- 
grams for  the  gifted. 

Clarence  Taylor,  chairman  of  the 
Mathematics  and  Science  Depart- 
ments of  Herbert  Hoover  Junior 
High  School,  and  Charles  Frye,  a 
teacher  of  mathematics,  described 
work  with  such  talented  students 
which  is  being  carried  on  in  their 
junior  high  school,  located  on  14th 
Avenue  near  Santiago  Street. 

The  Board  commended  the  in- 
terest and  dedication  evidenced  in 
the  four  presentations  on  training 
gifted  students. " 

Principal  to  retire 

The  retirement  of  S.F.  Principal 
Olympia  O'Hara  was  announced. 
Conclusion  of  her  service  was 
speeded  by  an  unfortunate  automo- 
bile accident. 

The  Superintendent  took  note  of 
the  high  standards  she  maintained, 
as  well  as  the  respect  that  she  in- 
spired in  the  parents  of  her  young 
charges. 

The  Board  indicated  its  desire  to 
commemorate  the  service  of  Miss 
O'Hara  in  a  testimonial  letter. 

Miss  O'Hara's  final  assignment 
was  that  of  Principal  of  George 
Peabody  and  Sutro  Elementary 
Schools.

Ulloa  pupils  dramatized  freedom 

The  Ulloa  School  project  took  a 
unique  dramatic  form.  Students  de- 
veloped a  plot  which  would  illus- 
trate the  advantages  of  American 
freedom  from  the  era  of  discovery 
and  from  the  days  of  Christopher 
Columbus  and  Ferdinand  Magel- 
lan. 

The  unusual  two-act  presentation 
began  with  a  conversation  between 
Magellan  and  Washington  as  they 
walked  among  the  "cloud  garden  of 
heaven."  A  point  of  humor  brought 
the  historic  characters  to  earth  as 
they  plummeted  from  the  cloudy 
reaches  into  the  midst  of  an  Octo- 
ber 12,  Columbus  Day,  parade  in 
San  Francisco. 

The  theatrical  delight  which  was 
unusually  well  staged  by  the  low 
fifth  grade  youngsters  did  not,  how- 
ever, divest  itself  of  reality.  The 
real  life  essence  and  practical  ap- 
plications of  the  freedoms  we  enjoy 
permeated  the  seven-page  script 
which  formed  an  impressive  lesson 
in  democracy  in  action. 

A  full  range  of  historic  figures 
were  representative  of  the  wide  un- 
derstanding of  history  which  the 
students  have.  Such  characters  as 
Benjamin  Franklin,  William  Pitt,  a 
Mohawk  Indian,  Paul  Revere,  and 
James  Madison  tell  of  the  birth  of 
American  democracy  in  simply 
phrased  but  eloquent  statements. 


Mr.  Jiminez,  who  guided  the 
award-winning  Ulloa  students,  en- 
tered the  District  in  1952  after 
securing  his  Bachelor's  Degree  at 
San  Francisco  State  College  and 
following  his  successful  attainment 
of  the  Master's  Degree  from  Stan- 
ford University. 

Teacher-advisor  Robert  Jiminez 
is  an  active  participant  in  many  or- 
ganizations including  the  Associa- 
tion for  Childhood  Education, 
which  he  heads  as  president.  He 
was  a  student  body  leader  and 
champion  swimmer  at  San  Fran- 
cisco State  College  prior  to  his 
entrance  into  the  District.

Peruvian  education 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  will  assist  the  Govern- 
ment of  Peru  during  July  of  this 
year.

Superintendent  of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  presented  a  report  on  racial 
distribution  of  pupils  in  San  Fran- 
cisco at  the  regular  Board  of  Edu- 
cation meeting  on  March  6,  1962. 

Dr.  Spears  utilized  a  map,  based, 
on  recent  census  figures,  to  give  in- 
dication of  student  distribution 
throughout  the  City.  School  en- 
rollments, he  stated,  generally  re- 
flect patterns  existent  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods they  serve. 

The  Superintendent  mentioned 
changes  which  he  had  noticed  in 
the  Richmond  District  since  1947. 
That  area  provides  an  example  of 
racial  mobility  and  change  within 
San  Francisco. 

Dr.  Spears  indicated  that  his  re- 
port treated  only  one  aspect  of 
racial  distribution  in  the  schools. 
He  also  made  known  his  intention 
to  seek  more  information  on  the 
subject  for  the  purpose  of  compiling 
a  complete  report,  to  be  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Education. 

In  considering  the  many  aspects 
of  racial  distribution,  he  expressed 
his  intention  that  the  complete  study 
will  not  be  solely  introspective,  but 
will  also  include  information  avail- 
able in  other  cities  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Superintendent  said  that  it 
has  never  been  a  policy  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  to 
make  teachers  or  pupils  conscious 
of  racial  differences.  He  also 
pointed  out  that  the  Public  Schools 
offer  equal  opportunity  and  provide 
the  same  facilities  for  all  of  the 
City's  students.

He  was  a  Regional 
Specialist  in  the  Office  of  War  In- 
formation, New  York,  charged  with 
responsibility  for  the  area  of  Ger- 
many. 

He  has  been  an  active  leader  of 
many  professional  groups  and  has 
been  the  author  of  numerous  books 
and  pamphlets. 

Among  his  honors  are  listed  the 
Butler  Medal,  Columbia  University; 
the  Kurt  Lewin  Memorial  Award;

Under  the  leadership  of  the  Di- 
rector of  College-University  Rela- 
tions, student  volunteers  of  City 
College  of  San  Francisco,  San  Fran- 
cisco College  for  Women,  and  San 
Francisco  State  College  have  pio- 
neered the  pilot  program.  The 
youngsters  served  are  those  unable 
to  attend  school  because  of  tempo- 
rary or  permanent  physical  handi- 
caps. 

While  "Home  Teachers"  are  pro- 
vided by  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  the  Red  Cross  vol- 
unteers fill  the  gap  of  loneliness 
which  plagues  "shut-ins"  who  are 
unable  to  have  normal  social  rela- 
tions, according  to  Helen  Casaday. 

Visits  are  planned  through  con- 
tact with  the  child's  family.  They 
are  usually  scheduled  for  one  hour 
per  week.  The  unusual  assignments 
include  discussions  about  sports, 
music,  hobbies,  news,  and  other 
topics.  They  also  include  playing 
games  such  as  cards,  checkers, 
chess,  and  other  similar  recreational 
contests. 

Hobby  and  craft  work  are  also 
usual  to  such  visitations. 

The  volunteers  are  advised  to  en- 
joy the  visits,  stimulate  the  child's 
participation,  follow  the  child's  ap- 
parent interest,  and  develop  new 
interest  for  the  handicapped  young- 
sters. They  are  cautioned  against 
over-taxing  or  over-exciting  the  un- 
fortunate youngsters. 

Prospective  volunteers  are  told 
that  they  will  be  a  key  person  in  a 
team    effort    to    make    the    handi-

Louis  XVI  Room 
to  open  at  CPLH 

San  Franciscans  of  all  ages  and 
callings  will  be  able  to  visit  a  king's 
quarters,  beginning  this  month. 

The  California  Palace  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor  will  open  its  newly 
installed  Louis  XVI  Room  on 
March  27,  1962. 

The  room,  including  paneling, 
mirrors,  and  original  18th  Century 
parquet,  was  presented  to  the  mu- 
seum in  1959  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Richard  Rheem. 

By  coincidence,  the  room  which 
came  from  the  Hotel  d'Humiere  in 
Paris  dates  back  to  the  1780's,  while 
the  museum  itself  is  a  replica  of 
the  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor 
in  Paris  (formerly  the  Palais  de 
Salm),  which  was  completed  in 
1786. 

Professor  Winfield  Scott  Wel- 
lington, a  distinguished  architectural 
historian  of  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, supervised  the  construction 
of  the  new  addition.

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Cafeterias  provide  greater  and  more  service 


Good  work,  able  management, 
government  surplus  foods  and  many 
other  factors  are  part  of  the  District 
formula  for  cafeterial  success. 

Customer  number  and  customer 
benefits  show  a  steady  rise  during 
the  last  five  years.  Yet,  cost  has 
remained  remarkable  steady. 

Numerous  factors  are  involved 
in  the  continued  increase  in  SFUSD 
cafeteria  service. 

Supervisor  Wendell  Muntz,  in 
charge  of  SFUSD  cafeterias  has  re- 
leased information  concerning  in- 
creased benefits  realized  by  pupils 
who  make  use  of  District  luncheon 
services. 

Cafeteria  sales  have  advanced  by 
33.42%  since  1956-57  and  7.66%, 
this  year,  compared  to  1960-61. 

For  the  period  of  time  from  Sep- 
tember through  November,  the 
daily  average  increase  is  currently 
1214  plate  lunches. 

Reasons  for  greater  cafeteria 
usage  include: 

(1)  better  items  in  the  menus  and 
frequent  "treats"; 

(2)  well-prepared  food  and  bal- 
anced menus; 

(3)  excellent  cooperation  and  in- 
terest from  school  principals  and 
faculties;  and 

(4)  increased  enrollment. 

Price  stability 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  prices 
have  remained  comparatively  sta- 
ble. Previous  to  1958,  prices  for 
lunches  were  as  follows:  Twenty- 
five  cents  for  elementary  students;

Since  1958,  the  SFUSD  cafeteria 
service  has  maintained  the  follow- 
ing price  levels:  Thirty  cents  for 
elementary  students;  thirty-five 
cents  for  junior  high  students;  and 
thirty-five  cents  for  senior  high  stu- 
dents. 

In  comparison  with  cost  of  living 
rises,  the  modest  sums  charged  are 
a  tribute  to  the  good  management 
of  the  cafeteria  service. 

A  greater  variety  has  been  made 
available  in  student  lunches. 
Chicken,  turkey,  and  other  poultry 
have  been  added  to  menus.  Lamb 
is  now  offered  in  Type  A  lunches. 
Type  A  lunches  are  now  up  to 
10.2%  in  sale  volume. 

Menu  Announcement 

Wide  coverage  of  daily  menus 
has  proven  to  be  a  factor  in  the  in- 
creased use  of  cafeteria  facilities. 
Luncheon  menus  have  been  listed 
in  the  San  Francisco  Progress. 

The  S.F.  Parent-Teachers  Asso- 
ciation is  currently  devoting  space 
in  its  periodical,  Cablegrams,  to  ar- 
ticles on  the  benefits  to  be  derived 
through  cafeteria  usage.

Other  factors 

New  equipment,  on  -  the  -  job 
training,  and  workshop  experiences 
have  proven  of  benefit  in  terms  of 
better  cafeteria  service. 

The  Baker's  Training  Program 
which  was  held  at  City  College  in 
1959-60  has  been  of  assistance  to 
cafeteria  workers.  A  similar  op- 
portunity is  to  be  made  available 
by  CCSF,  during  the  spring,  and 
will  be  offered  on  a  voluntary 
basis. 

A  one-day  workshop  for  cafe- 
teria employees  was  held  at  Gali- 
leo High  School,  during  February. 
Demonstrations  and  conferences 
offered  effective  assistance  to  those 
in  attendance. 

Mr.  Dale  Ensign  of  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  of  California  spoke 
to  the  District's  cafeteria  people  on 
"How  to  work  well  with  others," 
at  the  Galileo  workshop. 

Extension  of  the  serving  time  at 
Lowell  and  Lincoln  High  Schools 
has  also  provided  more  opportu- 
nity for  cafeteria  use.

Future  generations  of  Polytech- 
nic students  will  profit  from  a  vis- 
ual aid  created  by  student  Kenneth 
Tischer. 

A  model  of  the  DNA  molecule 
was  constructed  by  the  student  in 
his  spare  time.  The  interesting  struc- 
ture is  of  use  in  demonstrating  the 
hereditary  chromosome  genes  in  the 
human  body. 

Built  to  scale,  the  mock-up  was 
constructed  of  scrap  material  from 
Industrial  Arts  projects.  It  was 
made  through  an  intricate  process 
of  wood  burning. 

The  deoxyribonucleic  acid  mole- 
cular aid  is  composed  of  different 
parts  which  are  numbered  to  permit 
students  to  disassemble  it  for  pur- 
poses of  study. 

Traditionally,  science  teachers 
have  used  such  models  of  complex 
systems  to  simplify  science  con- 
cepts. 

Mrs.  Mary  Byrd,  Kenneths'  sci- 


ence teacher,  commended  the  work 
and   generosity  of   young  Tischer. 
She   labeled    the   project   as   being 
"expert." 
Demonstrated  interest 

The  interest  and  high  degree  of 
motivation  demonstrated  by  stu- 
dents and  teachers  of  science  is 
winning  recognition. 

Projects,  similar  to  that  executed 
by  Kenneth  Tischer,  are  entered  in 
various  competitions  of  the  type  of 
the  Annual  Science  Fair,  scheduled 
to  be  held  in  the  California  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences  from  April  7 
through  11,  1962. 

SFUSD  science  work  was  a  fac- 
tor in  attracting  the  1962  NSTA 
meet  to  the  City,  recently. 

The  National  Science  Teachers 
Association  carried  on  its  annual 
convention  in  San  Francisco  from 
March  9  through  14,  1962.  It  was 
the  first  such  meet  "West  of  the 
Rockies."

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Retirement  Procedure  reviewed 


Principal's  work  is  cited 
in  Congressional  Record 

Principal  Otto  I.  Schmaelzle  has 
been  honored  by  a  tribute  given  in 
the  United  States  Congress,  House 
of  Representatives,  this  year. 

The  Honorable  John  F.  Shelley, 
Representative  of  San  Francisco, 
California,  has  praised  the  "excel- 
lent" and  "energetic  dedication"  of 
the  retiring  SFUSD  Principal  of 
George  Washington  High  School, 
Mr.  Schmaelzle. 

The  Congressman  cited  "the  ri- 
gorous academic  standards  and  out- 
standing record"  which  Principal 
Schmaelzle-  has  maintained  at 
George  Washington  High  School. 

The  remarks,  which  have  been 
read  into  the  Congressional  Record, 
took  note  of  another  tribute  paid  to 
the  George  Washington  High  School 
and  its  Principal  by  columnist 
George  Dusheck  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco News-Call  Bulletin. 

The  statement  ended  with  a  quo- 
tation from  Principal  Schmaelzle 
which  related  to  the  state  of  George 
Washington  High  School: 

"It  is  in  good  hands  —  a  dedicat- 
ed, enthusiastic  faculty;  a  student 
body  with  a  tradition  of  achieve- 
ment and  seif-government;  a  school 
department  and  school  board  that 
recognize  the  worth  of  what  has 
been  accomplished." 

"A  tradition  of  success  and  top 
morale  are  a  hard  combination  to 
beat." 


Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  Personnel 
Coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  spring  semester, 
1961-1962,  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  re- 
tirement payment  may  not  be  de- 
layed unnecessarily. 

In  encouraging  such  action,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  has  shown  great  concern 
for  teachers  making  proper  retire- 
ment provisions  to  serve  their  own 
personal  welfare. 

He  indicates  that  in  some  cases 
teachers  had  come  to  the  end  of 
their  teaching  career  without  hav- 
ing given  proper  thought  to  this 
matter. 

Superintendent  Spears  says:  "The 
unique  choice  that  confronts  a  San 
Francisco  teacher  mainly  going 
out  on  State  or  local  retirement,  is 
one  that  may  make  the  difference 
in  thousands  of  dollars  to  the  em- 
ployee; the  decision  cannot  be 
taken  lightly,  but  must  be  prepared 
for." 
Suggested  procedures 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teachers 
in  handling  retirement  problems 
are  as  follows: 

(1)  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  indicating  your 
intention  to  retire,  and  the  pro- 
posed date  of  retirement.  Copies 
of  this  letter  should  be  submitted 
to  the  appropriate  assistant  super- 
intendent. 

(2)  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement    System,    721     Capitol 


Avenue,  Sacramento,  California, 
notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms. 

It  is  suggested  that  teachers  seek- 
ing to  initiate  retirement  proceed- 
ings should  submit  a  letter  to  this 
effect  as  soon  as  possible. 

(3)  Notify  the  City  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  93  Grove  Street, 
of  your  intention  to  retire. 

(4)  Request  for  both  the  State  and 
City  Retirement  systems  for  assist- 
ance in  determining  which  retire- 
ment program  will  be  most  advan- 
tageous to  your  circumstances. 

(5)  If  State  Retirement  will  pro- 
vide greater  benefits  in  your  case, 
you  should  submit  a  letter  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator  resigning 
from  the  School  District.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may 
withdraw  your  funds  from  the  local 
retirement  system  for  deposit  in  the 
State  Retirement  System. 

(6)  After  June  30,  those  affected 
by  compulsory  retirement  will  lose 
the  privilege  of  choice  and  will  be 
placed  on  City-State  Retirement. 

(7)  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action  in 
each  retirement  system. 

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions takes  some  time,  it  is  impor- 
tant that  they  be  submitted  suffi- 
ciently in  advance  to  enable  a  prop- 
er consideration  period.

Red  Cross   'find'  provides  SFUSD  history  note 


The  Golden  Gate  Chapter, 
American  Red  Cross  and  the  local 
Junior  Red  Cross  have  provided  a 
unique  service  for  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  by  dis- 
covering a  historic  medal  award. 

Mrs.  William  S.  Holcombe,  di- 
rector of  the  Junior  Red  Cross,  and 
Mrs.  Harold  Zellerbach,  JRC  chair- 
man discovered  a  once  prized  Den- 
man Medal. 

The  find  began  an  inquiry  into 
the  award  which  was  presented  to 
outstanding  girl  students  on  gradua- 
tion from  elementary  school. 


The  Denman  Medal,  above,  was 
awarded  to  outstanding  girl  gradu- 
ates of  S.F.  elementary  schools  be- 
fore the  turn  of  the  century. 


Denman  Medal 

The  Denman  Medal  was  insti- 
tuted by  James  Denman,  namesake 
of  the  present  junior  high  school 
which  bears  that  name.  The  early 
Californian  was  well-known  for  his 
contribution  to  education. 

The  original  Denman  School  was 
erected  in  1864  and  was  destroyed 
in  the  Great  Fire  of  1906.  It  was 
situated  on  the  corner  of  Bush  and 
Taylor  Streets.  The  Medal,  which 
approximates  the  size  of  a  silver 
dollar,  was  presented  to  girl  stu- 
dents between  1888  and  1915,  end- 
ing during  the  World  War  I  era. 

The   award  was   based    on   aca- 
demic excellence  and  had  a  mascu- 
line counterpart  in  the  Samuel  J. 
Bridge  Award. 
Samuel  J.  Bridge  Medal 

The  Bridge  Medal  was  given  to 
boys  during  the  same  period,  from 
the  1870's  through  the  early  days 
of  World  War  I. 

The  study,  which  the  Red  Cross 
find  began,  was  unable  to  determine 
the  complete  list  of  the  award 
holders,  but  attributed  the  first 
known  presentation  of  the  Denman 
Medal  to  Sadey  Heringhy  in  1897. 

Several  SFUSD  people,  some 
now  retired,  received  the  award. 
One  Denman  Medal  is  in  the  pos- 
session of  Hazel  Cosgrove  Thomp- 
son. The  only  known  existent  Bridge 
Medal  was  awarded  to  Edward 
George  Warren  of  the  John  O'Con- 
nell  Vocational  High  School  and 
Technical  Institute  staff. 

One  family,  that  of  retired  teach- 
er Elsie  Schau,  can  boast  of  receiv- 
ing both  awards,  for  John  Schau 
received  the  Bridge  Medal  and  Miss 
Elsie  Schau  the  counterpart  for  the 
girls.  Another  SFUSD  person  hon- 
ored by  this  award  was  Mrs.  Elsie 
Mckeown  of  Farragut  School. 


Unusual  service 

For  this  history  note,  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District  is 
greatful  to  the  thoughtful  presenta- 
tion of  the  American  Red  Cross  and 
its  Junior  Red  Cross  group. 

Currently,  the  American  Legion 
Awards  serve  approximately  the 
same  function  as  the  Denman  and 
Bridge  Medals. 

The  annual  Red  Cross  drive  is 
one  of  three  such  fund-raising  ac- 
tivities approved  by  the  Board  of 
Education.  The  other  two  include 
the  United  Crusade  and  the  March 
of  Dimes.

The  1962  Science  Fair  will  be 
held,  April  7-11,  at  the  California 
Academy  of  Sciences  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.

Transfer  and  Appointment 

Teachers  who  desire  transfer 
should  submit  requests  for  same, 
immediately.  Forms  for  this  pur- 
pose can  be  secured  from  the  Per- 
sonnel Office  and  copies  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Assistant  Super- 
intendent concerned,  and  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator. 

The  request  for  transfer  should 
be  discussed  with  the  appropriate 
assistant  superintendent  at  the 
time  the  request  for  transfer  is 
filed. 

The  following  information  de- 
fines transfers  and  appointments. 

1.  A  "transfer"  is  the  movement 
of  a  teacher  within  the  same  in- 
structional division,  from  one  school 
to  another. 

2.  A  "transfer-and-appointment" 
is  the  movement  of  a  teacher  from 
one  instructional  division  to  an- 
other. 

3.  Original  appointment  to  the 
San  Francisco  public  schools  is  by 
instructional  division,  such  divisions 
being:  elementary,  junior  high,  sen- 
ior high,  junior  college,  adult,  voca- 
tional, and  child  welfare  areas. 

4.  Since  original  appointment  is 
by  division,  in  the  case  of  "transfer- 
and-appointment"  the  teacher  en- 
ters upon  a  probationary  period  in 
the  new  division  unless  he  already 
has  had  sufficient  service  in  that 
division. 

5.  In  the  case  of  "transfer-and- 
appointment,"  the  teacher  retains 
his  tenure  in  the  division  from 
which  he  moves,  if  he  has  passed

probation.    Once  he  passes  proba- 
tion in  the  second  division,  he  then 
officially  chooses  between  the  two. 
Reasons  for  Transfer 

Common  reasons  for  transfer 
within  a  division  or  to  another  divi- 
sion are: 

1.  Consolidation  of  classes. 

2.  To  increase  the  teacher's 
background  of  educational  experi- 
ence. 

3.  To  give  the  teacher  a  chance 
to  succeed  in  a  new  situation  after 
a  period  of  service  which  has  not 
been  wholly  satisfactory. 

4.  To  solve  problems  of  per- 
sonal relationships. 

5.  To  assist  teachers  whose  pres- 
ent assignments  constitute  an  un- 
reasonable hardship. 

6.  To  provide  stimulation  by 
change  of  assignment. 

The  school  situation  is  best 
served  when  teachers  are  assigned 
in  accordance  with  their  prepara- 
tion and  abilities  and  in  positions  in 
which  they  are  able  to  make  a  suc- 
cessful personal  and  professional 
adjustment. 
Initiation  of  Transfer  Proceedings 

The  following  points  concern  the 
initiation  of  transfer  proceedings: 

1.  Transfer  may  be  requested 
by  the  teacher,  the  principal,  or  the 
head  of  the  instructional  division. 

2.  Teacher  initiated  requests. 
Duplicate  requests  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Personnel  Office  on 
forms  provided  by  that  Office.  One 
is  filed  there  and  the  other  with 
the  head  of  the  instructional  divi- 
sion concerned.  A  conference  with 
the  latter  is  recommended. 

If  it  is  a  transfer-appointment 
from  one  division  to  another,  cards 
should  be  filed  in  the  offices  of  both 
divisions. 

Such  requests  may  be  submitted 
at  any  time,  but  those  filed  before 
May  1  and  December  1  will  re- 
ceive prior  consideration  for  the 
following  semester.  Requests  which 
have  not  yet  been  approved  will  be 
kept  on  file  in  pending  status  un- 
less withdrawn  by  the  written  re- 
quest of  the  teacher.

Application  and  motivation 

From  grades  K  through  1 2,  Dis- 
trict pupils  are  exposed  to  direct 
and  indirect  instructional  situations 
intended  to  give  knowledge  of 
American  government.

Transfer  data  given 

(This  is  the  second  of  a  series  on 
Retirement  and  Transfer  polities.) 

Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  Personnel 
Coordinator,  has  released  the  fol- 
lowing information: 
Transfers  within  schools 

Transfers  from  one  to  other  sub- 
jects or  grades  may  be  made  by 
the  principal  of  the  school,  with 
the  approval  of  the  appropriate  in- 
structional division  head.  Certifica- 
tion regulations  must  be  respected 
in  all  cases. 

Probationary  teachers  in  the  jun- 
ior or  senior  high  schools  are  re- 
quired to  serve  at  least  50%  of 
their  assignments  in  the  subject 
field(s)  in  which  they  were  origi- 
nally appointed.  Upon  completion 
of  the  probationary  period,  they 
may  be  reassigned  in  accordance 
with  certification  and  the  adminis- 
trator's discretion. 

All  transfers  should  be  initiated 
as  far  in  advance  as  possible,  in 
order  that  the  transferee  may  pre- 
pare adequately  for  the  new  as- 
signment. Transfers  during  the 
school  semester  are  recognized  as 
necessary  on  occasion,  but  should 
not  be  effected  except  in  cases  of 
emergency  or  when  necessary  in 
the  interests  of  the  children,  the 
teacher,  or  the  school  district. 
Transfers   between  Divisions 

Procedures  and  qualifications  for 
transfers  between  Divisions  are: 

1 .  Transfer  between  instructional 
divisions  by  placement  on  an  ap- 
propriate eligibility  list. 

2.  When  no  eligibility  list  ex- 
ists, a  transfer  may  be  effected  by 
recommendation  of  the  head  of  the 
division  to  which  transfer  is  de- 
sired. 

3.  Not  more  than  2  per  cent  of 
the  teachers  in  any  instructional  di- 
vision, nor  more  than  3  teachers  in 
any  subject  field,  may  be  trans- 
ferred and  appointed  to  any  one 
other  division  in  any  school  year. 
Exceptions  are  placement  on  the 
eligibility  list  and  agreement  by  the 
heads  of  the  two  divisions  con- 
cerned. 

4.  Applicants  can  always  pre- 
sent his  case  to  the  Personnel  Co- 
ordinator for  assistance.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  that  office  to  co- 
ordinate the  effort  of  transfer  either 
within  a  division  or  from  one  divi- 
sion to  another.

James  T.  Rodman,  principal  of 
Parkside  Elementary  School,  gave 
audio  and  visual  evidence  of  the 
many  uses  of  the  Cuisenaire  Sys- 
tem. 

With  students  of  his  school,  he 
demonstrated  via  the  television 
closed-circuit  that  young  students 
can  grasp  the  relationships  of  parts 
to  whole  integers.  By  adept  use  of 
the  Cuisenaire  System  and  its  pro- 
portionate wooden  blocks,  manipu- 
lation of  fractions  can  be  achieved 
by  pupils  on  the  elementary  level. 

Principal  Rodman  is  widely 
known  for  his  work  with  gifted 
youngsters.  His  demonstrations  over 
station  KQED  with  such  student 
groups  were  followed  by  many  Bay 
Region  residents. 

On  view  as  well,  the  process  of 
closed-circuit  television  provided 
a  memorable  lesson  for  the  nearly 
two-hundred  professional  educa- 
tors viewing  the  demonstration. 

Students  of  CCSF  worked  under 
the  direction  of  their  faculty  pro- 
gram director,  Henry  Leff,  in  cap- 
turing the  work  of  the  Parkside 
School  group  within  the  confines  of 
a  TV  tube.

A  special  thrill  was  accorded  to 
teachers  who  had  the  opportunity 
of  holding  in  their  hands  the  His- 
toria  General  de  Philipinas,  which 
was  published  prior  to  the  establish- 
ment of  the  City.  The  interesting 
Tomos  (volumes),  written  in  Span- 
ish, were  bound  in  untinted  hide, 
in  the  manner  of  books  which  filled 
the  shelves  of  the  earliest  California 
missions. 

The  SFPL  Main  Branch  has  over 
10,000  volumes  of  rare  books,  100 
unbound  photographs,  350  bound 
photographic  collections,  and  near- 
ly 300  rare  wall  maps.  Some  of  the 
maps  are  valued  at  about  five  hun- 
dred dollars  each. 

Several  floors  of  historic  docu- 
ments, books,  and  other  items  make 


the  San  Francisco  Public  Library 
an  important  repository  of  source 
materials. 

Mrs.  Moses  pointed  out  that  the 
present  collection,  which  is  increas- 
ed each  year,  is  not  as  complete 
as  it  was  prior  to  1906,  when  many 
priceless  items  were  destroyed  in 
the  Great  Earthquake  and  Fire. 

Mr.  John  Welch  of  Polytechnic 
High  School,  Vice-President  of  the 
State  Council  of  Social  Studies  and 
local  President  of  the  SF  Council 
of  Social  Studies  Teachers,  arrang- 
ed for  the  teachers'  participation.

Interest- 
ing bibliographies  of  the  oldest 
books  in  the  Public  Library  were 
given  to  the  teachers  by  Mrs.  Moses 
and  her  co-workers.

Students  have  derived  pleasure, 
knowledge,  and  cultural  enrich- 
ment from  the  close-ranged  study 
of  the  rare  and  beautiful  items. 

In  1954,  some  10  objects  of 
American  Indian  art  were  loaned  to 
the  District.  The  response  was  so 
favorable,  that  additional  art  has 
been  provided  on  a  loan  basis. 

Up  to  the  present,  over  38  art 
objects  have  been  circulated  in 
classes  of  the  SFUSD  and  City  Col- 
lege under  the  Museum  plan.  The 
current  installment  of  100  items  is 
the  largest  number  provided  at  one 
time  since  the  inception  of  the  pro- 
gram. 

Director  of  the  M.  H.  de  Young 
Museum,  R.  H.  Rheem  has  per- 
mitted the  loan  program  as  evidence 
of  the  Museum's  interest  in  cultural 
enrichment  of  students. 

SFUSD  Director  of  Art,  Wede- 
meyer,  has  indicated  the  gratitude 
of  members  of  his  department  for 
the  items  which  enhance  the  regular 
instructional  and  appreciation  pro- 
grams in  art,  carried  on  by  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District. 
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Douglas  School  students  listened  attentively  as  District  Art  Director  Archi- 
bald Wedemeyer,  explained  the  methods  employed  in  the  construction  of  the 
carved-wood  figure  of  a  Japanese  General.

The  SFUSD  does  not  have  an 
acute  problem  in  this  regard,  but 
seeks  better  motivation  in  prepara- 
tion of  students  with  consequent 
benefits  in  job  placement. 

McMurrin  tells  of 
U.  S.  drop-out  problem 

U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion, Sterling  McMurrin  has  cited 
"drop-out"  as  a  national  problem. 

Two  and  one-half  million  of  the 
10,800,000  students  to  be  enrolled 
in  grades  9  through  12  of  the  Na- 
tion's public  and  non-public  schools 
this  Fall  will  drop  out  before  grad- 
uation. 

Recent  surveys  indicate  that  size- 
able percentages  of  school  leavers 
have  average  intelligence.  Signifi- 
cant numbers  have  demonstrated 
ability  levels  suited  to  the  intellec- 
tual disciplines  of  college. 

The  majority  of  drop-outs  come 
from  backgrounds  of  semi-literacy 
and  poverty,  sometimes  crime,  and 
often  neglect.  Although  the  early 
grades  offer  the  underprivileged 
child  some  measure  of  security,  by 
the  time  he  reaches  high  school  the 
sociological  pressures  from  outside 
are  dominant.  Three  out  of  five 
drop-outs  have  not  even  had  the 
benefits  of  guidance  and  counsel- 
ing to  help  them  adjust  sights  to 
potentials. 

Still,  even  among  the  sizeable 
number  of  drop-outs  from  more 
privileged  families  there  is  a  back- 
ground of  parental  indifference  to 
the  worth  of  education.

Budget,  credit  and 
balance  studied 

Approval  was  given  to  the  1962- 
63  budget  proposals  by  the  Board 
of  Educaton  at  the  regular  meeting 
of  May  15,  1962.  Some  increases 
noted  reflect  the  extension  of  school 
services  by  the  establishment  of 
new  schools  in  keeping  with  the  de- 
mands of  student  population 
growth. 

The  Board  passed  a  resolution 
relative  to  time  limitations  for  filing 
transcripts  during  the  year  for  pur- 
pose of  salary  advancement. 

This  change  of  Section  7.10  of 
the  Salary  Schedule  indicates  that 
"filing  of  such  official  transcript 
records  or  work  completed  before 
September  1  of  any  year  may  be 
made  at  any  time  prior  to  Novem- 
ber 1  of  the  same  year  in  order  to 
qualify  a  teacher  for  classification 
purposes  or  for  advancement  to  a 
higher  increment  block  for  the  cur- 
rent school  year." 

Filing  of  such  official  transcript 
records  prior  to  July  1  will  qualify 
the  teacher  for  such  advancement 
for  the  succeeding  year;  provided 
further  that  the  provisions  of  this 
paragraph  shall  be  applicable  to  the 
school  year  1961-62  insofar  as  in- 
crement adjustment  is  concerned, 
provided  that  the  transcript  was 
filed  prior  to  November  1,  1961. 
This  provision,  however,  does  not 
authorize  back-salary  adjustment. 

Mrs.  M.  McMurtry,  a  parent, 
requested  that  the  Board  take  steps 
to  insure  what  she  considered  is  a 
proper  racial  balance,  similar  to 
that  in  the  Grattan  School. 

Representatives  of  the  Congress 
of  Racial  Equality,  the  National 
Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Colored  People,  the  Council  for 
Civic  Unity,  and  other  interested 
parties  made  presentations  concern- 
ing solution  for  situations  which 
they  consider  as  improper  racial 
balance  in  certain  schools.

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  program  for  Driver  Educa- 
tion and  Training  was  instituted 
under  the  State  plan  by  the  Board 
of  Education  in  1949. 

Mr.  Joseph  Galvin,  now  retired, 
set  up  and  carried  on  the  program 
from  its  inception. 

The  Driver  Education  and  Train- 
ing Program  became  a  full-time 
study  during  the  regular  school  day 
in  1955. 

Some  15  additional  instructors 
are  now  used  in  after-school  classes. 
Twenty  cars  are  utilized  at  the  vari- 
ous senior  high  schools,  including 
John  O'Connell  and  Samuel 
Gompers,  each  day  for  Driver 
Training. 

According  to  Robert  Perussina, 
who  heads  the  program,  some  3450 
students  will  be  trained  in  behind- 
the-wheel  instruction,  this  year. 

At  present,  19  dealer-loaned  cars 
are  in  use  in  Driver  Training.  All 
but  one  are  1962  models.  Nine  are 
with  automatic  shifts. 

Commissioner  Adolfo  de  Urioste 
has  encouraged  the  Driver  Educa- 
tion and  Safety  Program.

Shortly  after  the  beginning  of 
each  school  term,  principals  are  re- 
quested to  send  birthdate  data  to 
the  Attendance  Bureau. 

Several  principals  have  requested 
that  the  notice  be  placed  in  the 
bulletin  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
term  in  order  that  the  process  may 
be  facilitated  at  the  opening  of 
school. 

This  notice,  then,  applies  to  regis- 
tration for  September  1962. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  in- 
formation. The  number  of  the  birth 
certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  signed 
statement  that  the  person  enrolling 
pupils  has  seen  the  birth  certificate. 

If  a  birth  certificate  is  not  avail- 
able, a  hospital  certificate,  baptismal 
certificate,  passport,  affidavit  of 
parent  or  guardian,  or  an  official 
notification  or  certification  of  the 
birth  registration  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  may  be  used. 

Please  note  that  a  hospital  certi- 
ficate is  now  acceptable  verification. 
The  method  of  verification  should 
be  indicated. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  December  2, 
1957  (4  years  and  9  months).  All 
entrants  into  the  first  grade  must 
be  born  not  later  than  December  2, 
1956  (5  years  and  9  months). 

Under  Section  1 6006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or  first 
grade  of  a  school  without  accept- 
able verification  as  noted  above.

Counseling  and  guidance  have 
been  employed  to  the  advantage  of 
SFUSD  gifted  students  according 
to  Eugene  Roberts,  co-chairman  of 
programs  for  the  academically  tal- 
ented. 

Marina  Junior  High  School  has 
recently  established  a  guidance  sys- 
tem tailored  to  the  needs  and  in- 
terests of  the  students  enrolled  in 
the  program  for  the  gifted. 

This  implements  State  Plan  5 
which  authorizes  special  counseling 
for  students  "carried  on  during  or 
outside  of  the  regular  school  day 
for  the  purpose  of  benefiting  from 
additional  educational  opportunities 
not  provided  in  the  regular  class- 
room." 

Marina's  gifted  students  are 
divided  into  upper  and  lower  divi- 
sion groups  to  receive  weekly  guid- 
ance lessons  from  members  of  the 
counseling  staff.  Each  week,  groups 
meet  during  different  periods  so  that 
no  student  is  repeatedly  absent  from 
the  same  class. 

Guidance  lessons  deal  with  areas 
of  educational,  vocational,  and  per- 
sonal development. 

Topics  for  the  current  term  in- 
clude such  titles  as  Community 
Service,  Leadership,  Study  Habits, 
Educational  Planning,  and  Voca- 
tional Exploration. 

Each  topic  is  studied  intensively 
in  one  or  several  sessions.  Addi- 
tional topics  will  be  added  from 
semester  to  semester  until  a  com- 
plete cycle  has  been  established.

Planned,  "The  Uncertain  Quest: 
A  Teenager's  World,"  is  an  unusual 
program  to  be  presented  at  the 
University  of  California  Medical 
Center,  San  Francisco,  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  June  16  and  17,  1962. 
Physicians  and  other  experts  com- 
bine with  teen-agers  themselves  in 
an  effort  to  obtain  insight  into  the 
extraordinary  period  of  transition 
between  child  and  adult. 

One  of  the  characteristics  of  the 
present  day  is  the  emergence  of  an 
actual  teen-age  society  within  the 
framework  of  the  community.

KO  polio  drive  soon 

The  largest  mass  polio  immuni- 
zation program  ever  undertaken 
in  California  will  open  in  the  nine 
counties  of  the  Bay  Area  on  Sun- 
day, September  23. 

Doctors  hope  to  give  the  Sabin 
oral  vaccine  to  nearly  every  person 
in  the  region  in  a  massive  effort  to 
stamp  out  all  types  of  polio. 

The  vaccine  —  three  drops  on  a 
cute  of  sugar  —  will  be  handed 
out  at  schools,  fire  stations  and 
other  public  buildings  on  Septem- 
ber 23,  November  4  and  December

Robert  J.  Stoffer 

Mr.  Stoffer  served  the  District 
in  many  capacities  at  Hamilton 
Junior  High,  Presidio  Junior  High, 
Commerce  High  School,  as  Vice- 
Principal  of  Horace  Mann,  as  Prin- 


cipal of  Continuation  High  School, 
as  Co-ordinator  of  Vocational  Edu- 
cation and  as  Assistant  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  for  the  last  14 
years. 

He  received  the  National  Laure- 
ate Award  for  outstanding  service 
in  Education  in  1950  from  the 
Epsilon  Pi  Tau  Fraternity. 

Mr.  Stoffer  attended  San  Jose 
State  College  and  received  his  de- 
gree in  elementary  and  junior  high 
education.  He  received  his  masters 
degree  from  Stanford  University. 

He  was  a  former  State  President 
of  the  California  Industrial  Educa- 
tion Association. 

In  addition  to  his  many  duties 
for  the  District,  Mr.  Stoffer  has 
found  time  to  publish  articles  in 
national  periodicals  and  in  text 
books  on  school  planning. 

Mr.  Stoffer,  working  as  an  edu- 
cational specialist,  was  responsible 
for  planning  the  1948  and  1956 
school  bond  issues  and  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  resulting  school 
developments. 

During  his  14  year  school  career 
as  Assistant  Superintendent,  Mr. 
Stoffer  was  responsible  for  the 
preparation  and  outfitting  of  over 
40  school  plants. 


All  regularly  employed  San 
Francisco  teachers  are  required, 
by  Board  of  Education  policy,  to 
satisfactorily  complete  six  semes- 
ter units  of  acceptable  work  in 
order  to  advance  from  one  salary 
"increment  block"  to  another. 

Teachers  in  San  Francisco  Pub- 
lic Schools  have  abundant  oppor- 
tunities for  further  studies,  how- 
ever, because  of  the  District-spon- 
sored In-service  Training  Program; 
and  the  late  afternoon,  evening  and 
week-end  courses  provided  by 
many  Bay  Area  institutions  of 
higher  learning. 

In-service  program 

Dr.  Lester  Steig,  salary  coordin- 
ator of  the  SFUSD,  has  compiled 
a  list  of  the  in-service  courses 
which  will  be  available  to  teachers 
in  the  District. 

Teachers  of  the  District  will 
have  the  benefit  of  over  500  uni- 
versity and  college  courses  plus 
non-college  in-service  courses  of- 
fered by  the  SFUSD  during  the 
Fall  term. 

Courses  are  designed  with  the 
viewpoint  of  furnishing  teachers 
and  administrators  with  the  new- 
est techniques  and  information  in 
various  subject  areas. 

Increment  and  classification 
credits  are  given  for  in-service 
courses  satisfactorily  completed. 

Prior  to  starting  the  in-service 
course  or  any  other  college  or 
university  course  for  salary  credit, 
the  teacher  should  file  an  "applica- 
tion for  approval"  form  with  Dr. 
Steig.  This  form  is  to  be  signed  by 
the  principal  of  the  teacher  con- 
cerned. 

"Increment  block"  mentioned  in 
paragraph  one  of  the  story  is  de- 
fined as  a  period  of  time. 

Teachers  on  salary  Classification 
I  should  complete  six  units  every 
three  years. 

Teachers  on  Classification  II 
should  complete  six  units  during  a 
four  year  period.

New  Lowell 
to  open  on 
schedule 

The  new  $5  million  dollar  Lowell 
High  School  located  near  Lake 
Merced  will  open  on  schedule  on 
Wednesday,  September  5,  1962, 
even  though  the  plant  is  not  com- 
plete. 

Pacific  Coast  Builders,  contrac- 
tors for  the  new  school,  have  gone 
out  of  their  way  to  permit  Lowell 
to  open  on  time.  The  Northern 
California  labor  strike  has  put  con- 
struction several  weeks  behind. 

However,  2250  members  of  the 
new  student  body  will  be  on  hand 
this  Wednesday  for  the  first  day  of 
school. 

Six  additional  classrooms,  re- 
cently authorized;  the  revision  of 
the  shop  area  into  classes;  and  the 
auditorium-  still  remain  uncom- 
pleted. 

The  athletic  part  of  the  plant 
shows  a  track  field  nearing  com- 
pletion, but  the  football  field  and 
play  areas  are  still  to  be  planted. 
Access  roads  have  been  construc- 
ted as  far  as  the  parking  area. 

The  Lowell  Alumni  Association 
is  planning  a  week-long  series  of 
events  starting  on  October  13  with 
a  dinner  dance. 

Formal  dedication  of  the  new 
Lowell  High  School  will  be  some 
time  in  the  future. 


Revolving  -fund 
change  announced 

Purchasing  procedures  for  the 
use  of  the  Revolving  Fund  have 
been  changed  with  the  start  of  this 
fiscal  year. 

Edgar  Lahl,  Supervisor  of  Sup- 
plies, reports  that  the  limit  for  the 
Revolving  Fund  method  of  pur- 
chasing has  been  increased  from 
$15  to  $25,  effective  July  1,  1962. 

Schools  need  no  longer  send  in 
a  requisition  to  the  Division  of 
Supplies  for  an  authorization  num- 
ber, but  instead  are  requested  to 
telephone  this  office  for  such  auth- 
orization. It  is  felt  that  this  revised 
procedure  will  greatly  expedite  the 
procurement  of  supplies  on  the 
part  of  the  schools. 

Persons  using  the  system  are 
asked  to  refer  to  the  Division  of 
Supplies  Bulletin  No.  437,  dated 
September  5,  1962,  which  outlines 
the  exact  procedure  to  be  followed. 


BOARD  ACTION 

At  its  August  7,  1962  meeting 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Educa- 
tion voted  approval  for  the  pro- 
posal of  the  Superintendent  that 
$100,000  be  added  to  the  budget 
before  final  adoption. 

The  Superintendent  stated  that 
he  desired  to  present  at,  this  time 
for  the  consideration  of  Board 
members  the  possibility  of  adding 
an  item  of  $100,000  to  the  budget 
in  a  special  fund  designated  as  a 
"Compensatory  Education  Fund", 
in  order  that  he  may  allocate  ad- 
ditional teachers  and  instructional 
aids  where  necessary  to  supple- 
ment the  basic  education  program 
for  those  students  who  are  con- 
sidered to  be  culturally  handicap- 
ped. In  connection  with  this  re- 
quest, the  Superintendent  referred 
to  his  special  report  given  to  the 
Board  of  Education  on  the  subject 
of  "The  Proper  Recognition  of  a 
Pupil's  Racial  Background  in  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict", in  which  he  pointed  out  the 
possibility  of  inaugurating  such  a 
program.  He  stated  that  if  the 
Board  approves  this  item  the 
money  would  not  be  used  in  any 
way  for  additional  administrative 
or  supervisory  services  and  that 
he  would  submit  a  request  for 
specific  Board  approval  each  time 
an  allocation  was  made  from  the 
fund.  He  further  pointed  out  that 
he  would  not  consider  this  item  as 
merely  a  temporary  one  for  the 
year  1962-63  but  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  regular  School  District 
budget.  The  amount  requested  in 
future  years  would  be  re-evaluated 
in  accordance  with  the  experience 
gained  during  the  year  1962-63. 

At  the  August  21,  1962  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Education  the 
Board,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Superintendent,  recinded  the 
establishment  of  the  new  Central 
Junior  High  School. 


Jewish  Holy  Days

3.  Enter  the  names  of  all  teach- 
ers who  are  on  the  faculty  roll  — 
Regulars,  Probationers  and  Long-

A  Board  of  Education  regula- 
tion, concerning  faculty  meetings, 
may  be  quoted  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  The  Principal  shall  call 
teachers'  meetings  after  school  hours  on  the 
first  or  third  Tuesday  of  each  school  month, 
or  both,  and  at  such  other  times  as,  in  his 
judgment,  seems  necessary.  Except  in  cases 
of  emergency,  the  principal  shall  avoid  call- 
ing teachers'  meetings  during  school  hours. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  a  teacher  to  attend 
all  teachers'  meetings  called  by  the  principal 
unless  excused  by  him.  Principals  shall  see 
that  teachers  attend  meetings  to  which  they 
are  called  by  supervisors,  directors,  or  assist- 
ant superintendents." 
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Fall  enrollment  procedures 
outlined  for  principals 


Coordinator  of  Child  Welfare, 
Dr.  J.  L.  Roberts,  has  outlined  the 
following  enrollment  procedures 
for  the  opening  of  the  Fall  1962 
school  semester. 

School  Lists 

The  principal  of  each  school  will 
send  to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance 
not  later  than  September  26,  1962 
the  complete  enrollment  by  classes 
as  of  September  19,  1962  on  the 
class  list  forms.  (Stock  No.  13-100- 
40  on  the  Printed  Forms  Supplies 
Term  Requisition). 

Arrange  list  alphabetically,  and 
type  or  write  plainly  in  ink.  Do  not 
use  nicknames.  If  a  teacher  has 
more  than  one  grade,  list  separate- 
ly. List  complete  addresses  for  chil- 
dren living  in  projects  —  building, 
section,  and  apartment  numbers. 
For  children  living  in  apartment 
houses,  rooming  houses,  and  hotels, 
list  apartment  or  room  number. 

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils 
who  actually  have  been  in  attend- 
ance at  any  time  since  September 
5,  and  star  the  names  of  those  who 
have  transferred  or  who  have  left 
without  transfer  before  September 
19.  Add  to  the  list  and  DOUBLE 
STAR  the  names  of  any  pupils  who 
have  not  been  in  attendance  during 
this  period  but  who  had  registered 
previously  and  whose  absence  be- 
cause o.f  sickness  you  have  verified. 
In  order  to  keep  records  correct, 
any  child  who  returns  to  school 
after  September  19th,  or  enters 
after  that  date,  should  be  reported 
to  the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at 
once  either  by  a  transfer,  if  he  has 
one,  or  by  an  Entered  Without 
Transfer  slip. 

Birthdate  Data  Requested 

In  order  that  birthdates  may  be 
checked  immediately,  principals 
are  requested  to  send  at  once  to 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance  Regis- 
tration of  Minor  blanks  for  all  new 
pupils  entering  San  Francisco 
Schools  for  the  first  time  and  for 
all  pupils  entering  kindergarten.  If 
parent  does  not  fill  out  one  of 
these,  the  teacher  should  prepare 
the  blank  from  data  on  the  perma- 
nent card. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  in- 
formation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate;  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a 
signed  statement  that  the  person 


enrolling  pupils  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate.  If  a  birth  certificate  is 
not  available,  a  hospital  certificate, 
baptismal  certificate,  passport,  affi- 
davit of  parent  or  guardian,  or  an 
official  notification  or  certification 
of  the  birth  registration  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  may 
be  used.  Please  note  that  a  hospital 
certificate  is  now  acceptable  verifi- 
cation. The  method  of  verification 
should  be  indicated. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  December 
2,  1957  (4  years  and  9  months).  All 
entrants  into  the  first  grade  must 
be  born  not  later  than  December 
2,  1956  (5  years  and  9  months). 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of 
a  school.  Therefore  no  child  may 
be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without 
acceptable  verification  as  noted 
above. 

Left  Without  Transfer 

In  order  that  an  immediate 
check-up  of  all  pupils  who  have 
left  school  may  be  made,  principals 
are  asked  to  give  to  their  Super- 
visors of  Attendance,  not  later 
than  September  26th,  a  Left  With- 
out Transfer  slip  for  every  child 
who  was  on  the  school  roll  on  June 
15th,  but  who  has  not  registered 
this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils 
who  leave  school  for  any  reason 
without  taking  a  transfer  to  an- 
other school  should  be  immediate- 
ly reported  to  the  Supervisor  of 
Attendance  as  Left  Without  Tran- 
fer.  Date  of  leaving  should  be  indi- 
cated on  the  slip.  Before  reporting 
these  pupils  as  Left  Without  Tran- 
fer  they  should  be  checked  as  care- 
fully as  possible  by  the  school,  and 
when  reported,  the  Left  Without 
Transfer  should  have  as  much  in- 
formation as  possible  for  the  Su- 
pervisor of  Attendance. 


Afternoon  science 
programs  to  begin 
this  month 

The  Lux  Electronics  Laboratory 
located  at  Polytechnic  High  School 
will  offer  an  afternoon  and  Satur- 
day instructional  program  for  Fall, 
1962.

Project  Construction,  Wed.  3:30- 
5:30  p.m.  (Open  to  all  students; 
no  sign-up  required). 

Since  enrollment  is  limited,  it  is 
important  that  each  qualified  stu- 
dent complete  an  enrollment  form 
prior  to  his  sign-up  date.  To  be 
enrolled,  he  must  turn  in  his  com- 
pleted form  at  sign-up  time.

Failing  to  complete  the  required 
units  in  the  allotted  time  will 
cause  the  teacher  to  lose  the  norm- 
al salary  increments  until  such 
unit  requirements  have  been  ful- 
filled. 

Teachers  who  have  reached  their 
fifty-seventh  birthday  are  exempt 
from  these  requirements. 

In-service  courses  satisfy  incre- 
ment requirements  in  the  SFUSD 
as  well  as  offer  educational  ex- 
periences. 

However,  non-college  in-service 
units  are  usable  as  credit  only 
within  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  and  are  not  trans- 
ferable to  other  school  districts. 
College  Credit  Program 

Teachers  seeking  to  satisfy  in- 
crement requirements,  or  the  fur- 
therance of  post-graduate  study, 
will  find  District's  system  of  course 
notification  advantageous. 

At  one  time  an  attempt  was 
made  in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin 
to  publish  a  comprehensive  list  of 
courses  offered  by  the  leading  Bay 
Area  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing. However,  these  lists  were  not 
always  complete  due  to  the  in- 
ability to  publish  all  courses  offer- 
ed. 

To  make  it  easier  for  the  indi- 
vidual teacher  in  each  school,  Dr. 
Steig's  office  has  sent  packets  of 
college  course  bulletins  to  the 
principals  of  each  school.  In  the 
packets  are  bulletins  from  The 
University  of  California  at  Berke- 
ley and  the  U.C.  Extension,  Univer- 
sity of  San  Francisco,  Stanford 
University,  San  Francisco  College 
for  Women,  and  San  Francisco 
State  College. 

Teachers  are  urged  to  contact 
school  principles  for  these  cata- 
logues.

The  California  Fair  Employment 
Practice  Commission  has  just  pub- 
lished a  16-page  booklet,  "Success 
Story,"  which  demonstrates  that 
members  of  ethnic  minorities  who 
acquire  the  necessary  education 
and  training  are  finding  desirable 
employment  opportunities  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

Illustrated  by  30  photographs  of 
Negroes,  Mexican  and  Asian  Amer- 
icans and  American  Indians,  all  on 
the  job  in  responsible  and  reward- 
ing positions,  the  two-color  booklet 
is  especially  addressed  to  minority 
youth.  It  emphasizes  that  every 
major  profession  and  vocation  is 
now  open  to  qualified  persons,  re- 
gardless of  race  or  ancestry,  and 
urges  the  young  reader  to  complete 
school  and  follow  through  in  train- 
ing for  the  job  of  his  choice. 

Among  the  careers  illustrated 
are:  patent  attorney,  teacher, 
pharmacist,  physician,  social  work- 
er, salesman,  electrical  engineer, 
tool  designer,  machinist,  account- 
ant, computer  specialist,  technical 
writer,  art  director,  broadcaster, 
secretary,  clerk-typist,  telephone 
operator,  and  business  machine  op- 
erator. 

Guidance  and  counseling  person- 
nel in  California  schools  are  in- 
vited to  make  use  of  this  publica- 
tion in  encouraging  higher  aspira- 
tions and  achievement  by  students.

Busses  to  take 
handicapped 

Small  school  buses  are  now  being 
used  to  transport  the  physically 
handicapped  children  and  mentally 
retarded  children  to  District  spe- 
cial schools  and  classes. 

The  small  buses,  being  furnished 
under  contract  with  the  M  &  M 
Charter  Bus  Lines,  are  replacing 
the  Yellow  Cab  service  furnished 
over  the  past  years. 

Drivers  for  the  company  have 
been  especially  trained  in  the  hand-; 
ling  of  handicapped  youngsters, 
and  in  addition  to  their  driving 
skill,  are  certified  by  the  California 
Highway  Patrol  as  "School  Bus 
Driver".  Each  driver  must  possess 
a  chauffeur's  license,  as  well  as  a 
school  bus  driver's  license,  and  also 
possess  a  first  aid  certificate. 

Approximately  45  buses  are  being 
used  to  transport  the  535  physical- 
ly handicapped  and  mentally  re- 
tarded children  to  the  public 
schools.  Approximately  150  men- 
tally retarded  children  are  trans- 
ported daily  to  the  Louise  Lom- 
bard School,  and  about  ISO  physi- 
cally handicapped  children  are 
transported  daily  to  the  Sunshine 
Orthopedic  School,  while  the  re- 
mainder are  transported  to  special 
classes  in  schools  within  the  school 
district.

Retraining  program 
underway  here 

The  Man-Power  Development 
and  Training  Act,  President  Ken- 
nedy's answer  to  automation,  is 
beginning  to  show  results  here  in 
San  Francisco. 

The  first  class  of  re-trained  men 
have  graduated  and  most  are  now 
employed. 

Heads  of  families  who  are  un- 
employed receive  $43  a  week  to 
attend  the  re-training  classes.  The 
re-training  classes  in  San  Fran- 
cisco are  being  handled  by  the 
Adult  Division  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco School  District,  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Edward  P.  Gold- 
man, Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

Students  are  referred  by  the 
California  Department  of  Employ- 
ment to  the  school  classes  when- 
ever a  need  for  workers  is  shown 
in  a  particular  area. 

The  Adult  Division  has  just  com- 
pleted the  training  of  a  class  of 
male  orderlies  for  hospital  employ- 
ment. Of  a  class  of  25  men,  15 
survived  and  are  now  working. 
The  courses  are  difficult  and  pro- 
duce trained  workers. 

The  second  class  with  a  budget 
of  $48,000  (all  expenses  are  paid 
by  the  United  States  Government 
except  space)  is  now  under  way 
for  100  people  being  re-trained  as 
small  business  clerical  workers. 

More  classes  will  be  established 
as  soon  as  the  need  for  workers  in 
an  area  is  established.

BOARD  ACTION 

At  the  September  4,  1962  meet- 
ing of  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Education,  the  Superintendent 
recommended  and  the  Board  ap- 
proved that  the  1962-63  General 
Fund  Budget  of  the  SFUSD  budget 
be  amended  to  provide  for  $250,000 
for  the  conduct  of  the  Manpower 
Development  and  Training  Pro- 
gram, and  that  the  district  should 
conduct  such  courses  as  may  be 
approved  and  financed  by  the  Act.

In  addition,  the  Board  approved 
the  request  of  the  Superintendent 
to  re-assign  19  full  time  regular 
teachers  in  selected  schools  to  imp- 
lement the  Compensatory  Educa- 
tion Program.  Fully-qualified  long- 
term  substitutes  will  take  their 
places.

K.  0.  Polio  drive 
starts  here  soon 

There  will  be  all-out  participa- 
tion of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  with  the  Health 
Department  in  the  forthcoming 
K.O.  Polio  program.  The  drive  is 
sponsored  by  the  medical  societies 
of  San  Francisco,  Marin,  San  Ma- 
teo, Contra  Costa,  Alameda,  and 
Santa  Clara  Counties. 

On  September  23,  November  4, 
and  December  9,  1962.  the  San 
Francisco  Medical  Society  will  co- 
sponsor  the  program  known  as 
K.O.  POLIO.  Through  this  pro- 
gram the  Society  hopes  to  stamp 
out  the  crippling  disease  known  as 
poliomyelitis  in  the  Bay  Area  re- 
gion. This  can  be  accomplished  if 
90  per  cent  of  all  people  living  in 
this  area  will  receive  the  Sabin 
Vaccine  on  the  above  days,  a  dif- 
ferent vaccine  being  dispensed 
each  day. 

On  July  6,  1962  Dr.  Richard  A. 
Koch,  Chairman,  School  Relations 
Committee,  met  with  Dr.  Harold 
Spears,  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
to  discuss  the  participation  of  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict in  this  program. 

First,  the  San  Francisco  Medical 
Society  established  the  locations  of 
61  immunization  centers  for  San 
Francisco,  47  of  which  are  public 
schools. 

In  order  to  defray  the  cost  of  the 
vaccine  the  Medical  Society  will 
accept  donations  from  the  recipi- 
ents, suggesting  twenty-five  cents 
as  a  suitable  amount. 

The  immunization  centers  are  to 
be  manned  by  volunteer  person- 
nel. The  Medical  Society  will  ob- 
tain the  services  of  a  doctor,  a 
pharmacist,  several  nurses,  a  po- 
liceman and  two  cashiers  for  each 
center.  The  school  department  has 
been  requested  to  obtain  the  serv- 
ices of  approximately  sixteen  vol- 
unteers per  shift  for  two  shifts  (10 
a.m.  to  3  p.m.,  and  3  p.m.  to  8 
p.m.).  The  principals  will  look  for 
their  personnel  from  their  teaching 
staff,  PTA  members  and  commun- 
ity neighbors. 

The  physician  and  the  principal 
of  the  school  are  to  act  as  co- 
chairmen  of  the  center.  The  physi- 
cian will  administer  the  dispensa- 
tion of  the  vaccine  and  the  princi- 
pal will  maintain  order  and  direc- 
tion, and  will  be  responsible  for 
the  physical  plant  requirements. 
Assignments  of  the  several  volun- 
teers will  be  made  by  the  co- 
chairmen.

College  course 
for  high  school 
students  starts 

The  first  meeting  of  a  college 
course  for  "gifted"  high  school 
students  was  held  on  Friday,  Sep- 
tember 8,  1962  at  Lincoln  High 
School. 

Thirty-one  students  from  Lin- 
coln, Washington,  Lowell  and  Poly 
I  began  a  City  College  course,  Psy- 
chology 1-A,  normally  taken  by 
high  freshmen  and  low  sopho- 
mores in  college. 

This  is  part  of  the  "Gifted 
Child"  program  now  in  progress 
throughout  the  SFUSD. 

Each  student  will  get  three  units 
of  college  credit. 

Dean  of  Instruction,  Lloyd  Luck- 
mann,  is  supervising  the  program 
from  the  City  College  end,  while 
Eugene  Roberts,  assistant  to  Dr. 
Joseph  Hill,  is  coordinating  the 
"Gifted  Program"  for  the  District. 

The  teacher  for  the  course  is 
Dr.  Ralph  T.  Granneberg,  a  regu- 
lar staff  member  at  City  College. 

Books  for  the  course  will  be 
furnished  by  the  SFUSD. 

Students  will  attend  class  from 
8-9  a.m.  on  Monday,  Wednesday, 
and  Friday.  In  addition,  they  re- 
ceived one  more  hour  to  return  to 
their  schools  or  study.  On  Tues- 
day and  Thursday  they  have  8-10 
a.m.  to  study.

Compensatory 
plan  starts 

On  August  7.  1962  the  Board  of 
Education,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Superintendent,  added  8100,- 
000  to  the  1962-63  School  Budget 
for  what  was  designated  as  the 
Superintendent's  Compensatory  Ed- 
ucation Program. 

This  program  is  to  be  in  addition 
to  the  Ford  Foundation  sponsored 
work  now  being  done  within  the 
San  Francisco  School  District  in 
the  School-Community  Improve- 
ment Program  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Isadore  Pivnick. 

The  principle  of  compensatory 
education  was  developed  in  his 
earlier  report  to  the  Board,  "The 
Proper  Recognition  of  a  Pupil's 
Racial  Background  in  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District." 

On  September  4.  1962  the  Su- 
perintendent presented  to  the 
Board  of  Education  a  plan  to  imp- 
lement the  Compensatory  Program 
immediately  by  assigning  19  teach- 
ers to  the  project. 

Dr.  Spears  indicated  that  he  and 
his  staff  felt  that  for  the  year 
1962-63  the  fund  should  be  used 
exclusively  for  teaching  services. 

In  each  case  the  19  teachers  as- 
signed to  the  project  will  be  re- 
placed with  a  long  term  substitute 
taken  from  the  teacher  lists.  They 
will  be  fully  trained  and  creden- 
tialed. 

Experienced  teachers  in  the  var- 
ious schools  designated  for  the 
1962-63  school  year,  will  give  spe- 
cial instruction  in  reading  and  the 
language  arts  to  pupils  needing 
this  compensatory  push.  In  addi- 
tion, as  these  children  are  drawn 
out  of  other  groups  for  this  spe- 
cial help,  the  regular  class  teacher 
will  receive  help  with  their  own 
classroom  programs. 

The  schools  to  receive  this  Com- 
pensatory Fund  help  first  are:

It  is  hoped  that  over 
90%  of  the  population  will  take 
the  three  drops  of  vaccine  (on  a 
lump  of  sugar)  on  three  Sunday 
dates  —  September  23,  November 
4,  and  December  9. 

The  drive  is  sponsored  by  the 
San  Francisco  Medical  Society  in 
conjunction  with  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District. 

Sixty-one  immunization  centers 
will  be  opened  for  San  Francisco, 
47  of  which  are  public  schools.

Soviet  School  System  Surveyed 


ABC  News  Special  Projects 
cameras  went  into  Russian  schools 
and  homes  to  film  "Meet  Comrade 
Student,"  the  premiere  program  of 
the  1962-63  "Bell  &  Howell  Close- 
Up!"  series.  The  program  will  be 
presented  by  the  ABC  Television 
Network  Friday,  Sept.  28  (7:30- 
8:30  p.m.,  EDT). 

"Meet  Comrade  Student"  is  a 
study  of  the  Soviet  primary,  sec- 
ondary and  trade  school  education 
systems.  The  documentary  also  ex- 
amines the  extra-curricular  pro- 
grams of  cultural  activities,  physi- 
cal fitness,  and  political  indoctrin- 
ation. 

The  one-hour  documentary  was 
filmed  in  Moscow  by  an  ABC  News 
team  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
Soviet  Radio-TV  Committee.  Al- 
though the  Russians  chose  the 
schools  and  homes  visited,  the  ABC 
News  crew  moved  about  the  city 
freely,  asked  the  questions  it  chose, 
and  was  not  censored. 

American  viewers  will  see  a  good 
deal  of  the  daily  curriculum  of  the 
average  Russian  student,  a  curric- 
ulum that  is  nationwide  —  with 
21%  of  the  Soviet  budget  allocated 
to  education.  They  will  see  the 
great  importance  placed  on  mathe- 
matics, the  sciences  and  technol- 
ogy. The  will  hear  children  in  their 
early  teens  speaking  almost  per- 
fect English  —  and  learning  Chi- 
nese. 

They  will  see  a  heavy  concentra- 
tion of  extra-curricular  activities 
on  the  arts  —  ballet,  classical 
music,  painting.  But  along  with 
cultural  development,  they  will  see 
a  rigid  training  to  obey.  And  in  the 
"Pioneer  Youth  Palaces"  they  will 
see  youngsters  being  inspired  to 
live  and  die  for  a  Communist  vision 
of  a  new  world  order. 


The  will  also  see  the  Soviet  pro- 
totype of  the  school  system  of  the 
future:  a  boarding  school,  with 
children  completely  separated  from 
their  parents  and  home  life  from 
Monday  morning  until  Saturday 
afternoon.  In  the  next  20  years, 
according  to  Soviet  educators,  all 
Soviet  children  will  attend  these 
State  boarding  schools. 

For  a  good  portion  of  the  hour, 
"Meet  Comrade  Student"  follows 
Aloysha  Garanine,  15,  and  his  13- 
year-old  brother,  Nikita,  to  school 
—  and  also  examines  their  home 
life  and  the  schooling  of  their  par- 
ents and  grandfather. 

Nikita,  a  sixth  grade  student, 
takes  no  examination  until  the 
eighth  grade.  The  result  of  that 
exam  will  decide  his  whole  future. 
If  he  fails,  he  will  have  to  go  to 
work,  or  to  a  trade  school. 

Alyosha  is  already  in  the  ninth 
grade.  But  if  he  is  to  enter  the 
university,  he  must  pass  yet  an- 
other exam,  and  only  15%  of  his 
class  will  make  it.  He  studies  —  in 
the  ninth  grade  —  algebra,  geom- 
etry, trigonometry,  physics,  chem- 
istry, literature,  English,  Western 
literature,  technical  drawing,  his- 
tory, geography  of  the  U.S.S.R. 
and,  as  Aloysha  tells  the  ABC 
News  cameras  in  English,  "many 
others." 

In  both  their  schools,  and  at 
trade  schools  visited  by  ABC  News, 
a  high  place  is  given  in  the  pro- 
gram to  physical  fitness,  manual 
labor  and  polytechnical  training. 
The  Russians,  short  of  blue-collar 
workers,  train  all  the  students  for 
jobs  in  factories.  Those  who  don't 
pass  the  exams  are,  therefore, 
ready  to  join  the  work  force  almost 
immediately. 


Curriculum  planning  in  the  area 
of  mathematics  is  being  carried  on 
at  the  Central  Office  this  year  by 
William  Chinn,  on  leave  from  Por- 
tola  Junior  High. 

Mr.  Chinn,  working  in  the  office 
of  the  Curriculum  Coordinator,  Dr. 
Joseph  Hill  is  concerned  with  four 
major  programs  for  the  school  year 
in  the  mathematics  field. 

Program  number  one  is  the  SM- 
SG  or  School  Math  Study  Group. 
This  project  is  a  development  of  a 
group  of  mathematics  teachers, 
with  headquarters  now  at  Stanford 
University,  to  teach  the  "Why"  as 
well  as  the  "How"  of  mathematics. 
The  text  was  written  by  teacher 
groups  and  is  now  being  used  in 
Grades  4  to  12  in  selected  schools 
in  San  Francisco.  The  principal  of 
each  school  decides  on  its  use. 

Program  number  two  concerns 
Programmed  Learning.  The  use  of 
teaching  text  books  (also  called 
automated  learning  or  self  instruc- 
tion) is  now  being  tried  in  two 
classes  at  A.  P.  Giannini  Junior 
High.  These  80  students  are  study- 
ing 9th  grade  Algebra  by  this 
means.  Plans  are  being  made  to 
have  an  experimental  unit  in  prob- 
ability at  Mission  High  School 
soon. 

Program  number  three  is  an  Ac- 
celerated Math  Program  in  which 
Geometry  is  offered  in  the  9th 
grade  at  Francisco  Junior  High  to 
about  40  students.  These  students 
compress  7th  and  8th  grade  math 
into  three  semesters,  then  take 
Algebra  as  H-8's  and  Geometry  I 
in  L-9.  They  are  thus  one  semester 
ahead  in  math. 

Program  number  four  deals  with 
the  High  School  —  College  co- 
ordinated project  in  Calculus  and 
other  modern  math  courses.  This 
project,  now  being  done  in  other 
areas,  probably  will  start  in  the 
spring  when  selected  12th  grade 
students  will  attend  San  Francisco 
State  College  and  City  College  to 
take  college  level  math.

Absences:  Sudden  illness  while 
at  school.  Notify  principal  immed- 
iately so  he  can  make  arrange- 
ments. 

Leave  of  Absence.  You  are  en- 
titled to: 

Three  consecutive  days  without 
loss  of  salary  in  the  case  of  death 
in  the  immediate  household; 

One  school  day's  absence  with- 
out loss  of  salary  in  the  case  of 
death  of  a  second  degree  relative ; 

Leaves  for  other  purposes  are 
governed  by  specific  rules.  These 
should  be  ascertained  before  seek- 
ing a  leave. 

Teachers  must  serve  75%  of  the 
school  year  to  qualify  for  their 
salary  increment  or  to  count  any 
year  toward  permanent  status.  All 
days  of  absence  except  earned  sick 
leave  are  deducted  in  determining 
whether  this  qualification  has  been 
met. 

Absence  for  illness  of  five  days 
duration  requires  a  doctor's  cer- 
tificate. Absence  over  30  days  re- 
quires examination  by  the  Board 
of  Education  physician  before  you 
may  return  to  work  (including  in- 
jury on  the  job). 

Requests  for  Transfer  must  be 
submitted  four  weeks  before  the 
close  of  the  school  term  if  transfer 
is  desired  for  the  ensuing  semester. 
Make  transfer  request  either  at 
school  or  at  Personnel  Office, 
Board  of  Education. 

Study  courses  for  salary  incre- 
ment purposes  must  be  approved 
in  advance.  Forms  for  this  purpose 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Salary 
Coordinator's  Office,  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation. 

Beginning  teachers  must  file 
transcript  of  record  within  120 
days  of  appointment  to  receive 
credit  in  the  current  year. 

Official  transcripts  of  work  un- 
dertaken for  increment  credit  must 
be  submitted  prior  to  June  30  and 
October  31.  DO  NOT  MISS  A 
DEADLINE! 

On  or  before  the  15th  day  of 
May  the  District  must  give  written 
notice  to  a  probationary  teacher 
if  his  services  will  not  be  required 
for  the  ensuing  year.

appeal  for  improved  physical  fit- 
ness    education     in     schools     and 
homes. 

Some  38  Bay  Area  school  dis- 
tricts and  500  students  participate 
in  the  programs  which  describe 
physical  fitness  activities  of  local 
schools  ranging  from  elementary 
to  college  level.  Many  new  ideas 
and  techniques  are  introduced  for 
use  in  the  school  and  at  home. 
Each  program  Offers  a  recommend- 
ed exercise  of  the  day. 

Basically,  the  series  will  show 
teachers  and  parents  what  can  be

Information  contained  in  last 
week's  bulletin  needs  to  be  clari- 
fied by  the  following  extracts  taken 
from  Board  Regulations  and  Per- 
sonnel Division  Bulletin  No.  48, 
dated  September  11,  1962. 
Leave  of  absence 

Certificated  employees  may  ab- 
sent themselves  for  three  consecu- 
tive school  days  without  loss  of 
salary  in  the  case  of  death  in  the 
immediate  family.  Immediate  fam- 
ily shall  include  husband,  wife, 
children,  parents,  or  any  person 
who  has  actually  served  in  the 
capacity  of  the  parent,  brothers 
and  sisters,  or  other  relative  living 
in  the  immediate  household  of  the 
employee. 

A  complete  school  year  for  salary 
increment  purposes  shall  be  at 
least  75  per  cent  of  the  required 
days  for  any  school  year  as  a  pro- 
bationary or  permanent  employee 
or  long-term  substitute  since  July 
1,  1952,  or  any  combination  there- 
of. Absence  for  any  cause  shall  be 
considered  for  salary  purposes  as 
time  not  served,  except  in  the  fol- 
lowing instances:  (a)  military 
leave,  (b)  exchange  teaching,  (c) 
sabbatical  leave  (except  those  who 
qualify  under  Section  7.12f),  (d) 
when  compensation  is  granted  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  Work- 
men's Compensation  Act,  (e)  ob- 
servance of  religious  holidays  (not 
to  exceed  two  days),  (f)  excused 
absence  to  answer  subpoena  when 
called  as  a  witness,  (g)  to  report 
to  Selective  Service  Board,  (h)  ab-

Absence  for  illness 

When  absent  because  of  illness, 
for  a  period  of  five  days  or  less, 
sick  leave  allowance  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  principal  at  the 
teacher's  request.  If  absence  con- 
tinues longer  than  five  days,  the 
request  must  be  supported  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  a  licensed 
physician  attesting  to  the  nature 
of  the  illness,  or  by  a  Christian 
Science  practitioner.  If  the  illness 
is  of  long  duration,  such  blanks 
must  be  submitted  each  month  of 
illness.  Sick  leave  without  pay  may 
be  granted  by  Board  action  when 
the  illness  continues  more  than 
five  months.  Leave  of  absence  for 
illness  may  be  granted  by  the 
Board  of  Education  for  not  more 
than  one  additional  year  if  so  rec- 
ommended by  the  Medical  Adviser 
to  the  Board. 
Transcripts 

An  official  transcript  of  record 
of  college  or  university  work  and 
an  official  record  of  in-service  work 
and  courses  in  specialized  schools 
shall  be  submitted  to  verify  com- 
pletion of  such  work.  All  such  rec- 
ords must  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  Co-ordinator  of  Salaries  in 
order  to  qualify  a  teacher  for  class- 
ification purposes  or  for  advance- 
ment to  a  higher  increment  block. 

Filing  of  such  official  transcript 
of  record  for  work  completed  be- 
fore September  1  of  any  year  may 
be  made  at  any  time  prior  to 
November  1  of  the  same  year  in 
order  to  qualify  a  teacher  for  class- 
ification purposes  or  for  advance- 
ment to  a  higher  increment  block 
for  the  current  school  year.  Filing 
of  such  official  transcript  prior  to 
July  1  will  qualify  the  teacher  for 
such  advancement  for  the  succeed- 
ing school  year.  Provided  further, 
that  the  provisions  of  this  para- 
graph shall  be  applicable  for  the 
school  year  1961-62  insofar  as  in- 
crement adjustment  is  concerned 
provided  that  the  transcript  was 
filed  prior  to  November  1,  1962, 
but  that  this  provision  does  not 
authorize  back  salary  adjustment.

In  recent  years  there  has  been 
an  ever-increasing  percentage  of 
Negro  children  in  the  public  schools 
of  San  Francisco.  This  increase  in 
the  student  enrollment  of  San 
Francisco  schools  began  during  the 
war-time  shift  in  population.  Dur- 
ing the  post-war  years,  for  various 
reasons  (self-improvement,  job  op- 
portunities, etc.),  there  has  been 
a  steady  increase  in  the  total  popu- 
lation of  Negro  families  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  uprooting  of  families,  the 
necessity  for  establishing  new 
homes,  and  the  providing  of  edu- 
cational opportunities  for  children 
presents  a  challenge  that  must  be 
met  by  parents  and  by  all  of  the 
agencies  of  city  government. 

In  order  that  the  teachers  of 
Pelton  Junior  High  School  and 
other  schools  serving  the  Hunters 
Point-Bayview  area  may  better 
understand  the  cultural  and  social 
factors  in  the  education  of  the 
Negro  child,  an  in-service  course 
has  been  established. 

The  course  will  be  moderated  by 
Dr.  Myron  Moskowitz,  Principal  of 
Pelton  Junior  High  School;  Miss 
Effie  Robinson,  Supervisor  of  Fam- 
ily Services,  will  serve  as  consult- 
ant to  the  course;  Mr.  Arnold 
Steinbach,  Curriculum  Assistant  at 
Pelton,  will  serve  as  recorder. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  course 
to  recognize  problems  that  are  oc- 
curring in  this  geographic  area  and 
to  determine  the  resources  that  are 
available  to  assist  the  teacher  and 
administrator  in  the  solution  of 
such  problems  in  community  schools 
such  as  Pelton.  Representatives  of 
various  public  and  private  social 
agencies  who  deal  directly  with 
these  problems  will  be  involved  in 


presentations.  They  will  serve  as 
resource  people  to  answer  ques- 
tions which  will  be  raised. 

This  course  will  consist  of  fifteen 
sessions  of  two  hours  each.  Two  or 
more  representatives  from  various 
agencies  will  participate  at  each 
meeting.  There  will  be  a  maximum 
enrollment  of  thirty-five  teachers. 
Each  session  is  to  cover  those 
factors  that  are  important  to  and 
descriptive  of  the  particular  agency 
or  organization  involved.  The  meet- 
ings are  not  designed  to  allow  in- 
discriminate discussion  of  the  pres- 
entation, but  each  participant  will 
be  encouraged  to  ask  questions  or 
to  make  remarks  which  will  clarify 
the  subject  being  presented. 

The  enrollment  will  be  limited 
to  35  teachers.  One  place  will  be 
reserved  for  each  of  the  following 
schools:  Balboa,  Mission,  Woodrow 
Wilson,  James  Denman,  Portola, 
Burbank,  Benjamin  Franklin,  Bur- 
nett, Fremont,  Hunters  Point,  Jed- 
ediah Smith,  and  Sir  Francis 
Drake.  The  additional  23  will  be 
from  the  Pelton  Junior  High 
School  with  priority  as  follows: 
first  to  the  counselors,  second  to 
the  department  heads  and  third, 
faculty  on  the  first  come  basis. 

Mr.  James  Dierke,  Assistant  Su- 
perintendent, Junior  High  Schools, 
Dr.  Seaton  Manning,  Professor  of 
Social  Welfare,  San  Francisco 
State  College,  and  Mr.  Robert 
Marcus,  Principal  of  Benjamin 
Franklin  Junior  High  School  have 
been  advisors  and  consultants  in 
this  project.

Curriculum  work  in  social  studies 


Curriculum  work  in  the  Social 
Studies  field  is  being  done  by  Earl 
Minkwitz,  on  leave  from  George 
Washington  High  School. 

Dr.  Joseph  Hill,  Curriculum  Co- 
ordinator, and  Mr.  Minkwitz  have 
started  work  on  four  major  con- 
cerns expressed  by  Social  Studies 
and  Counseling  Departments.  In 
addition,  Mr.  Minkwitz  will  coop- 
erate with  the  San  Francisco 
Council  of  Social  Studies  Teachers 
who,  along  with  the  World  Affairs 
Council  and  the  Northern  Califor- 
nia Council  on  Economic  Educa- 
tion, are  co-sponsoring  the  two 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict in-service  courses:  "World 
Affairs",  and  "The  American  Econ- 
omy". 

The  most  urgent  of  the  four 
major  concerns  is  the  necessity  to 
plan  for  the  best  methods  of  effect- 
ing changes  in  the  Social  Studies 
curriculum  required  by  the  State 
Legislature.  Information  on  the 
placement  of  U.  S.  History  and 
Civics  in  the  Senior  High  Schools 
will  be  distributed  this  week. 

Three  of  the  other  expressed 
concerns  are  content  areas  which 
are   part   of   the   total   secondary 


level  Social  Studies  curriculum  but 
will  be  especially  applicable  to  the 
new  course  of  study  needed  for  the 
additional  semester  of  Senior  Civ- 
ics to  be  given  in  the  Senior  High 
schools.  Although  the  total  course 
of  study  will  be  the  major  concen- 
tration of  work,  the  special  prob- 
lem areas  of  Communism,  Inter- 
racial relationships,  and  Econom- 
ics, will  be  given  high  priority. 

All  three  of  the  special  problem 
areas  will  require  committe  study 
and  work.  Mr.  Minkwitz  hopes 
teachers  in  both  the  Senior  and 
Junior  High  School  divisions  will 
inform  their  department  chairmen 
if  they  are  interested  in  working 
on  committees  for  these  problem 
areas.

Spanish  course 
to  go  national 

The  high  school  Spanish  course 
developed  in  the  San  Francisco 
school  system  during  recent  years 
will  be  published  for  national  use 
this  fall  by  the  firm  of  D.  C.  Heath 
and  Company  in  Boston. 

The  course  is  based  on  the  audio- 
lingual  method  used  at  the  Army 
Language  School  in  Monterery  and 
supplemented  by  modern  linguistic 
research.  Essentially  this  puts 
speaking  and  hearing  the  language 
first,  before  reading  and  writing  it. 

Klaus  A.  Mueller,  then  director 
of  Romance  and  Germanic  lan- 
guages at  the  Army  school,  was 
retained  by  the  San  Francisco 
schools  in  1957,  and  began  develop- 
ment of  the  course.  He  is  now 
directing  language  instruction  for 
the  Associated  Colleges  of  the  Mid- 
west. 

Abraham  Lincoln  High  School 
Spanish  teacher  Davis  Woodward 
is  one  of  Mueller's  co-authors.  He 
is  currently  the  school  system's 
course  developer  for  the  modern 
foreign  language  project. 

Other  co-authors  are  Luis  Var- 
gas and  Robert  B.  Franco  of  the 
Monterey  school. 

The  course,  of  which  the  first 
part  was  ready  for  September 
use,  includes  "picture  scenarios"  in 
books  and  wall  charts  to  assist  in 
development  of  student  vocabu- 
lary, tapes  for  use  in  school  lan- 
guage laboratories  and  phonograph 
records  for  home  use,  and  text- 
books and  reading  materials.

Conference  chairman,  Mr.  Elmer 
Gallegos,  has  announced  five  goals 
of  the  Youth  Incentive  Conference : 

To  encourage  our  youth  in  tak- 
ing advantage  of  the  training,  em- 
ployment, and  educational  oppor- 
tunities available  to  them. 

To  help  Spanish-speaking  par- 
ents to  become  more  aware  of 
their  responsibilities  in  the  com- 
munity. 

To  improve  communication  and 
understanding  among  parents, 
youth,  and  teachers. 

To  attempt  a  diagnosis  of  the 
needs  of  the  Spanish-speaking  com- 
munity by  learning  what  problems 
the  adults  and  youth  are  really 
concerned  about. 

To  interest  the  community  in 
providing  incentives  for  the  Span- 
ish-speaking youth  to  remain  in 
school  and  to  encourage  them  to 
higher  goals. 

The  organization  hopes  to  un- 
cover potential  among  the  Span- 
ish-speaking youth  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  to  help  them  to  develop 
that  potential  for  responsible  adult 
living.  They  hope  to  stimulate  in- 
centives for  these  youths  and  to 
make  them  and  their  parents  more 
aware  of  what  is  available  for  the 
youth  of  our  community. 
Speaker 

The  key-note  speaker,  Mr. 
Dwight  R.  Zoek,  Corporate  Direc- 
tor of  North  American  Aviation, 
and  the  panelists  will  consider  the 
Spanish-speaking  youth  in  the 
community,  how  he  can  be  helped 
and  how  he  can  help  himself.  The 
emphasis  will  be  upon  stimulating 
incentives  and  motivation  within 
the  youths  themselves. 

In  attendance  will  be  students 
from  parochial  and  public  junior 
and  senior  high  schools,  as  well  as 
two  students  from  City  College 
and  from  San  Francisco  State  Col- 
lege, leaders  from  the  community, 
members  of  religious  and  of  inter- 
ested agencies,  parents  and  mem- 
bers of  CSO  chapters. 


The  Junior  Volunteer  Program 
for  the  summer  of  1962  was  the 
most  successful  in  the  ten  years  of 
the  Volunteer  Bureau's  work,  ac- 
cording to  Mrs.  Hilda  Penn,  Direc- 
tor. 

The  Volunteer  Bureau  of  San 
Francisco,  located  in  room  214, 
750  Eddy  —  Benjamin  Franklin 
Adult  School,  is  supported  in  its 
operation  by  the  United  Crusade 
Drive  and  the  Adult  Education 
Division  of  the  SFUSD.  The  School- 
Community  Improvement  Program 
(SCIP)  also  works  closely  with  the 
Volunteer  Bureau. 

The  Volunteer  Bureau  tries  to 
accomplish  two  main  aims:  To  get 
the  young  people  (14  to  17  years 
of  age)  to  give  of  themselves  for 
the  benefit  of  the  community  and 
to  provide  a  possible  opportunity 
for  the  students  to  gain  vocational 
insight  by  working  on  the  job. 

During  the  summer  of  1962,  the 
tenth  year  of  the  operation  of  the 
teen-age  program,  the  Bureau  in- 
terviewed 225  teen-agers.  This  fig- 
ure does  not  include  those  who 
went  directly  to  agencies  as  a  re- 
sult of  Volunteer  Bureau  publicity, 
friends  they  took  with  them,  those 
who  returned  to  agencies  where 
they  had  served  previously  or  the 
year-round  volunteer.  They  were 
sent  to  51  different  agencies,  the 


largest  number  of  agencies  to 
which  the  Bureau  referred  junior 
volunteers  during  any  summer. 

The  program  was  promoted  by 
excellent  newspaper  publicity,  ra- 
dio and  television  spot  announce- 
ments prepared  by  the  United  Cru- 
sade, TV  interviews  arranged  by 
the  San  Farncisco  Youth  Associa- 
tion and  also  by  Junior  Volunteer 
Week.  This  event,  new  this  year, 
was  sponsored  by  the  Volunteer 
Bureau  and  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District.  Between 
May  21  and  26  teachers  distributed 
fact  sheets  which  the  Bureau  pre- 
pared and  encouraged  students  to 
contact  the  Bureau. 

Hand-addressing  for  the  Opera 
Guild,  celebrating  its  40th  year  of 
operation,  was  one  of  the  new  jobs 
for  those  from  14  to  17  years  of 
age.  Here  17  volunteers  served  in 
groups  of  five  at  a  time  and  com- 
pleted stamping,  sealing  and  ad- 
dressing 4,000  invitations  within  a 
few  days.  Thirty-five  juniors  from 
the  Bureau  and  their  friends  served 
at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital, 
where  previously  the  program  had 
been  limited  to  a  small  number. 
Many  served  in  August  at  the 
United  Crusade  and  helped  in 
preparation  for  the  fall  campaign. 

This  year  the  majority  of  appli- 
cants were  14,  15  and  16  years  of 
age.

Approximately  85  John  Hay  Fel- 
lowships will  be  awarded  to  public 
senior  high  school  teachers  in  1963- 
64.  These  Fellowships  enable  teach- 
ers to  study  for  a  year  in  the  hu- 
manities at  one  of  the  following 
universities:  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia at  Berkeley,  the  University 
of  Chicago,  Columbia  University, 
Harvard  University,  Northwestern 
University,  and  Yale  University.

Be  a  permanent 
instructor  whose  major  responsi- 
bility is  his  classroom  teaching  and 
who  regularly  spends  at  least  half 
his  assigned  school  time  in  actual 
classroom  instruction. 

In  addition,  a  candidate  must 
have  demonstrated  the  personal 
and  professional  qualifications 
which  will  enable  him  to  profit 
from  the  year  of  study  and  to  stim- 
ulate his  colleagues  and  students 
upon  his  return  to  teaching.

Navajo  Indian  demonstrations  here 


Navajo  Indian  rugs  and  silver 
jewelry  direct  from  the  reserva- 
tion in  northern  New  Mexico  and 
Arizona  are  now  on  display  at  the 
M.  H.  De  Young  Memorial  Mu- 
seum. The  exhibition  is  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Navajo  Arts  and 
Crafts  Guild,  a  tribal  enterprise 
organized  in  1941  with  headquar- 
ters in  Window  Rock,  Arizona.  The 
display  will  continue  through  Octo- 
ber 28.  There  is  no  charge. 

A  special  feature  of  the  exhi- 
tion  is  the  series  of  craft  demon- 
strations (every  day  10-12  a.m.  and 
2-5  p.m.  except  Monday).  Navajos 
from  the  reservation  will  be  on 
hand  in  the  museum  gallery  to  give 
art-in-action  demonstrations  of 
both  weaving  and  silversmithing. 

During  the  20th  Century  many 
regional  styles  have  developed  in 
Navajo  weaving  and  the  exhibition 
contains  characteristic  examples 
from  all  parts  of  the  reservation 
including  Chinle  and  Two  Grey 
Hills.  Navajo  Guild  silversmiths 
are  represented  by  a  choice  selec- 
tion of  ■  jewelry  including  squash 
blossom    necklaces,    concha    belt, 


bracelets,  buckles  and  rings  set  in 
turquoise  or  in  plain  silver,  and 
also  some  flatware. 

The  Navajos,  now  numbering 
about  90,000  represent  the  largest 
Indian  tribe  in  the  United  States. 
Weaving  as  an  art  dates  from  the 
beginning  of  the  18th  century, 
when  after  acquiring  sheep  from 
the  early  Spanish  colonists,  the 
Navajos  learned  its  fine  points 
from  the  neighboring  Pueblo  In- 
dians. Though  weaving  had  been  a 
craft  of  the  men  among  the  Pueb- 
los, the  Navajos,  in  taking  it  over, 
left  the  new  activity  in  the  hands 
of  the  women.  Sometime  after  1890 
when  white  men  began  to  trade  for 
the  products  of  the  loom,  blanket 
weaving  was  replaced  by  that  of 
rug  weaving  to  meet  the  new 
demands  though  the  Navajos  have 
for  their  own  use  continued  to 
produce  saddle  blankets. 

The  exhibition  contains  many 
fine  examples  of  the  two  basic 
techniques  employed  by  the  Nava- 
jos in  making  jewelry  —  wrought 
and  cast  work. 


testing 
mmmm  starts 
here  today 

Implementation  of  the  State 
Testing  Program  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  begins 
today,  October  15,  and  will  con- 
tinue through  November  15. 

State  Testing  Program 

As  enacted  by  the  California 
Legislature  in  its  1961  Session  and 
as  elaborated  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education  in  January,  1962,  the 
State  Testing  Program  becomes 
effective  with  the  1962-63  school 
year.  Its  major  provisions  include 
the  following  elements: 

Annually,  all  pupils  in  grades  5, 
8,  and  11  are  to  be  given  standard- 
ized tests  of  intelligence,  reading, 
arithmetic,  language,  and  spelling, 
during  the  period,  October  15  - 
November  15. 

Beginning  in  1963-64  the  intelli- 
gence data  may,  if  the  district  so 
elects,  originate  with  tests  admin- 
istered at  the  next  lower  grade 
level. 

Local  district  choice  of  tests  to 
be  used  must  be  made  from  a  list 
adopted  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education. 

Reports  of  the  results  of  these 
tests  must  be  made  to  the  State 
Department  of  Education  and  to 
the  local  Board  of  Education. 

The  State  Department  of  Edu- 
cation will  develop  State  norms  for 
each  test  used. 

No  additional  State  funds  are  ap- 
propriated to  finance  this  program. 

Local  Program 

The  standardized  testing  pro- 
gram in  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  has  been  developed 
in  recent  years  by  committees  of 
teachers,  counselors,  and  adminis- 
trators to  meet  their  needs  in 
evaluating  the  curriculum,  in  guid- 
ing pupil  learning,  and  in  identify- 
ing special  talents  and  deficiencies. 

There  are  two  important  aspects 
of  the  local  and  State  programs 
which  are  in  part  similar,  the 
grades  to  be  tested  and  the  areas 
to  be  tested. 

The  program  in  San  Francisco 
has  involved  two  of  the  grades  re- 
quired in  the  State  Testing  Pro- 
gram, namely,  grades  5  and  8. 

Intelligence,  reading,  and  arith- 
metic have  been  measured  in  the 
local  program,  and  by  means  of 
tests  which  are  on  the  list  adopted 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
namely,  the  California  Short-Form

Western  addition  study  centers  in  operation 


The  Western  Addition  Study 
Center  Program  started  last  year 
is  continuing  on  an  expanded  basis 
this  fall. 

Early  in  1961  it  became  evident 
that  many  of  the  students  in  the 
Western  Addition  lacked  the  phys- 
ical environment  for  the  develop- 
ment of  good  study  skills.  It  was 
felt  that  more  than  a  study  hall 
was  needed  and  the  concept  of  a 


study  center  was  not  only  a  place 
to  study,  but  was  a  place  to  get 
individual  help  in  academic  areas, 
a  place  to  improve  reading,  explore 
vocations,  and  most  important,  it 
was  another  place  where  people 
cared. 

The  study  center  was  received 
with  considerable  enthusiasm  and 
two  group  work  agencies  immedi- 
ately offered  their  facilities.  With-

in  a  short  period  of  time  another 
group  work  agency  and  two 
churches  offered  their  help.  By 
early  spring  contact  was  made  with 
San  Francisco  State  College  to 
obtain  volunteers  from  the  Educa- 
tion Division  teacher-training  pro- 
gram. Approval  was  given  by  the 
chairman  of  the  Education  Division 
of  the  College  and  volunteers  came 
to  the  centers  in  October.  Volun- 
teers were  also  obtained  from  local 
churches  and  additional  volunteers 
were  obtained  later  from  San 
Francisco  State  College. 

This  cooperative  venture  between 
San  Francisco  State  College, 
churches,  group  work  agencies,  the 
Western  Addition  District  Council, 
and  the  School  Department  has 
proven  successful.  Each  agency  as- 
sisted in  obtaining  volunteers  and 
publicizing  the  centers.  The  Dis- 
trict Council  received  a  grant 
($1,000.00)  from  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Foundation  for  reference 
books  and  a  pocket  book  library. 
The  School-Community  Counselor 
surveyed  teachers  and  librarians  to 
find  out  which  reference  materials 
were  most  useful  and  then  ordered 
and  delivered  them  to  the  centers. 
Money  saved  from  discounts  was 
spent  on  pocket  books. 

Study  Center  program  are  now 
located  at  the  American  First 
Baptist  Church,  Booker  T.  Wash- 
ington Community  Center,  Bu- 
chanan Y.M.C.A.,  Howard  Presby- 
terian Church,  and  the  1830  Y.W.- 
C.A. 
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Special  classes 
at  elementary 
level  start 

On  August  7,  1962  the  Board  of 
Education,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Superintendent,  added  $100,- 
000  to  the  1962-63  School  Budget 
for  what  was  designated  as  the 
Superintendent's  Compensatory  Ed- 
ucation Program. 

This  program  is  to  be  in  addition 
to  the  Ford  Foundation  sponsored 
work  now  being  done  within  the 
San  Francisco  School  District  in 
the  School-Community  Improve- 
ment under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Isadore  Pivnick. 

The  principle  of  compensatory 
education  was  developed  in  Dr. 
Spears'  earlier  report  to  the  Board, 
"The  Proper  Recognition  of  a  Pu- 
pil's Racial  Background  in  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District." 

On  September  4,  1962  the  Super- 
intendent presented  to  the  Board 
of  Education  a  plan  to  implement 
the  Compensatory  Program  im- 
mediately by  assigning  19  teachers 
to  the  project. 

All  three  divisions  are  now  in 
progress  with  their  Compensatory 
Education  programs  with  two  high 
school  and  six  junior  high  teachers 
at  work.  This  part  of  the  program 
will  be  covered  at  a  later  date. 

The  eleven  elementary  teachers 
are:  William  E.  Dovesmith,  Jede- 
diah  Smith;  Jane  S.  GrifHs,  Bur- 
nett; Gertrude  E.  Louch,  Emer- 
son; Juanita  M.  Smith,  Sir  Francis 
Drake;  Mayme  Chinn,  Hunters 
Point  I,  II;  Clarene  F.  Broad,  Bay-

view;  Kazuo  Maruoka,  Pacific 
Heights;  Ingrid  Kukula,  John 
Muir;  M.  Elaine  Edler,  Sheridan; 
Julita  T.  McLeod,  Bret  Harte;  and 
Marvin  C.  Gentz,  Bessie  Carmich- 
ael-Lincoln. 

Each  teacher,  at  the  present 
time,  has  from  10  to  15  students 
for  about  50  minutes.  He  or  she 
works  with  five  groups  a  day.  The 
major  effort  is  directed  toward 
strengthening  reading  skills  and 
building  a  better  language  back- 
ground, both  oral  and  written. 

Other  steps  planned  by  the  ele- 
mentary staff  for  the  eleven  teach- 
ers in  particular,  and  also  for  the 
other  teachers  in  the  schools  in- 
volved, include  conferences,  plan- 
ning sessions  to  show  use  of  ma- 


terials and  demonstrations.  The 
first  demonstration  was  given  on 
October  9  to  show  the  Multiple 
Media  Approach  to  Reading.  An- 
other meeting  is  scheduled  for  Oc- 
tober 18  with  the  School-Commun- 
ity Improvement  Program  person- 
nel to  get  the  benefit  of  their  ex- 
periences. 

The  eleven  teachers  will  work 
also  with  their  own  faculties  to 
pass  on  information  secured. 

Equipment  to  be  used  will  in- 
clude tape  recorders,  tapes,  indi- 
vidual previewers,  slide  projectors, 
film  strips  and  listening  corners. 

As  children  participating  reach 
grade  level  achievement,  other 
children  will  take  their  places  in 
this  program.

Test  of  Mental  Maturity  and  the 
California  Achievement  Test. 
Differences 

Among  the  more  significant  dif- 
ferences between  the  two  programs 
of  standardized  testing  are  the  fol- 
lowing items: 

The  program  in  San  Francisco 
has  been  more  extensive  extensive 
than  the  State  requirement. 

The  previous  local  program  at 
the  secondary  level  incorporates 
some  measure  of  flexibility  which 
is  not  permissible  in  the  State  Pro- 
gram. In  San  Francisco,  in  recog- 
nition of  the  diversity  of  student 
populations,  junior  high  schools 
have  been  free  to  elect  the  most 
appropriate  levels  of  the  tests  for 
their  needs  and  senior  high  schools 
have  had  a  choice  among :  testing 
instruments.  In  addition,  certain 
high  schools  have  extended  their 
testing  to  language,  science,  and 
social  studies. 

For  the  senior  high  school  divi- 
sion the  State  program  is  placed 
at  grade  11  rather  than  at  grade 
10.

Curriculum  plans  for  languages 


During  the  year  a  program  for 
articulation  between  the  element- 
ary, junior  high,  and  senior  high 
school  foreign  language  programs 
will  be  formulated.  This  semester 
foreign  language  laboratories, 
either  fixed  or  portable,  have  been 
provided  for  all  punior  and  senior 
high  schools. 

Instructional  materials  for  teach- 
ing Spanish  utilizing  an  audio- 
lingual  method  have  been  purchas- 
ed in  the  district  for  secondary 
schools.  Material  for  use  in  the 
same  type  of  instruction  is  being 
used  in  several  experimental  class- 
es in  the  junior  and  senior  high 
schools.  These  instructional  mater- 
ials in  French  and  German  are 
being  evaluated  through  actual  use 
prior  to  adoption  by  the  district. 

At  the  elementary  levels,  classes 
in  French  are  using  the  audio- 
lingual  method  in  conjunction  with 
the  TV  program  Partons  Francais. 

A  TV  program  from  KQED  for 
in-service  training  of  Spanish 
teachers  is  being  evaluated  by  a 
committee  of  elementary  teachers 
with  consideration  for  its  future 
use  in  teacher  education. 

As  the  plan  for  expanding  the 


audio-lingual  program  in  foreign 
language  progresses,  instruments 
for  evaluation  and  placement  will 
be  purchased  and  developed.

Summer  youth  placement  program  gains  22%  over  1961 


The  Youth  and  Student  Office  of 
the  California  State  Employment 
Service  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Anne  Valdez  has  announced  that 
the  'Youth  Wants  to  Work"  pro- 
ject has  completed  its  twelfth  and 
best  summer  of  job  placement  in 
San  Francisco. 

Success  of  the  community  spon- 
sored job  placement  service  is  at- 
tributed to  the  coordinated  efforts 
of  youth  services  in  San  Francisco, 
to  enthsiastic  support  by  employers 
and  to  the  establishment  of  a  sep- 
arate Youth  and  Student  Office 
within  the  state  employment  serv- 
ice. 

Twenty-four  organizations  help 
to  sponsor  the  efforts  of  the  Youth 
and  Student  Office.  Among  them  is 
the  "Jobs  for  Youth",  the  San 
Francisco  Committee  on  Youth. 
Dr.  Harold  Spears,  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  is  the  chairman  of  this 
group. 

Once  again,  television,  radio  and 
newspaper  cooperation  was  out- 
standing in  quantity  and  quality. 
As  a  kick-off  for  the  summer  job 
project,  KGO-TV  once  again  host- 
ed a  luncheon  attended  by  24  Bay 
Area  mayors  and  city  managers; 
the  Director  and  youth  supervisors 
of  the  California  State  Employ- 
ment Service;  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools;  and  youth  leaders,  as 
well  as  youths  themselves.  The 
mayors  proclaimed  June  1-16  as 
"Summer  Jobs  for  Students"  week. 
Throughout  the  summer,  KGO-TV 


showed  a  ten-minute  film,  several 
editorials  and  twenty-five  spot  an- 
nouncements related  to  the  appeal 
for  jobs.  In  addition,  the  station 
presented  two  hour-long  broad- 
casts pointing  up  the  need  for 
vacation  job  openings  and  the  im- 
portance of  encouraging  young 
people  to  finish  high  school. 

Appearing  on  these  programs, 
along  with  youthful  spokesmen 
from  high  school  and  college,  and 
Bay  Area  leaders  of  youth,  were 
Irving  Perluss,  Director,  California 
Department  of  Employment;  and 
Herbert  Salinger,  Special  Assistant 
to  the  Secretary  of  Labor.  KPIX, 
KRON,  and  KTVU,  as  well  as  all 
radio  stations,  gave  generously  in 
staff  and  air  time.  Newspapers 
carried  fifty-two  feature  articles, 
eleven  pictures,  four  editorials,  and 
seventy-four  "job  wanted"  ads. 
200,000  youth  employment  bro- 
chures were  mailed  to  prospective 
employers. 

Youth  posters  were  displayed  by 
stores  and  markets.  PTA's  and 
neighborhood  centers  distributed 
brochures.  Window  displays  at  the 
Down-Town  Emporium  and  the 
S.  F.  Examiner  featured  youth  em- 
ployment. Business  associations 
published  articles  on  the  need  for 
summer  jobs.  Trade  papers  dis- 
cussed the  availability  of  student 
help.  The  S.  F.  Water  Department 
enclosed  160,000  brochures  with 
June  and  July  water  bills.  Students 
spoke  to  community  business  and 


agency  leaders  at  a  meeting  called 
by  the  S.  F.  Youth  Association, 
and  at  meetings  of  employer  asso- 
ciations. 

Special  mention  should  be  made 
of  the  contribution  of  the  City  of 
San  Francisco  in  providing  167 
jobs  for  students  under  18  on  the 
Workreation  project  run  by  the 
S.  F.  Recreation  and  Park  Depart- 
ment. This  represented  an  increase 
of  42  jobs  over  1961.  Openings  are 
distributed  according  to  school  pop- 
ulation, and  students  are  selected 
by  school  counselors  in  accordance 
with  financial  need  and  ability  to 
perform  in  jobs  as  gardeners,  la- 
borers, recreation  aides,  lifesavers, 
swimming  instructors,  and  office 
assistants.  Those  selected  by  the 
schools  are  screened  by  the  Recre- 
ation Department's  Selection  Com- 
mittee at  the  California  State  Em- 
ployment Service.  Also  the  SFUSD 
hired  42  students  to  help  in  the 
Bureau  of  Research. 

During  the  ten-week  period,  5340 
students  registered  for  summer 
jobs.  Because  there  was  an  addi- 
tional summer  high  school  in  San 
Francisco,  registration  of  appli- 
cants under  18  dropped. 

2258  students  were  placed  on 
summer  jobs.  This  is  an  increase 
of  22%  over  1961.  Despite  a  tight 
job  market  for  entry  workers,  co- 
ordinated effort  of  the  community 
resulted  in  increased  job  placement 
over  1961. 
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Physical  education  starts  early 


With  the  stress  on  physical  fit- 
ness for  American  Youth  being 
pushed  at  every  opportunity  on 
radio  and  television  and  by  direct 
urging  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  the  staff  of  the 
Physical  Education  Division  of  the 
SFUSD  is  working  with  teachers 
to  establish  a  "level  of  expectancy" 
for  each  youngster  in  the  San 
Francisco  Schools. 

This  expectancy  level  of  physical 
fitness  has  been  carefully  planned 
in  a  series  of  guides  for  the  teach- 
ing of  physical  education  starting 
with  kindergarten  and  going 
through  the  junior  college  level. 

Physical  education  in  the  Ele- 
mentary Schools  is  assuming  a 
greater  importance  than  ever  be- 
fore because  of  the  present  nation- 
al physical  fitness  drive. 

Miss  Tennesse  Kent,  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Elementary 
Schools  says,  "We  wish  to  empha- 
size the  value  of  identifying  the 
poorly  coordinated  youngster  in 
the  elementary  years  and,  there- 
fore,  we   urge   teachers   to   check 


each  child's  progress  in  the  skills 
and  activities  as  outlined  in  the 
physical  education  guides". 

Beginning  in  the  kindergarten 
and  proceeding  through  the  sixth 
grade  each  child  receives  a  coord- 
inated program  of  physical  educa- 
tion which  includes:  (1)  Achieve- 
ment in  basic  skills  such  as  the 
correct  mechanics  of  throwing  and 
catching  an  object,  hopping,  run- 
ning and  jumping.  These  and  other 
skills  become  more  sophisticated 
at  each  grade  level.  (2)  Use  of 
group  and  team  games.  (3)  De- 
velopment of  rhythmic  skills.  (4) 
Performance  of  stunts  starting 
with  the  simple  "Elephant  Walk" 
to  a  rather  difficult  "Balance 
Bend"  in  the  sixth  grade,  and  (5) 
Strong  emphasis  on  posture  train- 
ing in  the  classroom  and  in  exer- 
cise work. 

The  keeping  of  records  to  show 
the  level  of  fitness  of  each  child 
permits  the  teacher  to  identify  the 
child  who  needs  special  attention, 
and  also  gives  each  child  a  "goal" 
to  meet  or  even  surpass  with  en- 
couragement. 


Balboa  High

One  of  the  last  acts  of  the  87th

Humphrey's  resolution  to  create 
National  School  Lunch  Week  com- 
mencing the  second  Sunday  of  Oc- 
tober of  each  year.

Rules  set  for  medical  plan  transfers 


Mr.  Lyle  J.  O'Connell,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Health  Service 
System,  reminds  all  SFUSD  per- 
sonnel that  transfers  between  med- 
ical plans  may  be  made  only  in 
November  and  May. 

Attention  is  directed  to  "Section 
14  Transfers"  of  the  Health  Serv- 
ice System  Rules  and  Regulations 
quoted  below. 

Members  may  transfer  from  one 
plan  of  the  System  to  another,  sub- 
ject to  the  following:  (a)  Members 
must  have  completed  at  least  six 
(6)  months  continuous  member- 
ship in  a  plan  before  applying  for 
transfer  to  another  plan;  (b)  Ap- 
plication must  be  made  in  months 
of  May  or  November;  (c)  Applica- 
tion for  all  eligible  dependents 
must  be  simultaneous  with  mem- 
ber's application  if  dependents  are 
to  be  covered;   *(d)  Member  and 


each  eligible  dependent  is  subject 
to  "evidence  of  insurability"  satis- 
factory to  the  plan  into  which  the 
transfer  is  sought;  *(e)  If  "evi- 
dence of  insurability"  is  satisfac- 
tory, coverage  becomes  effective 
July  1st  if  applied  for  in  May  and 
January  1st  if  application  is  made 
in  November;  (f)  Failure  of  a 
member  to  comply  with  all  the 
rules  and  requirements  during  the 
transfer  period  voids  such  trans- 
fer. 

*Evidence  of  insurability  of  mem- 
bers and  their  eligible  dependents 
transferring  to  Plan  I  will  mean 
the  completing  of  a  health  ques- 
tionnaire for  the  member  and  for 
each  dependent. 

The  Medical  Advisor  reserves  the 
right  to  require  a  physical  exam- 
ination if  necessary  to  decide  in- 
surability. 


Full  nursery 
education 
conference  here 

The  California  Association  For 
Nursery  Education  will  hold  its:

New  foreign  posts 
open  to  teachers 

FOREIGN  POSTS  will  be  open 
for  United  States  citizens  in  Army- 
operated  schools  for  American  chil- 
dren in  Korea,  Japan,  Okinawa, 
Germany  and  France  for  the  1963- 
64  school  year.  The  greatest  num- 
ber of  vacancies  will  be  for  elemen- 
tary teachers  experienced  in  the 
primary  grades.  High  school  teach- 
ers who  qualify  in  two  major  fields 
will  be  needed  also.  School  librar- 
ians, teachers  of  remedial  reading 
in  elementary  grades,  romance  lan- 
guages in  high  school,  guidance 
counselors  and  dormitory  super- 
visors will  be  required.  A  limited 
number  of  administrative  openings 
are  expected. 

QUALIFICATIONS  include  a 
bachelor's  degree,  teacher  training 
and  two  years  of  teaching  experi- 
ence. 

SALARY  for  the  instructional 
staff  is  $4435  for  the  school  year 
with  additional  increments  for  ad- 
vanced academic  preparation.

"The  Headache  Ball,"  a  study  of 
the  efforts  to  revive  America's 
dying  cities  through  urban  renewal 
programs,  and  the  effects  this  has 
on  families  and  individuals,  will  be 
seen  on  "Bell  &  Howell  Close-up!"

Alert  system  for  schools  reviewed 


Superintendent  of  Schools,  Dr. 
Harold  Spears,  has  requested  all 
administrative  personnel  of  each 
school  to  review  and  bring  up  to 
date  the  Civil  Defense  plan  for 
their  school  and  to  once  again 
communicate  with  the  parents  as 
to  their  desires  concerning  their 
children. 

During  this  past  week  100,000 
forms  were  sent  out  to  accomplish 
this  purpose.  Parents  have  been 
asked  to  make  one  of  three  choices: 

(1)  Please  hold  my  child  in  school, 

(2)  I  wish  to  pick  up  my  child,  or 

(3)  I  wish  to  have  my  child  re- 
leased. The  record  cards  of  each 
child  will  indicate  the  choice  of  the 
parents. 

Dr.  Spears  indicated  in  his  direc- 
tive to  the  principals,  "Although 
we  trust  that  there  will  be  no  dis- 
aster, we  can  again  be  thankful 
that  in  the  attendance  regulations, 
the  young  children  of  our  City  go 
to  school  in  their  own  neighbor- 
hoods, thus  providing  the  close 
family-school  tie  that  is  so  neces- 
sary in  protecting  the  child's  safety 
and  welfare." 

State  and  Federal  agencies  have 
recently  made  changes  in  their 
policy  regarding  the  action  to  be 
taken  on  the  sounding  of  an  "Alert" 
signal. 

Admiral  Cook,  Retiring  Director, 
San  Francisco  Disaster  Council  and 


Corps,  after  considerable  study  of 
the  above  changes,  has  made  the 
following  recommendations: 

ON  THE  SOUNDING  OF  THE 
"ALERT"  —  (A  steady,  continuous 
sound  of  the  siren  for  4  minutes, 
meaning  attack  probable.  Time  be- 
fore attack  unknown.) 

Children  will  be  taken  to  the 
best  shelter  available  in  the  school 
or  in  the  immediate  neighborhood. 

If  the  parents  wish  to  pick  up 
their  children  or  have  them  re- 
leased from  school,  such  a  request 
must  be  on  file,  in  writing,  with  the 
principal  of  the  school. 

ON  THE  SOUNDING  OF  THE 
"TAKE  COVER"  —  (Warbling 
sound  of  siren,  with  rising  and  fall- 
ing pitch  for  3  minutes,  meaning 
enemy  attack  coming  any  minute.) 

All  children  will  be  taken  to  the 
best  shelter  available  in  the  school 
or  in  the  immediate  neighborhood. 

ATTACK  WITH  NO  WARNING 

Children  will  take  immediate 
cover  until  the  blast  wave  has  pass- 
ed, then  proceed  to  the  school  area 
designated  as  safest  from  radio- 
logical fallout  and  remain  there 
until  the  civil  defense  authorities 
recommend  leaving. 

Parents  should  make  plans  to 
protect  the  family  during  the  time 
children  are  not  in  school.

Cafeterias  need 
yes  vote  on 
Proposition  H 

At  the  regular  meeting  on  Octo- 
ber 23,  1962  all  members  present  of 
the  Board  of  Education  approved  a 
resolution  endorsing  the  passage  of 
Proposition  H  in  tomorrow's  elec- 
tion. 

In  1958  the  maximum  amount 
Civil  Service  Exempt  Employees 
were  permitted  to  earn  was  in- 
creased from  $80.00  to  $125.00  per 
month  by  a  City  Charter  Amend- 
ment. For  two  or  three  years,  this 
made  it  possible  to  continue  to 
employ  such  people  in  school  cafe- 
terias for  a  maximum  of  2%  to  3 
hours  per  day  before  their  earnings 
reached  the  maximum.  Many  school 
cafeterias  have  such  employees 
and  they  are  necessary  for  efficient 
operation.  Civil  Service  employees 
will  not  take  these  short-hour  jobs 
because  of  the  various  deductions 
from  their  salaries,  such  as  Retire- 
ment. 

Since  1958  salaries  have  been  in- 
creased. This  year  employees  in 
this  Class  can  work  no  more  than 
2/s  hours  per  day  if  they  are  earn- 
ing the  maximum  of  $2.12  per  hour. 
Operating  the  cafeterias  under 
these  conditions  is  most  difficult 
and  time-consuming.  Many  em- 
ployees will  have  to  be  laid  off  a 
few  days  during  various  months  to 
remain  under  the  maximum  of 
$125.00  per  month  and  the  Cafe- 
teria Division  will  be  hard-pressed 
to  secure  short-term  replacements. 

The  Proposition  will  permit  Civil 
Service  Exempt  employees  to  work 
a  maximum  of  70  hours  per  month 
or  at  least  three  hours  per  day  in  a 
23-day  month.  The  maximum  earn- 
ings permitted  will  be  increased  to 
$150.00  per  month  which  is  ade- 
quate to  cover  a  three-hour  per  day 
employee  working  23  days  in  a 
month  at  the  present  maximum 
scale  of  $2.12  per  hour.  In  addition, 
and  this  feature  should  make  the 
amendment  operative  indefinitely, 
the  $150.00  maximum  will  be  in- 
creased or  decreased  annually  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  the 
hourly   salaries    for   Civil    Service

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Compensatory  fund  proposed  for  state 


In  adition  to  the  resolutions 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Education 
on  October  23,  1962,  as  indicated 
on  page  1,  the  members  present 
passed  a  resolution  supporting  Sen- 
ator McAteer  in  his  efforts  before 
the  January,  1963  Legislature  in 
the  area  of  Compensatory  Legisla- 
tion. 

The  purpose  of  the  legislation  is 
to  provide  funds  so  that  the  state 
may  supplement  school  district 
money  for  those  districts  that  in- 
stitute a  program  for  "Compensa- 
tory Education". 


In  a  recent  action  of  the  Board 
of  Education,  $100,000  was  provid- 
ed for  the  Superintendent's  Com- 
pensatory Education  Program.  This 
was  the  first  fund  of  this  type  in 
California.  The  program  is  designed 
to  assist  the  culturally  handicapped 
students  particularly  in  reading 
and  the  language  arts. 

A  committee,  which  includes 
school  personnel,  is  now  working 
on  the  provisions  to  be  placed  in 
the  legislation. 


Special  parking  arrangements  available 


Department  heads  at  the  Central 
Office,  when  arranging  small  meet- 
ings which  must  meet  at  the  main 
office,  may  arrange  for  parking 
tickets  for  the  lot  opposite  the 
Opera  House  through  Mr.  E.  Lhal, 
Supervisor  of  the  Division  of  Sup- 


plies. Infrequently  however,  the  lot 
is  unavailable  due  to  a  special 
event  at  the  Opera  House. 

The  Central  Office  parking  lot  is 
by  permit  only  so  that  supervisory 
personnel  may  leave  and  return  to 
the  lot  as  necessary. 


SOP  program  completing  second  year  of  work 


Almost  two  years  have  passed 
since  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  accepted  $60,000 
from  the  Ford  Foundation  to  initi- 
ate a  pilot  project  to  strengthen 
reading  and  language  skills  of  chil- 
dren living  in  the  Western  Addi- 
tion. An  additional  $250,000  was 
given  to  the  District  to  continue 
the  project  now  known  as  SCIP 
(School  -  Community  Improvement 
Program).  Although  only  six 
schools  are  directly  involved  in  the 
special  project  many  of  the  ideas 


have  "spilled  over"  into  the  other 
schools  in  the  district. 

SCIP  is  now  a  comprehensive 
program  to  improve  academic 
skills,  increase  community  partici- 
pation, and  find  jobs  for  youth. 
Twelve  people  have  been  assigned 
to  help  insure  that  the  challenge 
is  met. 

Isadore  Pivnick,  the  Project  Di- 
rector, is  most  closely  identified 
with  the  work  being  carried  on  in 
the  schools.  Through  his  corps  of 
teachers    serving    in    the    project

schools  new  methods,  materials, 
and  equipment  have  been  tried. 
Providing  in  -  service  training 
courses,  lessening  class  size,  re- 
cruiting resource  people,  and  con- 
ducting excursions  for  extension  of 
experience  and  cultural  enrichment 
are  but  a  few  of  the  methods  used 
to  achieve  success. 

George  Schell,  the  School-Com- 
munity Counselor,  has  helped  es- 
tablish and  coordinate  a  Study 
Center  Program  in  the  community. 
Originally  it  was  felt  that  one  or 
two  study  centers  could  be  estab- 
lished to  provide  space  to  study 
and  people  to  help.  There  are  now 
thirteen  centers  staffed  by  volun- 
teers recruited  through  the  Volun- 
teer Bureau  and  the  agencies  pro- 
viding the  space.  Mr.  Schell  also 
makes  home  visits  for  project 
teachers  serving  in  the  three  SCIP 
high  schools. 

Milt  Reiterman,  School  -  Com- 
munity-Vocational Counselor,  has 
prepared  and  distributed  materials 
on  job  opportunities  for  youth  and 
benefits  to  potential  employers.  He 
has  conducted  or  participated  in 
community  workshops  and  guid- 
ance clinics  so  that  youth  may  be- 
come better  prepared  for  the 
world  of  work.  Through  his  efforts 
and  close  association  with  the  4/4 
and  Distributive  Education  Pro- 
grams, and  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  Youth  and  Student  Office  of 
the  California  Department  of  Em-

chines  Corporation  will  help  eval- 
uate the  student's  work  for  report 
card  grade  purposes. 

After  proper  orientation,  the 
trainee  receives  special  instruction 
by  IBM  personnel  to  permit  him  to 
service  and  maintain  basic  punch 
card  equipment.  He  may  work  in  a 
reconditioning  facility,  or  he  may 
work  in  a  customer's  office,  servic- 
ing and  maintaining  basic  punch 
card  equipment.  He  will  learn  to 
make  mechanical  adjustments.  He 
will  learn  to  analyze  electrical  cir- 
cuits by  the  use  of  simple  voltoh- 
meters  and  osilloscopes.  He  will 
learn  to  read  electrical  diagrams. 
A  good  mechanical  aptitude  is  ab- 
solutely necessary.  A  knowledge  of 
physics  as  it  pertains  to  electricity 
is  also  necessary. 

During  their  school  year,  train- 
ees will  be  classified  as  "Supple- 
mental Employee."  (For  a  twenty-

group  of  the  students  who  competed  for 


hour  work  week,  trainees  will  be 
paid  $40  a  week.)  After  success- 
fully completing  this  work  experi- 
ence period,  they  will  be  accepted 
as  full-time  employees  (Customer 
Engineers)  and  assigned  to  work 
in  the  Bay  Area  in  local  IBM 
Branch  Offices. 

IBM  administered  three  screen- 
ing tests.  The  cutting  scores  on 
these  examinations  were  lower 
than  those  normally  required  of 
the  men  IBM  employs.  The  appli- 
cants were  personally  interviewed 
by  Mr.  W.  E.  Gallagher  or  other 
management  people  in  the  IBM 
Corporation.  In  addition,  a  personal 
contact  with  the  applicant's  par- 
ents was  made  to  discuss  the  pro- 
gram. 

It  is  hoped  that  all  of  the  boys 
who  enter  the  program  will  event- 
ually choose  the  data  processing 
field  as  a  career.  There  is  no  in- 
tention of  establishing  the  pro- 
gram as  a  means  to  secure  tempor- 
ary employees.  Instead,  it  is  the 
intention  to  recruit  qualified  appli- 
cants who  would  like  to  pursue  a 
career  as  a  Customer  Engineer  in 
IBM. 

The  students  who  were  finally 
accepted  for  this  program  will  fol- 
low the  program  outlined:  One 
week — Orientation.  This  will  ac- 
quaint the  student  with  the  local 
Branch  Office  and  the  job  of  a 
Customer  Engineer;  four  weeks — 
Studying  the  Keypunch  and  Sorter. 
This  will  cover  the  mechanical 
function  and  operation  of  the 
equipment  and  the  electrical  cir- 
cuitry that  makes  it  operative; 
four  weeks  —  Working  on  Key- 
punches and  Sorters  in  the  Re- 
conditioning Center.

Deadline  for  retirement  papers  near 


Dr.  Ward  M.  Nichols,  personnel 
coordinator,  announces  that  those 
teachers  who  anticipate  retirement 
at  the  close  of  the  fall  semester, 
1962-1963,  should  initiate  action  in 
the  near  future  in  order  that  re- 
tirement payment  may  not  be  de- 
layed unnecessarily.  It  is  suggested 
that  teachers  seeking  to  initiate 
retirement  proceedings  should,  if 
possible,  submit  a  letter  to  such 
effect  by  December  15,  1962. 

In  encouraging  such  action,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools  Harold 
Spears  has  shown  concern  that 
teachers  make  proper  retirement 
provisions  to  serve  their  own  per- 
sonal welfare. 
Suggested  procedures 

Suggestions  outlined  for  teachers 
in  handling  retirement  problems 
are  as  follows : 

(1)  Submit  a  letter  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Coordinator  indicating  your 
intention  to  retire,  and  the  pro- 
posed date  of  retirement.  Copies  of 
this  letter  should  be  submitted  to 
the  appropriate  assistant  superin- 
tendent. 

(2)  Write  to  the  State  Teachers' 
Retirement  System,  721  Capitol 
Avenue,    Sacramento,     California, 


notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms. 

(3)  Notify  the  City  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  450  McAllister 
Street,  of  your  intention  to  retire. 

(4)  Request  both  the  state  and 
city  retirement  systems  for  assist- 
ance in  determining  which  retire- 
ment program  will  be  most  advan- 
tageous in  your  circumstances. 

(5)  If  you  determine  that  the 
State  Retirement  System  will  pro- 
vide greater  benefits  in  your  case, 
you  should  submit  a  letter  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator  resigning 
from  the  school  district.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may 
withdraw  your  funds  from  the  local 
retirement  system  for  deposit,  in 
the  state  Retirement  System. 

(6)  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action  in 
each  retirement  system. 

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions takes  some  time,  it  is  impor- 
tant that  they  be  submitted  suffici- 
ently in  advance  to  enable  a  proper 
consideration  period,  and  to  be  sure 
first  retirement  check  is  received 
on  time.

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Work-Study 
Youth  Training 
Program  starts 

A  Work-Study  Youth  Training 
Program,  sponsored  jointly  by  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict and  the  San  Francisco  Hous- 
ing Authority,  will  soon  be  in  oper- 
ation in  San  Francisco. 

This  anti-drop-out  program  has 
been  designed  as  a  cooperative 
work  -  experience  education  pro- 
gram to  motivate  youth  to  develop 
vocational  interests  while  doing 
work  for  pay  in  various  depart- 
ments of  the  San  Francisco  Hous- 
ing Authority. 

This  plan  is  designed  to  help  the 
would-be  drop-out  to  recognize  the 
need  for  further  schooling  in  order 
to  be  prepared  for  permanent  em- 
ployment and  to  assist  the  student 
who  wants  to  continue  his  educa- 
tion but  might  be  unable  to  do  so 
for  economic  reasons.  The  ultimate 
objective  of  the  program  is  that 
each  trainee  will  develop  stronger 
work  habits,  dignity,  and  self-re- 
spect while  participating  in  the 
Work-Study  Youth  Training  Pro- 
gram. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Har- 
old Spears  says,  "This  mutual  ef- 
fort will  provide  employment  and 
training  opportunities  for  youth 
from  our  public  housing  areas 
which  otherwise  would  not  be 
available  to  them.  A  program  such

Supervisors  from  the 
San  Francisco  Housing  Authority 
and  School  work  experience  co- 
ordinators will  evaluate  the  stu- 
dent's work  for  report  card  pur- 
poses. Satisfactory  performance 
both  at  school  and  at  work  is  a 
requirement  for  continuance  in  the 
program. 

Upon  completion  of  the  Work- 
Study  Youth  Training  Program, 
school  employment  counselors  and 
vocational  counselors  will  assume 
active  leadership  in  counseling  and 
securing  full  time  employment  for 
the  trainees  after  graduation.

Nuclear  ship  to 
be  open  to  public 

The  Nuclear  Ship  Savannah  ar- 
rived in  port  in  San  Francisco  yes- 
terday, November  18,  1962  and  will 
be  at  Pier  50  for  a  one-week  visit 
through  next  Sunday. 

The  Savannah  was  scheduled  to 
call  here  in  October  but  was  de- 
layed for  drydocking  in  Seattle. 

The  22,000  ton,  $40,000,000  ex- 
perimental ship,  operated  for  the 
Maritime  Commission  and  the 
Atomic  Energy  Commission  by 
States  Marine  Line,  will  be  open 
from  9  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  daily  for 
public  inspection  on  a  limited  basis. 

Representatives  of  the  ship-line 
indicate  that  while  they  are  not 
directly  soliciting  visits  by  school 
groups,  they  want  to  make  certain 
that  the  presence  and  accessibility 
of  the  ship  are  known  to  science 
teachers  and  others  to  whom  this 
unique  vessel  might  be  of  interest. 


New  teacher  examinations  held  soon 


Teaching  positions  in  the  San 
Francisco  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  are  filled  from  eligibility 
lists  based  on  written  and  oral  ex- 
aminations. Only  when  eligibility 
lists  are  exhausted  will  appoint- 
ments be  made  to  these  schools  of 
teachers  other  than  those  who 
qualified  through  examination.

Every  day,  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  three  San  Francisco 
children  become  homeless.  JACK- 
IE, (Joint  Agency  Committee  for 
Kiddies  —  an  Interdenominational 
Effort)  the  city's  foster  home  re- 
cruiting committee,  tries  to  find 
homes  for  these  youngsters  as 
quickly  as  possible,  but  there  are 
always  many  more  children  wait- 
ing than  homes  available. 

November  18-24  will  be  observed 
as  JACKIE  WEEK  this  year.  This 
is  the  volunteer  committee's  once- 
a-year  all-out  effort  to  find  a  maxi- 
mum number  of  homes  for  the 
city's  dependent  and  neglected 
children.  These  boys  and  girls  are 
of  all  ages,  races  and  creeds;  they 
are  not  delinquent,  but  almost  al- 
ways innocent  parties  in  a  crisis 
or  tragedy  involving  their  parents. 

The  requirements  for  foster  care 
are  not  stringent.  Any  family  in 
good  health,  consisting  of  a  work- 
ing father,  a  non-working  mother 
and  no  more  than  five  children  of 
their  own,  and  at  least  a  half  bed- 
room to  spare  is  eligible.  Boarding 
fees  usually  run  between  $75  and 
$100  a  month,  and  medical  and 
dental  care  is  covered  separately.

is  established 

A  memorial  service  for  Miss 
Berta  Fantl,  a  former  San  Fran- 
cisco Unified  School  District  em- 
ployee was  held  at  the  New  York 
School  of  Social  Welfare  on  No- 
vember 4th.  It  has  been  with  a  real 
feeling  of  loss  that  her  many 
friends  and  colleagues  in  San  Fran- 
cisco learned  of  her  death  on  Octo- 
ber 18th  at  International  House  in 
New  York. 

Miss  Fantl,  a  native  of  Vienna, 
was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the 
Child  Guidance  Services  of  the 
school  department  from  October 
1944  until  June  1960,  when  she  re- 
signed. She  has  since  been  working 
on  her  doctorate  at  the  New  York 
School.  Miss  Fantl  will  be  sorely 
missed  by  all  who  knew  her  contin- 
ued efforts  in  behalf  of  the  dis- 
turbed child. 

During  the  past  five  years  she 
had  been  increasingly  interested  in 
applying  new  knowledge  from  the 
social  sciences  in  formulating  a 
psycho-social  diagnosis  with  the 
goal  of  finding  new  ways  of  work- 
ing with  lower  class  families. 

Because  of  this  interest  friends 
on  the  West  Coast  are  establishing 
a  Berta  Fantl  memorial  fund  to 
make  possible  the  publishing  in  one 
volume  the  many  articles  she  has 
written.

Applicants  applying  for  teaching 
positions  in  the  San  Francisco  sec- 
ondary schools  must  return  a  yel- 
low form  "Notice  of  Examination 
Registration"  to  the  Personnel  Di- 
vision of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Schools,  not  later  than  Friday, 
January  25,  1963,  regardless  of  the 
location  of  the  testing  center  in 
which  the  examinations  are  to  be 
taken,  (available  at  the  Central 
Office) 

Each  applicant  must  register  for 
the  Common  Examination  of  the 
National  Teacher  Examinations 
and  for  the  appropriate  optional 
examinations.  Subject-matter  qual- 
ifications in  fields  for  which  no 
written  examinations  are  required 
(Driver  Education  and  Training, 
Foreign  Languages,  Librarians,  and 
positions  in  the  Child  Welfare  Di- 
vision) will  be  evaluated  by  the 
interviewing  committee. 

Applicants  may  apply  for  posi- 


tions on  not  more  than  two  eligi- 
bility lists,  although  one  list  may 
be  in  the  secondary  schools  and  the 
other  in  the  Child  Welfare  Divi- 
sion. 

In  San  Francisco,  the  written  ex- 
aminations will  be  held  at  Mission 
High  School,  18th  and  Dolores 
Streets,  at  8:30  a.m.,  on  Saturday, 
February  16,  1963. 

For  testing  centers  other  than 
San  Francisco,  refer  to  pages  six 
and  seven  of  the  National  Teacher 
Examinations  "Bulletin  of  Infor- 
mation, 1963."  (available  at  the 
Central  Office) 

Applicants  who  took  the  Nation- 
al Teacher  Examinations  in  1960, 
1961,  or  1962,  may  submit  official 
evidence  of  those  scores  in  lieu  of 
scores  on  the  1963  test  administra- 
tion. However,  such  applicants  may 
take  the  1963  examinations  in  an 
attempt  to  improve  their  scores, 
and  may  submit  the  higher  of  the 
scores.  Scores  on  optional  examin-

Applicants  in  each  instructional 
division  must  hold  valid  regular 
California  teaching  credentials  of 
appropriate  types,  issued  on  or  be- 
fore July  1,  1963,  except  that  the 
credential  may  be  issued  as  late  as 
September  3,  1963,  provided  the 
student  teaching  was  done  prior  to 
July  1,1963.  All  credentials  must 
be  recorded  in  the  Personnel  Divi- 
sion within  60  days  of  the  effective 
date  of  the  applicant's  appoint- 
ment. 

Applicants  for  positions  as  teach- 
ers of  the  mentally  retarded  just 
secure  the  Credential  to  Teach  Ex- 
ceptional Children,  either  on  the 
"regular"  or  "postponement  of  re- 
quirements" basis.

KO  Polio  date  set 
for  March  3!,  !963 

Sabin  Type  III  oral  polio  vaccine 
will  be  given  in  the  Bay  Area  next 
March  31,  according  to  Dr.  Edward 
B.  Shaw,  K.O.  POLIO  drive  chair- 


The  Type  III  vaccine  was  origin- 
ally scheduled  for  November  4,  but 
that  plan  was  postponed  indefinite- 
ly when  state  and  national  health 
officials  began  a  study  to  determine 
whether  it  is  safe  for  persons  of  all 
ages. 

It  has  been  declared  safe  for  the 
18  and  under  age  group.  Dr.  Shaw 
said,  "The  March  31  date  was  se- 
lected because  it  is  well  in  advance 
of  the  summer  polio  season,  and  the 
doctors  sponsoring  the  program 
are  hoping  that  by  then  the  Type 
III  vaccine  will  have  been  cleared 
for  everyone,  rather  than  merely 
for  children  18  and  under."

Board  Action 

At  the  Board  of  Education  meet- 
ing on  November  13,  1962  the 
Board  approved  a  $413,000  horti- 
cultural facility  at  San  Francisco 
City  College.  State  funds  will  pro- 
vide $322,000  of  the  cost  and  the 
remaining  $91,000  will  come  from 
school  board  funds  from  the  1956 
bond  issue.

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Programed 
texts  on  trial 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  has  been  experimenting 
with  programed  text  books  for 
over  three  years,  being  one  of  the 
first  major  cities  in  the  nation  to 
become  involved  in  such  projects. 

All  programed  texts  have  been 
used  on  an  experimental  "trial" 
basis  and  have  included  several  in 
mathematics,  English  and  Social 
Studies. 

This  work  has  been  done  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  William  San- 
born, Director  of  Instructional  Ma- 
terials and  Dr.  Joseph  B.  Hill,  Cur- 
riculum Coordinator. 

Dr.  Sanborn  reports,  "To  date 
the  results  have  not  been  spectacu- 
lar, but  of  definite  interest  as  well 
as  provocative.  In  some  cases  stu- 
dents who  might  have  done  poorly 
in  a  subject  have  done  remarkably 
well." 

The  District  will  continue  to  ex- 
periment with  programed  mater- 
ials, with  additional  trials  slated 
for  spring  and  summer. 

Dr.  Sanborn  points  out  that  pro- 
gramed materials  are  not  a  pana- 
cea —  they  constitute  another  in- 
teresting method  or  technique  of 
instruction.  Reading  ability  is  an 
important  key. 

Programed  learning  texts  on 
mathematics  are  on  trial  use  this 
semester  in  two  secondary  schools 
and  in  several  elementary  schools 
in  San  Francisco. 

At  Mission  High  School  a  unit  on 
probability  and  statistics  is  being 
tried.  A.  P.  Giannini  Junior  High 
is  using  a  first  course  in  algebra. 
Some  of  the  elementary  schools 
who  are  introducing  programed 
learning  texts  are  Francis  Scott 
Key,  Guadalupe,  and  Parkside 
schools.  They  are  doing  work  in 
mathematics  on  sets,  in  geometry 
and  in  numeration. 

The  algebra  course  is  published 
by  Stanford  University  and  the 
others  are  commercially  published. 

Programed  texts  evolved  along 
with  the  original  experiments  as- 
sociated with  teaching  machines. 
One  of  the  underlying  principles 
assumed  in  this  instructional  meth- 
od is  that  learning  occurs  best 
when  coupled  with  immediate 
knowledge  of  results.  Thus  the 
student  is  exposed  to  the  correct 
answer  as  soon  as  he  has  made  his 
response.

Initial  questions  are  designed 
with  small  learning  steps  and  con- 
tain sufficient  clues  for  successful 
performance. 

Stanford  University  is  presently 
conducting  a  nationwide  survey 
comparing  results  of  programed 
learning  with  various  other  meth- 
ods of  instruction. 

Stanfords  ambitious  curriculum 
remodeling  project  has  been  award- 
ed another  $1,377,000  grant  by  the 
National  Science  Foundation.  The 
new  grant  will  support  the  School 
Mathematics  Study  Group  for  an- 
other year. 

The  School  Mathematics  Study 
Group  is  headed  by  Professor  Ed- 
ward G.  Bagle  and  sponsored  by 
Stanfords  School  of  Education. 

The  "new  mathematics"  curricu- 
lum, produced  by  nearly  300  spe- 
cialists and  guided  by  a  25-member 
national  advisory  board,  stresses 
understanding  of  the  basic  laws 
and  concepts  of  mathematics  rath- 
er than  rote  learning  and  mechani- 
cal solution  of  problems.

The  field  re- 
tired to  should  be  one  that  could 
fully  utilize  the  skills  and  special 
abilities  of  the  retiree;  it  should 
be  within  the  purview  of  the  public 
welfare;  it  should  offer  expanding 
vistas  and  horizons,  new  under- 
standings, new  friendships,  new 
interests,  and  should  constitute  a 
worthy  challenge.  This  new  field 
should  also  offer  a  financial  return 
that  would  supplement  the  usual 
pension  allowance  of  most  retirees. 

Peace  Corps  now  offers  to  1963 
retiring  teachers  a  two  year  retire- 
ment plan  or  program  which  con- 
tains all  of  the  above  conditions.  It 
has  announced  that  during  1963 
more  than  3,000  teachers  will  be 


required  to  man  its  various  teach- 
ing posts  in  some  50  countries 
throughout  Latin  America,  Africa 
and  Asia.  Up  to  one-half  of  these 
posts  may  be  filled  by  1963  retirees, 
if  physically  fit  and  otherwise  qual- 
ified.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Education  on  November  27,  1962 
the  Board  passed  several  resolu- 
tions: 

(1)  That  an  application  for  tax 
relief  grant  for  the  payment  of 
interest  and  redemption  of  out- 
standing bonds  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  for  junior 
college  purposes  be  submitted  to 
the  State  Superintendent  in  the 
amount  of  approximately  $182,666. 
This  is  a  balance  amount  (the  rest 
went  toward  building  projects) 
from  an  original  $339,666  entitle- 
ment from  a  State  $10,000,000  tax 
relief  grant  to  districts  with  junior 
colleges. 

(2)  That  the  graduation  require- 
ments be  amended  to  read  that 
four  semesters  of  social  studies 
(20  semester  periods)  in  the  10th, 
11th  and  12th  grades  be  required 
to  include  10  semester  periods  of 
instruction  specified  in  the  State 
Code  in  American  history,  empha- 
sizing American  institutions  and 
ideals  and  California  History;  and 
10  semester  periods  in  Constitu- 
tional principles  of  local,  state  and 
national  government.  This  will 
start  fall  semester,  1962. 

(3)  That  the  six  rooms  of  the 
Crespi  Home  School  be  transferred 
to  Lincoln  High  School  for  six 
more  rooms.

Language  Lab 
in  full  use 

During  the  past  week  Luther 
Burbank  Junior  High  has  been 
holding  demonstration  sessions  for 
junior  high  principals  and  heads  of 
language  departments  to  display 
their  new  language  classroom  so 
that  other  schools  can  decide  on 
the  advantages  of  the  permanent 
laboratory  setup. 

The  laboratory  at  Burbank,  as 
well  as  those  in  the  senior  high 
schools,  is  being  supervised  by  Mrs. 
Edna  Mclntyre,  Curriculum  Assist- 
ant at  the  Central  Office. 

The  permanent  laboratory  at 
Luther  Burbank  is  wired  for  36 
listening  posts  with  two  channels. 
It  is  known  as  a  level  one  lab  with 
listening  and  repeating  facilities.  It 
has  a  central  control  using  a  record 
player  or  tape  recorder. 

In  this  type  of  lab  the  students 
do  not  converse  with  the  teacher  at 
a  central  control  or  into  a  tape.  A 
lab  of  this  type  is  a  level  two  lab. 

The  big  advantage  of  the  level 
one  laboratory  according  to  the 
instructor  Carlos  Cornejo,  at  Lu- 
ther Burbank,  is  the  freeing  of  the 
teacher  to  circulate  around  the 
room  to  work  with  students  indi- 
vidually and  to  answer  questions 
as  they  come  up. 

The   language   lab    at    Burbank 

was  installed  with  the  help  of  Na-

tional  Defense  Education  Act 
money  (50%)  and  District  money 
(50%). 

Portable  labs  which  are  movable 
from  room  to  room  provided  the 
basic  parts  and  these  were  then 
put  into  a  permanent  situation  so 
that  wiring  is  out  of  the  way.  and 
the  desks  are  fastened  to  the  floor. 

Dr.  Joseph  B.  Hill,  Curriculum 
Director  for  the  District,  feels  that 
the  point  should  be  emphasized 
that  the  room  is  not  "out  of  action" 
as  has  sometimes  been  the  com- 
plaint when  a  building  is  being 
used  to  capacity.  It  is  suitable  for 
many  uses  in  addition  to  the  lan- 
guage work. 


The  lab  at  Luther  Burbank  is 
getting  double  usage  as  far  as  lan- 
guages are  concerned. 

Each  morning  a  class  of  Ameri- 
canization students  learn  English 
using  the  equipment. 

These  students  are  from  Italy, 
Japan,  China,  Peru,  Nicaragua,  El 
Salvador,  and  Brazil  and  therefore 
are  learning  English  as  a  foreign 
language.  In  addition  to  the  begin- 
ning class  of  eleven,  Instructor 
Cornejo  has  an  intermediate  class 
and  one  advanced  class  working 
with  similar  equipment  in  individ- 
ual rooms. 

An  added  help  to  these  students 
are  the  English  speaking  students 
who  come  to  class  on  a  one-to-one 
basis  and  help  with  accents  and 
reading.  When  the  students  can 
read  and  compose  at  a  satisfactory 
level  they  are  returned  to  regular 
class  work. 

Spanish  as  a  second  language  is 
taught  to  36  English  speaking  stu- 
dents during  most  of  the  periods 
during  the  rest  of  the  day  by  use 
of  the  lab.  Reading  text  books  are 
used  to  supplement  the  conversa- 
tion aspects  of  the  work. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  classes 
in  the  lab,  French  and  Italian 
teachers  are  using  the  equipment 
to  supplement  their  language 
classes  on  a  part-time  basis. 

Plans  are  being  formulated  for 
before  school  and  noon-time  use  of 
the  lab  by  students  needing  or 
wanting  extra  work.

Articulation  meeting  set  for  January 


The  third  phase  of  a  pilot  articu- 
lation program  (general  orienta- 
tion meeting)  will  take  place  on 
Thursday,  January  10,  1963  at  3:45 
p.m.  at  Guadalupe  Elementary 
School. 

The  pilot  attempt  at  articulation 
between  the  elementary,  junior 
high  and  high  school  divisions  at 
the  school  level  took  place  on  Wed- 
nesday, October  17,  1962  at  Luther 
Burbank  when  Mr.  James  J.  Ham- 
rock,  Jr.  principal,  met  with  26 
teachers  and  administrators  of  Bal- 
boa, Monroe,  Guadalupe,  Visitacion 
Valley,  John  McLaren  and  Cleve- 
land Schools. 

Miss  Diane  Gordon,  a  teacher- 
counselor  at  Luther  Burbank,  and 
Mr.  Hamrock  were  instrumental  in 
planning  and  organizing  the  meet- 
ing with  the  support  of  the  assist- 
ant superintendents  of  the  three 
divisions. 

Mr.  Hamrock  indicated  a  need 
to  get  the  teacher  into  the  prob- 
lems of  articulation.  In  order  to 
accomplish  this  a  steering  commit- 
tee was  set  up  to  meet  at  Guada- 
lupe School  on  November  6,  1962. 

As  a  result  of  this  steering  com- 
mittee's meeting  a  long  range  goal 
was  set  up  to  achieve  better  articu- 
lation in  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
District. 

A  more  immediate  goal,  however, 
was  to  explore  the  curriculum  of- 
ferings on  a  subject  matter  basis  of 
the  elementary,  junior  high,  and 
senior  high  schools  with  emphasis 
at  the  points  of  articulation,  6-7 
and  9-10. 

The  first  part  of  the  proposed 


plan  is  subject  oriented  and  will 
concern  one  subject  at  a  time.  Dur- 
ing the  spring  semester  the  prob- 
lems of  articulation  in  the  Lan- 
guage Arts  will  be  studied. 

The  proposed  program  has  three 
basic  parts.  At  the  first  meeting  on 
January  10,  a  general  orientation 
meeting  for  personnel  involved  will 
be  held.  At  this  time,  Miss  Tennes- 
see Kent,  Assistant  Superintendent 
for  Elementary  Schools,  will  dis- 
cuss the  articulation  problems  at 
the  elementary  level. 

During  February  and  March, 
teachers  on  the  articulation  com- 
mittee will  visit  selected  element- 
ary schools  for  observation  pur- 
poses and  following  each  visitation 
a  general  meeting  for  discussion 
will  be  held  at  the  school. 

This  process  will  be  repeated  for 
the  junior  highs  and  high  schools. 

The  personnel  of  the  visiting 
committee  will  consist  of  five  sen- 
ior high  teachers  who  will  have 
L-10  students;  five  junior  high 
teachers  who  have  had  H-9  stu- 
dents and  five  who  will  have  L-7 
students;  and,  five  elementary 
teachers  who  have  had  H-6  stu- 
dents.

Two  San  Francisco  junior  high 
school  students  won  acclaim  in  the 
latest  issue  of  THE  MATHEMA- 
TICS STUDENT  JOURNAL  (Nov., 
1962)  for  their  solutions  to  several 
questions  posed  in  the  Problem 
Department.  These  boys  are 
George  Brunswig,  formerly  of  Her- 
bert Hoover  Junior  High  School, 
now  a  sophomore  at  Abraham  Lin- 
coln High  School,  and  Ricky  Green- 
span, at  present  a  low  nine  student 
at  Roosevelt  Junior  High  School. 

The  following  two  problems 
which  both  youngsters  attacked 
successfully  are  typical  of  others 
published  in  the  quarterly  journal 
challenging  the  minds  of  high 
school  youth  througthout  the  na- 
tion. 

Problem  169:  A  certain  light  sig- 
nal goes  on  at  precisely  noon. 
Thereafter  it  goes  on  and  off  at 
equal  intervals,  each  lasting  an 
integral  number  of  minutes.  It  is 
observed  that  at  12:09  the  light  is 
off;  at  12:17  it  is  on;  and  at  12:58 
it  is  on.  Will  the  light  be  on  or  off 
at  two  o'clock?  Prove  your  answer. 

Problem  172  (paraphrased):  Find 
and  prove  the  formula  for  the  num- 
ber of  interior  lattice  points,  the 
total  number  of  lattice  points  on 
the  sides,  and  the  area  of  a  rect- 
angle with  vertices  at  lattice 
points  (any  point  with  integral 
coordinates  in  a  Cartesian  set  of 
axes  is  a  "lattice  point".) 

The  first  problem  calls  for  proof 
by  deductive  inference  (the  trick- 
ier and  more  difficult  question  of 
predicting  the  load  on  a  telephone 
trunk  line  at  a  given  time  cannot 
be  attained  without  some  knowl- 
edge of  random  sampling);  the 
second  problem  requires  generali- 
zation from  particular  cases.  A 
third  problem,  solved  by  Student 
Brunswig,  involves  algebraic  form- 
ulation which  the  younger  Green- 
span had  not  had  at  the  time. 

Mathematical  laurels  are  not  new 
to  George  Brunswig;  he  was  award- 
ed honorable  mention  last  year  as 
a  junior  high  student  in  the  annual 
high  school  competition  sponsored 
by  the  Mathematical  Association 
of  America.

certificate.  If  a  birth  certificate  is 
not  available,  a  hospital  certificate, 
baptismal  certificate,  passport,  affi- 
davit of  parent  or  guardian,  or  an 
official  notification  or  certification 
of  the  birth  registration  from  the 


Department  of  Public  Health  may 
be  used.  Please  note  that  a  hospital 
certificate  is  now  acceptable  veri- 
fication. The  method  of  verification 
should  be  indicated. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  May  2,  1958 
(4  years  and  9  months).  All  en- 
trants into  the  first  grade  must  be 
born  not  later  than  May  2,  1957 
( 5  years  and  9  months ) . 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of 
a  school.  Therefore  no  child  may 
be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten 
or  first  grade  of  a  school  without 
acceptable  verification  as  noted 
above.

While  all  the  centers  will  be 
emphasizing  Christmas,  the  Tudor 
Christmas  being  planned  at  the 
Francis  Scott  Key  and  Jefferson 
school  age  center  on  42nd  Av- 
enue at  Judah  has  the  children 
intensely  involved  in  planning  and 
work  which  should  make  the 
Christmas  season  a  most  memor- 
able and  pleasant  one  for  every 
child. 

On  Wednesday,  December  12,  the 
results  of  all  the  planning  and  work 
by  the  children  will  be  on  display 
to  parents  and  interested  friends, 
and  will  remain  until  after  Christ- 
mas. 

Thomas  Collins,  instructor  for 
the  group,  says,  "In  our  pre-plan- 
ning sessions  with  the  children  in 
our  council  meetings  we  discussed 
Christmas  traditions  and  customs 
in  various  countries.  Since  Mexican 
and  Spanish  themes  are  often  used 
here  in  California  we  decided  that 
this  year  we  would  learn  about  the 
English  origin  of  many  of  our 
Christmas  observances." 

The  first  part  of  the  program  has 
been  under  way  for  several  weeks

in  the  hope  that  the  children  could 
finish  far  enough  in  advance  to 
quietly  enjoy  the  later  events  with- 
out last  minute  rushing.  This  was 
done  also  to  promote  quality  and 
craftmanship.  Projects  being  com- 
pleted are:  making  of  stained  glass 
windows;  designing  of  heraldry 
and  other  decorations;  silk  screen- 
ing programs,  and  place  mats.  Each 
group  participated  in  a  project 
which  contributed  to  the  whole  of 
the  program,  with  many  specific 
learning  experiences  attached  to 
each  activity. 

The  events  themselves  are  plan- 
ned in  relation  to  the  theme,  in- 
cluding a  guided  visit  to  the  medie- 
val wing  of  the  De  Young  Museum, 
a  talk  on  Tudor  England  by  some-

one  from  the  British  Consulate,  a 
concert  of  Elizabethan  music,  a  re- 
creation of  a  medieval  banquet, 
including  authentic  foods.  Other 
events  include  ice-skating  parties, 
attendance  at  a  Christmas  ballet, 
and  a  coffee  hour  for  the  parents, 
for  which  the  children  will  prepare 
the  refreshment. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  emphasis 
will  be  on  the  visual  aspect  of  a 
Tudor  Christmas.  The  very  struc- 
ture of  the  school  (Francis  Scott 
Key  Annex)  suggested  an  Eliza- 
bethan motif.  Authenticity,  beauty 
and  good  taste  will  be  as  much  of 
the  learning  process  as  the  spoken 
word.  In  short,  an  attempt  is  being 
made  to  re-create  an  atmosphere 
which  is  as  historically  correct  as 
it  is  festive. 

The  long  hallways  of  the  school 
building  create  a  castle-like  atmo- 
sphere. The  wall  will  be  hung  with 
shields  representing  each  child's 
family  name.  The  making  of  these 
shields  involved  an  exploration  of 
heraldry,  a  use  of  symbolism  and 
the  use  of  color.  At  the  end  of  the 
hallway  will  be  depicted  the  Lord 
and  Lady  of  the  Manor,  hung 
against  rich  red  velour  banners. 
They  are  exact  replicas  of  those 
hanging  in  the  Victoria  Museum  in 
London.  The  "Great  Hall"  will  be 
decorated  with  shields,  flags  and 
a  "stained  glass"  window.  The  pro- 
cesses involved  in  this  project  led 
to  the  study  of  the  chemistry  of 
glass,  the  architecture  of  the  times, 
and  the  use  of  color. ' 

Other  learning  experiences  wiH 

include   the  presentation  of  films, 

and   discussions    on   medieval   life 

and  art.  One  group  of  children  is

The  University  of  California's 
Lowie  Museum  of  Anthropology  is 
presenting  Peoples  of  the  World: 
A  Photographic  Exhibition  of  South

Teacher  examinations  deadline  near 


Teaching  positions  in  the  San 
Francisco  junior  and  senior  high 
schools  are  filled  from  eligibility 
lists  based  on  written  and  oral 
examinations.  Only  when  eligibility 
lists  are  exhausted  will  appoint- 
ments be  made  to  these  schools  of 
teachers  other  than  those  who 
qualified  through  examination. 

Each  applicant  must  register  for 
the  Common  Examination  of  the 
National  Teachers  Examinations. 
In  addition  there  is  a  written  re- 
lated optional  examination  for  each 
of  the  above  listed  subject  fields 
except  Driver  Education  and  Train- 
ing, Foreign  Language  —  French, 
Foreign  Language  —  Spanish,  Li- 
brarians and  Adjustment  (Child 
Welfare  Division). 

Admission  to  the  written  exam- 
inations will  be  limited  to  appli- 
cants who  have  registered  on  the 
blanks  provided  by  the  Educational 
Testing  Service,  of  Princeton,  New 
Jersey.

Senator  "J"  Eugene  McAteer 
(Dem.-S.F.)  recently  announced 
that  he  has  polled  more  than  100 
key  educators  throughout  Califor- 
nia to  learn  of  their  ideas  for  his 
new  "educational  frontier"  Com- 
pensatory Education  bill. 

The  McAteer  education  bill  is 
due  to  be  introduced  to  the  Legis- 
lature when  it  opens  in  January. 
The  proposed  bill  would  set  up 
several  pilot  compensatory  educa- 
tion projects  in  school  districts 
throughout  California. 

Compensatory  education  is  aimed 
at  helping  "disadvantaged  child- 
ren" in  urban  and  rural  areas. 

On  August  7,  1962  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Board  of  Education,  on  the 
recommendation  of  Superintendent 
Harold  Spears,  added  $100,000  to 
the  1962-63  School  Budget  for  what 
was  designated  as  the  Superintend- 
ent's Compensatory  Education  Pro- 
gram. 

On  September  4,  1962  the  Super- 
intendent presented  to  the  Board 
of  Education  a  plan  to  implement 
the  Compensatory  Program  im- 
mediately by  assigning  19  teachers 
to  the  project. 

"Passage  of  this  legislation  calls 
for  a  carefully  framed  bill,"  said 
Senator  McAteer.  "In  order  to  de- 
vise a  bill  best  aimed  at  meeting 
actual  needs,  I  am  requesting  the 
advice  of  people  closely  concerned 
with  the  problems  of  education." 

"It  is  a  basic  way  of  attacking 
California's  critical  school  drop-out 
problem,  since  it  emphasizes  small- 
er classes,  reading  skill,  and 
school-community  contact." 

"Some  districts  are  challenged 
to  help  children  of  poor  city  fam- 
ilies, while  others  must  work  with 
children  facing  a  language  bar- 
rier." 

The  San  Francisco  Senator  said 
he  has  also  contacted  the  New 
York  State  Commission  of  Educa- 
tion for  details  of  a  similar  pro- 
gram there.  McAteer  said  New 
York  State  moved  into  the  field 
following  the  success  achieved  by 
the  "Higher  Horizons"  program  in 
the  New  York  City  schools. 

McAteer  also  cites  the  San  Fran- 
cisco school  district  School-Com- 
munity Improvement  Program 
(SCIP)  in  the  Western  Addition  as 
another  good  example  of  what  can

girl  top  student 

Carol  Ann  Weinstock  of  George 
Washington  High  School  is  one  of 
870  outstanding  students  of  high 
school  English  in  the  country.  The 
National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
English  has  named  her  a  1962  na- 
tional winner  in  its  annual  Achieve- 
ment Awards  competition. 

Last  spring  a  committee  of  Eng- 
lish teachers  from  the  high  school 
nominated  Miss  Weinstock  to  rep- 
resent George  Washington  High 
School  in  the  competition.  The  na- 
tion's schools  nominated  almost 
6,200  students  for  the  NCTE  cita- 
tion. 

In  announcing  the  winners,  James 
R.  Squire,  Executive  Secretary  of 
National  Council  of  Teachers  of 
English,  said  that  the  Council  rec- 
ommends these  students  for  college 
scholarships  in  1963.  In  previous 
years,  99%  of  the  Awards  winners 
entered  the  college  of  their  choice. 
Approximately  80%  of  those  apply- 
ing for  scholarships  received  finan- 
cial aid. 

The  NCTE  sends  to  all  winners 
and  runners-up  scrolls  of  recogni- 
tion. It  honors  their  high  school 
departments  with  certificates  of 
merit.  The  Council  also  sends  the 
names  of  these  students  to  their 
respective  congressmen  and  gov- 
ernors.

Stanford  University  School  of 
Education  has  released  information 
for  education  workers  who  wish  to 
register  for  late  afternoon,  eve- 
ning and  Saturday  classes  in  edu- 
cation for  the  Winter  Quarter 
1962-1963. 

Educational  workers  are  entitled 
to  register  on  January  7  through 
Saturday,  January  12  (Saturday 
only,  8:30  until  noon). 

It  is  suggested  that  teachers  will 
find  Saturday  morning,  January 
12,  the  best  time  to  register  for 
Winter  Quarter.  Even  though 
teachers  do  not  register  until  Sat- 
urday, they  are  expected  to  attend 
classes  during  the  first  week.

Giants  donate  big 
athletic  fund 

The  San  Francisco  Giants  and 
the  New  York  Yankees  played  an 
exhibition  baseball  game  at  the 
Yankee  Stadium  in  New  York  in 
1961  that  had  as  its  purpose  the 
creation  of  a  fund  for  the  benefit 
of  sandlot  baseball  in  the  two 
cities. 

The  Giants'  share  of  the  receipts 
from  this  game  was  earmarked  in 
its  entirety  for  the  San  Francisco 
and  Bay  Area  distribution. 

Horace  C.  Stoneham,  President 
of  the  Giants'  Corporation,  has  in- 
dicated that  the  allotment  to  the 
San  Francisco  High  School  Ath- 
letic Baseball  Fund  was  fixed  at 
$7,100.57. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  Giants  that 
this  allotment  be  considered  as  a 
"designated  gift",  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  money  is  to  be 
used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting baseball  within  the  District 
program.  It  is  also  a  stipulation 
that  the  money  shall  be  spent  by 
the  District  within  a  period  of  the 
next  three  years. 


Board  Action 

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation at  its  meeting  on  Decem- 
ber 4,  1962  again  leased  the  Lin- 
coln Building  at  5th  and  Market 
for  a  20-year  period. 

On  December  18,  1962  the  Board 
voted  to  experiment  with  possible 
devices  to  help  to  eliminate  van- 
dalism in  the  schools. 

An  appropriation  of  $83,250  was 
made  to  begin  re-modeling  work  on 
the  Central  Office  third  floor  and 
cafeteria  areas.

San  Francisco's  newest  compre- 
hensive senior  high  school  in  twen- 
ty-two years  is  scheduled  to  open 
at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  se- 
mester on  February  4,  1963,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Harold  Spears,  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools. 

Constructed  from  school  bond 
funds  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$5,000,000  the  new  school  is  locat- 
ed at  400  Mansell  Street,  on  the 
hills  east  of  John  McLaren  Park 
and  five  blocks  from  the  James 
Lick  Memorial  Freeway.  The  cam- 
pus is  19  terraced  acres  in  size, 
and  consists  of  an  auditorium  and 
music  building,  a  three-story  class- 
room and  administration  building, 
an  arts  and  shop  unit,  a  gymna- 
sium, and  a  cafeteria  and  canteen. 
Also  part  of  the  campus  is  to  be 
used  for  an  athletic  field  designed 
for  football  and  track  and  field 
events,  playing  courts,  parking  fa- 
cilities for  both  students  and  fac- 
ulty, and  terraces  which  will  be 
popular  gathering-places  for  stu- 
dents during  out-of-class  hours.

Many  of  the  classrooms  are  already 
completed  except  for  minor  finish- 
ing and  the  installation  of  furni- 
ture and  equipment, 
vide  a  sound  comprehensive  edu- 
cation to  all  the  youth  of  the  corn-

The  principal,  Barton  H.  Knowles, 
was  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Education  last  summer  and  has 
spent  the  last  three  months  requi- 
sitioning equipment,  furniture  and 
supplies,  working  out  schedules, 
developing  a  course  of  study  and  a 
schedule  of  classes,  and  securing  a 
teaching  staff. 

"The  opportunity  to  be  part  of 
the  organization  and  to  open  a  new 
school  is  a  rare  privilege  for  both 
teachers  and  students,"  he  said  in 
a  recent  interview.

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation :  the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate;  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon,  and  a  sign- 
ed statement  that  the  person  en- 
rolling pupils  has  seen  the  birth 
certificate.  If  a  birth  certificate  is 
not  available,  a  hospital  certificate, 
baptismal  certificate,  passport,  affi- 
davit of  parent  or  guardian,  or  an 
official  notification  or  certification 
of  the  birth  registration  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  may 
be  used.  Please  note  that  a  hospital 
certificate  is  now  acceptable  veri- 
fication. The  method  of  verification 
should  be  indicated. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  May  2,  1958 
(4  years  and  9  months).  All  en- 
trants into  the  first  grade  must  be 
born  not  later  than  May  2,  1957 
(5  years  and  9  months) . 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of 
a  school.  Therefore  no  child  may 
be  admitted  to  the  kindergarten 
or  first  grade  of  a  school  without 
acceptable  verification  as  noted 
above.

Postal  rates  go 
up  starting  today 

Effective  January  7,  1963,  new 
postal  rates  will  become  effective 
as  follows:  Single  post  cards  —  4c; 
unsealed  envelopes  for  notices, 
circulars,  etc.  —  4c;  sealed  enve- 
lopes (First  Class  Mail)  —  5c;  Air 
Mail  Service  —  8c. 

Schools  and  departments  are  re- 
quested to  order  stamps  and  post 
cards  in  accordance  with  the  new 
postal  rates  which  become  effective 
on  January  7,  1963.  If  you  are  in 
possession  of  4c  stamps,  3c  post 
•cards,  etc.,  please  requisition  the 
appropriate  number  of  lc  stamps 
to  permit  the  use  of  such  existing 
stock. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Division 
of  Supplies  has  in  the  inventory  a 
quantity  of  3c  post  cards,  4c 
stamps,  etc.,  which  will  need  to  be 
issued  until  the  stock  is  depleted. 
Schools  are  requested  to  order 
stamps  and  post  cards  for  use 
after  January  7,  1963,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  new  postal  rates. 
The  Division  of  Supplies  will  issue 
stamps  and  post  cards  on  hand, 
and  sufficient  lc  stamps  to  provide 
for  their  use  under  the  newly  es- 
tablished rates  until  the  present 
stock  of  former  value  post  cards 
and  stamps  is  depleted.

Millions  of  Americans  young  and 
old  are  saying  "Many  Happy  Re- 
turns" this  month  to  the  March  of 
Dimes,  whose  silver  anniversary 
fund  drive  will  aid  victims  of  birth 
defects  and  crippling  arthritis. 

"Give  for  the  Life  of  a  Child"  is 
the  slogan  of  the  current  1963 
March  of  Dimes  campaign,  which 
continues  through  the  month  of 
January.  Its  object  is  to  attack 
and  conquer  crippling  diseases 
through  patient  aid,  scientific  med- 
ical research,  and  professional  ed- 
ucation by  means  of  fellowships 
and  scholarships. 

During  the  last  25  years,  the 
American  people  have  donated 
$497,100,000  to  the  March  of 
Dimes,  according  to  drive  chair- 
man George  Killion,  San  Francisco. 
Part  of  the  $73,600,000  spent  in 
scientific  research  by  the  National 
Foundation-March  of  Dimes  dur- 
ing that  period  produced  both  the 
Salk  and  Sabin  protective  polio 
vaccines,  which  have  virtually 
eliminated  the  scourage  of  para- 
lytic polio. 

Foundation  scientists  now  seek 
the  causes,  preventives  and  cures 
of  our  two  major  unmet  health 
problems  today,  Killion  explained. 
These  are  congenital  defects,  which 
afflict    250,000    babies    born    each 


year;  and  rheumatoid  arthritis, 
which  afflicts  11,500,000  Americans 
today. 

The  March  of  Dimes  health  bat- 
tle is  being  waged  on  many  fronts, 
Killion  said.  Among  them  is  a 
nationwide  network  of  special  clin- 
ical study  and  treatment  centers — ■ 
three  of  which  are  located  in  San 
Francisco.  These  are  the  Birth  De- 
fects Center  at  Children's  Hospi- 
tal; the  Juvenile  Arthritis  Treat- 
ment Center,  and  the  Arthritis 
Clinical  Study  Center  at  U.  C. 
Medical  Center.  All  three  are  en- 
dowed and  underwritten  by  the 
National  Foundation  -  March  of 
Dimes,  and  its  San  Francisco 
Chapter.  Current  March  of  Dimes 
grants  to  the  three  facilities  total 
$165,970,  Killion  said.  In  California 
they  total  $358,487;  and  in  the 
nation,  $4,597,783.  Continuing  aid 
to  22,000  post-polio  patients  a- 
mounted  to  $6,200,000  nationally 
last  year;  and  in  San  Francisco  it 
amounted  to  $18,200  for  such  pa- 
tients. 

Donations  to  the  March  of  Dimes 
campaign  this  month  may  be  made 
through  donation  envelopes  addres- 
sed to  the  March  of  Dimes,  111 
Sutter  Street,  San  Francisco.

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Library  sets  new 
rules  for  cards 

This  fall,  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  changed  some  of  its 
rules  pertaining  to  Teacher's  Cards. 
The  library  staff  is  desirous  to  ac- 
quaint District  teachers  with  the 
privileges  and  benefits  to  which 
they  are  entitled.  They  feel  this 
would  be  advantageous  to  both  the 
teachers  as  well  as  the  library 
staff. 

All  permanent  teachers  in  the 
San  Francisco  Schools  may  obtain 
a  Teacher's  Card  on  application. 
The  teacher  must  show  identifica- 
tion and  give  the  name  of  the 
Principal  of  the  school  at  which  he 
teaches  as  a  reference,  Principal 
is  not  a  guarantor. 

Student  teachers  are  not  eligible 
for  a  Teacher's  Card.  Personal 
Card  must  be  used. 

Only  persons  teaching  in  San 
Francisco  are  eligible  for  a  Teach- 
er's Card. 

A  resident  teacher  is  also  entitled 
to  a  regular  library  card  for  per- 
sonal use.  A  non-resident  may  ap- 
ply for  a  personal  non-resident 
card. 

A  Teacher's  Card  is  valid  for 
one  year  and  may  be  used  at  the 
Main  Library  and  all  Branches. 

Only  materials  for  use  in  the 
classroom  may  be  taken  on  a 
Teacher's  Card. 

Fifteen  books  may  be  issued  on 
a  Teacher's  Card.  Books  are  is- 
sued for  six  weeks. 

Seven-day  books,  magazines  and 
21-day  reserves  are  not  issued  on 
a  Teacher's  Card.  Personal  Card 
must  be  used. 

Overdue  books  issued  on  a 
Teacher's  Card  will  have  fines 
charged  from  the  original  date 
due.

Planning  for  the  Bi-Annual  San 
Francisco  District  Art  Show  is  now 
well  under  way,  according  to  Mr. 
Archie  Wedemeyer,  Director  of 
Art.  The  show  will  take  place  in 
April-May  of  1963  at  the  De  Young 
Museum.  This  show  will  feature 
art  work  of  kindergarten  through 
the  senior  grades. 

During  the  past  two  months  art 
materials  and  objects  have  been 
collected  at  the  Central  Office  for 
judging. 

The  first  screening  took  place  on 
December  6,  1962  when  the  Central 
Office  staff  checked  materials  for 
originality  and  to  see  that  all 
schools  were  represented.

When  final  entries  are  selected 
it  takes  about  six  weeks  to  prepare 
the  show.  The  design  of  the  Art 
Show  is  done  by  the  Central  Office 
staff,  Mr.  Wedemeyer,  Mr.  Simon 
and  Mrs.  Stone,  with  help  from 
school  art  teachers. 

The  final  large  task  left  is  the 
installation  of  the  art  objects  for 
display.  Much  of  this  work  is  done 
by  Parent-Teacher  volunteers  who 
do  matting,  office  work  and  plac- 
ing.

In  March,  1960  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  created  the 
Committee  on  Youth  with  eight 
City  Department  heads  and  eight 
citizens  at  large  plus  a  chairman 
who  is  Mortimer  Fleishhacker,  Jr. 

From  the  original  Committee  on 
Youth  six  sub-committees  were 
formed.  The  first  of  these  sub-com- 
mittees, called  "Jobs  for  Youth", 
is  chaired  by  Dr.  Harold  Spears, 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  purpose  of  this  sub-commit- 
tee is  to  study  the  employment 
situation  as  it  pertains  to  youth 
and  on  the  basis  of  such  study 
recommend  a  plan  for  action.

Type  III  polio 
cubes  on  March  10 

The  final  round  of  the  three  polio 
shots  originally  scheduled  will  be 
given  on  Sunday,  March  10,  1963. 

On  that  day  schools  and  other 
neighborhood  immunization  sta- 
tions used  in  the  first  two  rounds 
will  offer  the  Type  III  Sabin  Oral 
Vaccine  to  people  of  all  ages. 

The  date  was  set  by  the  Bay 
Area  Medical  Association  Commit- 
tee, which  represents  6C00  physi- 
cians in  six  counties  and  which  has 
run  the  entire  campaign. 

Over  2.5  million  persons  took 
Type  I  and  Type  II  vaccines  in  Sep- 
tember and  November.  It  is  hoped 
by  the  committee  that  these  will 
return  for  the  Type  III. 

The  decision  to  include  all  age 
groups  in  the  Type  III  vaccine 
campaign  followed  a  recommenda- 
tion from  the  State  Health  Depart- 
ment's special  committee  of  polio 
experts. 


Reading  teachers  and  other  in-

Sfafe  Congress  P.T.A.  information 


Thirty-two  new  associations,  with 
a  total  membership  of  4,603,  were 
accepted  into  the  California  Cong- 
gress  of  P.T.A. 

One  children's  librarian  fellow- 
ship of  $1,000  will  be  assigned  to 
four  $250  grants  to  be  awarded  at 
San  Jose  State  College  for  teacher 
librarianships. 

$700  was  allocated  for  the  1963 
Teacher  Education  Workshop  to  be 
held  in  August  of  1963  at  Notre 
Dame  College  in  Belmont. 

Four  $200  music  scholarships  will 
be  awarded  to  assist  students  who 
plan  to  teach  music  in  the  public 
schools  of  California. 

$1,000  was  allocated  from  spe- 
cial projects  fund  for  a  pilot  pro- 
ject in  the  international  relations 
field  of  special  education.  It  will  be 
used  by  a  teacher  of  orthopedically 
handicapped  children  for  the  pur- 


pose of  studying  counseling,  guid- 
ance, and  rehabilitation  practices 
in  the  United  States  and  Europe. 
This  money  will  be  granted  only  if 
the  balance  is  secured;  the  total 
cost  will  be  $3,000. 

$50,000  has  been  paid  out  in  stu- 
dent loans  since  July  1,  1962.  Three 
additional  loans  of  $2,000  each  were 
granted,  and  27  new  loans  amount- 
ing to  $27,400.  This  makes  a  total 
of  30  loans  and  a  total  amount  of 
$29,400.  Four  of  the  students  who 
were  awarded  loans  were  from  San 
Francisco. 

The  State  of  California  will  need 
approximately  19,000  new  teachers 
a  year  to  maintain  the  present  pu- 
pil-teacher ratio.  At  the  present 
time,  approximately  50%  of  the 
teachers  who  teach  in  California 
are  recruited  from  outside  of  the 
State. 


set  at  $500,000 

Senator  "J"  Eugene  McAteer 
(Dem.-S.F.)  reported  that  more 
than  $500,000  in  matching  State 
and  local  funds  would  be  available 
for  the  proposed  Compensatory  Ed- 
ucation bill  he  has  advocated  to 
the  State  Legislature. 

In  a  press  conference  here,  Sen- 
ator McAteer  said  that  the  discus- 
sions have  been  held  with  Governor 
Edmund  G.  Brown's  office  to  pre- 
pare the  necessary  legislation  and 
to  set  the  suggested  budget. 

If  adopted,  the  bill  would  set  up 
several  pilot  projects  to  help  the 
"disadvantaged"  youngster  from 
deprived  socio-economic  back- 
grounds. 

(Upon  the  recommendation  of 
Dr.  Harold  Spears,  Superintendent 
of  the  San  Francisco  Schools,  a 
Compensatory  Education  Program 
has  been  in  operation  in  San  Fran- 
cisco since  September  4,  1962  when 
the  Board  of  Education  approved 
a  19-teacher,  $100,000  project  for 
aid  particularly  in  the  area  of  read- 
ing.) 

The  San  Francisco  legislator  re- 
ported that  $315,000  has  been  re- 
quested from  State  funds,  which 
would  be  boosted  to  $450,000  with 
matching  local  funds.  The  remain- 
der would  be  "support  funds"  to 
enable  the  State  Department  of 
Education  to  provide  consultant 
service. 

"We  should  provide  educational 
opportunities  for  children  with  spe-

Mission  High  School  held  its  an- 
nual mathematics  tournament  this 
year  with  the  preliminary  contest 
in  December  and  the  final  this  Jan- 
uary under  the  sponsorship  of  its 
principal,  Dr.  E.  Kemp  Frederick.

teacher  should  file  an  "application 
for  approval"  form  with  Dr.  Steig. 
This  form  is  to  be  signed  by  the 
principal  of  the  teacher  concerned. 

"Increment  block"  mentioned  in 
paragraph  two  of  the  story  is  de- 
fined as  a  period  of  time. 

Teachers  on  Classification  I 
should  complete  six  units  every 
three  years. 

Teachers  on  Classification  II 
should  complete  six  units  during  a 
four  year  period. 

Teachers  on  Classification  III 
have  five  complete  school  years  to 
complete  six  units. 

Failing  to  complete  the  required 
units  in  the  allotted  time  will  cause 
the  teacher  to  lose  the  normal  sal- 
ary increments  until  such  unit  re- 
quirements have  been  fulfilled. 

Teachers  who  have  reached  their 
fifty-seventh  birthday  are  exempt 
from  these  requirements. 

However,  non-college  in-service 
units  are  usable  as  credit'only  with- 
in the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  are  not  transferable  to 
other  school  districts. 
College  Credit  Program 

Teachers  seeking  to  satisfy  incre- 
ment requirements,  or  the  further- 
ance of  post-graduate  study,  will 
find  the  District's  system  of  course 
notification  advantageous. 

At  one  time  an  attempt  was  made 
in  the  Superintendent's  Bulletin  to 
publish  a  comprehensive  list  of 
courses  offered  by  the  leading  Bay 
Area  institutions  of  higher  learn- 
ing.

Your  attention  is  called  to  the 
Board  of  Education  rules  and 
regulations  relative  to  the  days 
to  be  used  by  school  principals 
for  calling  teachers'  meetings:

List  complete  addresses  for  chil- 
dren living  in  projects  —  building, 
section,  and  apartment  numbers.

Include  the  names  of  all  pupils

certificate.  If  a  birth  certificate  is 
not  available,  a  hospital  certificate, 
baptismal  certificate,  passport,  affi- 
davit of  parent  or  guardian,  or  an 
official  notification  or  certification 
of  the  birth  registration  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  may 
be  used.  Please  note  that  a  hospital 
certificate  is  now  acceptable  verifi- 
cation. The  method  of  verification 
should  be  indicated. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  May  2,  1958 
(4  years  and  9  months).  All  en- 
trants into  the  first  grade  must  be 
born  not  later  than  May  2,  1957 
(5  years  and  9  months). 

Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to  the 
kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  noted 
above. 
Left  Without  Transfers 

In  order  that  an  immediate 
check-up  of  all  pupils  who  have  left 
school  may  be  made,  principals  are 
asked  to  give  to  their  Supervisors 
of  Attendance,  not  later  than  Feb- 
ruary 25,  a  Left  Without  Transfer 
slip  for  every  child  who  was  on  the 
school  roll  on  January  31st,  but 
who  has  not  registered  this  term. 

Throughout  the  term  all  pupils 
who  leave  school  for  any  reason 
without  taking  a  transfer  to  an- 
other school  should  be  immediately 
reported  to  the  Supervisor  of  At- 
tendance as  Left  Without  Tranfer. 
Date  of  leaving  should  be  indicated 
on  the  slip.  Before  reporting  these 
pupils  as  Left  Without  Transfer 
they  should  be  checked  as  carefully 
as  possible  by  the  school,  and  when 
reported,  the  Left  Without  Trans- 
fer should  have  as  much  informa- 
tion as  possible  for  the  Supervisor 
of  Attendance.

His  major  responsibility  will 
be  the  administration  of  classified 
personnel.  He  will  represent  the 
Superintendent  as  the  official  liai- 
son between  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission and  the  School  District. 

Clerical  personnel  administration 
is  being  assigned  to  the  Supervisor 
immediately.  Progressively,  jani- 
torial, recreation,  cafeteria,  and 
child  care  personnel  administra- 
tion will  be  assigned.  The  Central 
Office  stenographic  pools  and  tele- 
phone switchboard  operation  will 
also  be  handled  by  this  office. 

Future  responsibilities  include 
studies  and  recommendations  on 
improvements  in  classified  person- 
nel policies,  procedures,  and  meth- 
ods.

The  work  experience  education 
program  (more  commonly  known 
as  the  4/4  program)  is  a  "stay-in- 
school"  cooperative  effort  by  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict and  community  business  to 
provide  realistic  school  and  work 
experience  for  over  500  youths  as 
part  of  the  school  program. 

Eligible  high  school  youth  may 
hold  jobs  as  part  of  their  course  of 
study.  Under  this  program,  the 
students  attend  regular  classes  in 
the  morning  and  work  in  the  after- 
noons. 

The  work  experience  plan  was 
developed  to  answer  the  needs  of 
youth  to  obtain  practical  job  ex- 
perience and  to  help  ease  the  tran- 
sition between  school  and  work. 

Past  records  have  shown  that 
students  in  this  program  have  be- 
come better  students  and  better 
employees  as  a  result  of  realistic, 
on-the-job  experience. 

The  school  placement  program 
in  San  Francisco  is  administered 
jointly  by  the  California  Depart- 
ment of  Employment  and  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Schools. 

In  addition  to  an  employment 
interviewer,  each  high  school  has 


a  work  experience  coordinator  to 
supervise  the  students,  to  keep  in- 
formed of  employer  needs  and  com- 
munity trends  and  to  report  to 
school  counselors  and  teachers. 

The  program  provides  a  service 
in  the  field  of  student  placement, 
making  use  of  the  records  and  in- 
formation available  at  the  schools. 

Any  senior  high  school  student 
sixteen  years  or  over  may  enroll 
in  this  program.  A  student  who 
works  three  or  more  hours  per  day 
earns  credit  equal  to  that  given  in 
any  school  subject.  Required  school 
time  plus  hours  of  work  may  not 
exceed  the  8-hour  day  limit  and 
48-hour  week. 

When  a  student  16-18  years  of 
age  finds  he  must  seek  full-time 
employment,  the  District's  Contin- 
uation Education  Program  at  Sam- 
uel Gompers  High  School  provides 
opportunity  for  a  four  hour  per 
week  school  attendance.  This  pro- 
gram provides  opportunity  for  sev- 
eral hundred  potential  drop-outs  to 
continue  their  schooling  and  meet 
their  job  requirements.  In  this  pro- 
gram, if  job  hours  decrease;  then 
school  hours  automatically  in- 
crease.

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New  bill  seeks  retirement  credit 


Attendance  bureau 
asks  transfer  data 

In  order  that  absent  pupils  may 
be  checked  immediately  and  trans- 
fers and  left  without  transfer  pu- 
pils be  followed  up  speedily,  prin- 
cipals are  reminded  that  they 
should  complete  the  following  Bur- 
eau of  Attendance  forms  which 
will  be  picked  up  by  the  Super- 
visors of  Attendance: 

1.  Transfers.  IT  IS  IMPERA- 
TIVE THAT  ALL  TRANSFERS 
PRESENTED  BY  INCOMING 
PUPILS  BE  ENDORSED.  Many 
transfers  presented  by  pupils  com- 
ing from  out  of  town  do  not  give 
the  San  Francisco  address.  It  would 
be  helpful  and  timesaving  if  the 
schools  would  put  the  home  ad- 
dress on  the  transfer. 

2.  Entered  Without  Transfer 
blanks  (completely  filled  in)  for  all 

new  pupils  who  have  no  transfer, 
even  though  the  names  of  these 
pupils  are  on  the  class  lists  sent  to 
the  Bureau  of  Attendance  at  the 
beginning  of  each  term. 

3.  Left  Without  Transfer  blanks 
for  all  pupils  who  leave  without 
requesting  a  transfer.  Date  of  leav- 
ing should  be  shown  on  the  Left 
Without  Transfer. 

4.  Change  of  Address  slips  as 
soon  as  pupils  move. 

5.  Change  of  Name  slips  as  soon 
as  pupil's  name  is  changed. 


Legislation  to  eliminate  the 
double  standard  in  California 
teacher  retirement  law  was  intro- 
duced February  7,  1963  in  the 
State  Assembly  by  Assembly 
Speaker  Pro-Tem  Carlos  Bee,  Hay- 
ward  Democrat. 

The  ARCOSS  legislative  bill  will 
give  teachers  and  administrators 
with  at  least  five  years  California 
teaching  experience  the  option  of 
buying  into  the  state  retirement 
plan  to  gain  retirement  credit  for 
out-of-state  service,  thus  increas- 
ing their  pension  benefits. 

Bee,  a  member  of  the  Assembly 
Education  Committee,  said  the  pro- 
posed legislation  will  correct  what 
he  termed  the  inequitable  double 
standard  in  teacher  retirement 
benefits  existing  since  the  state  re- 
tirement act  was  amended  July  1, 
1944. 

The  revision  granted  teachers  al- 
ready in  the  system  the  opportun- 
ity to  gain  retirement  credit  for 
out-of-state  teachers  to  meet  the 
same  right  to  teachers  joining  the 
system  after  that  date. 

Bee  stressed  that  efforts  of  Cali- 
fornia school  districts  to  recruit 
out-of-state  teachers  to  meet  the 
critical  teacher  shortage  through- 
out the  state  are  being  seriously 
hampered  by  this  shortcoming  in 
the  retirement  act. 

Retired  teachers 
die  recently 

Former  employee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District, 
Miss  Edna  Cotrel,  has  passed  away 
after  many  years  of  retirement. 

Miss  Cotrel  was  the  second  su- 
pervisor of  speech  correction  in 
San  Francisco. 

Miss  Julia  Begley,  a  retired 
teacher  who  taught  in  the  Day 
Adult  Americanization  classes  for 
over  forty  years  died  recently.  Miss 
Begley  was  a  dedicated  teacher 
who  taught  English  to  the  foreign- 
born  and  assisted  hundreds  of 
aliens  to  become  Naturalized  Unit- 
ed States  citizens  through  her  un- 
tiring efforts  and  guidance. 

Miss  Florence  Porter  Morrison, 
who  retired  in  1930,  died  in  Janu- 
ary at  the  age  of  95. 

Miss  Morrison  began  teaching  at 
Pacific  Heights  School  in  1889  and 
later  at  Roosevelt  and  Rochambeau 
elementary  schools. 

She  was  past  president  of  the 
women's  auxiliary,  Society  of  Cali- 
fornia Pioneers. 


The  buy-in  rates  to  receive  re- 
tirement credit  for  out-of-state 
service  would  be  the  same  as  those 
paid  by  California  teachers  during 
the  same  years  for  which  credit  is 
sought,  plus  five  per  cent  interest. 

Estimated  cost  of  the  program 
over  the  next  40  years  is  237  mil- 
lion dollars,  much  of  which  will 
come  from  funds  paid  in  by  teach- 
ers buying  into  the  plan,  Bee 
pointed  out. 

Enactment  of  the  proposed  legis- 
lation would  help  school  districts 
reduce  the  cost  of  their  teacher 
recruitment  programs  and  increase 
the  likelihood  of  attracting  more 
experienced  and  better  qualified 
out-of-state  teachers,  the  Assembly 
speaker  added. 

Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown  has 
stated  that  he  will  support  legisla- 
tion to  correct  this  inequity,  and 
the  California  Teachers  Associa- 
tion's State  Council  has  approved 
in  principle  the  bill's  objective. 

The  measure  would  affect  some 
63,000  teachers  and  administrators 
with  out-of-state  service.

for  Commodore 

Sloat  children 

During  the  past  several  weeks 
the  students  in  grades  4,  5,  and  6 
at  Commodore  Sloat  School,  as  well 
as  selected  students  from  Cabrillo, 
McKinley  and  Jose  Ortega  Schools, 
have  been  involved  in  a  series  of 
lectures  called  "Introduction  to 
Art." 

The  series  of  meetings  were  de- 
signed according  to  Mr.  Herb  Si- 
mon, Art  Supervisor,  to  teach  art 
appreciation  and  to  introduce  to 
children  the  cultural  centers  of  San 
Francisco  which  provide  these 
services  for  the  community. 

The  first  lecture  was  on  "Primi- 
tive Art  —  Pre-Columbian  Ceram- 
ics". It  was  given  by  Miss  Virginia 
Ryder  of  the  Cabrillo  School  as  a 
taped  slide  presentation.

The  fourth  meeting  featured 
"Graphic  Arts  —  The  Making  of 
Prints".  Four  artists,  Dennis  Beall 
of  the  Achenbach  Foundation  for 
the  Graphic  Arts,  William  Elsnor 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor  Museum, 
John  Ihle  of  San  Francisco  State 
College,  and  Jerry  Parker,  a  local 
artist,  provided  actual  demonstra- 


tions of  four  printing  processes. 
Small  groups  of  children  visited 
these  work  stations  during  the 
entire  afternoon  program.

Two  new  elementary  schools  open 


The  new  Golden  Gate  Elementary  School  began  full  operations  last  Monday  when 
the  moving  of  children  from  Pacific  Heights  School  was  completed. 


The  new  22 -room  Golden  Gate 
Elementary  School  located  at  1956 
Golden  Gate  opened  for  business 
last  Monday  when  children  were 
moved  from  the  old  building  (on 
the  same  grounds)  and  from  Pa- 
cific Height  School.  The  K-6  school 
now  is  all  housed  in  the  new  build- 
ing except  for  four  rooms  still 
needed  in  the  newly  re-finished 
older  structure.  The  architect  for 
the  new  $575,000  1956  School  Bond 
Issue  building  was  Clarence  May- 
hew,  and  the  contractor  was  Jo- 
seph Bettancourt.  Dr.  Margaret  N. 
Deffterios  is  the  principal. 


Another  school  opened  this  term 
was  the  re-built  Jefferson  Elemen- 
tary School,  located  at  1725  Irving, 
which  was  destroyed  by  a  fire  on 
May  31,  1959.  The  $707,750  dollar 
school  was  re-built  from  insurance 
funds  and  from  contingency  funds. 
The  K-6  school  now  has  19  rooms 
plus  2  child  care  center  rooms  in 
operation.  The  school  also  has  a 
cafeteria.  Joseph  Bettancourt  was 
the  contractor  for  this  school,  too. 
Mrs.  Ina  Cokeley  is  the  school 
principal.

A  new  Civil  Service  Examination 
to  recruit  top-notch  high  school 
graduates  as  aides  to  patent  exam- 
iners will  be  announced  soon.

KO  Polio  day 
is  next  Sunday 

Type  III  oral  polio  vaccine  will 
be  given  in  the  Bay  Area  on  the 
third  and  final  K.O.  Polio  Day  next 
Sunday,  March  10. 

Dr.  Edward  B.  Shaw,  chairman 
of  the  immunization  committee 
said  Type  III  immunization  is  "es- 
pecially urged  for  those  who  are 
most  likely  to  contract  polio  or 
spread  the  disease  in  the  commun- 
ity." 

This  includes  children  and  all 
persons  in  families  that  contain 
children. 

Sixty-one  immunization  centers 
will  be  open  again  of  which  47  are 
public  schools. 

Principals  are  using  volunteer 
help  again  which  comes  from  the 
teaching  staff,  P.T.A.  members  and 
community  neighbors. 

Over  2,000,000  sugar  cubes  were 
dispensed  on  November  4,  1962  for 
Type  II. 


Summer  school  services  were 
authorized  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion on  Tuesday,  February  26, 
1963. 

This  coming  summer  will  see 
classes  at  City  College;  Polytech- 
nic High  School  and  Lowell  High 
School;  eight  elementary  schools — 
Andrew  Jackson,  Argonne,  Bryant, 
Commodore  Sloat,  Jefferson,  Mon- 
roe, Redding  and  Sanchez;  and 
three  junior  highs  —  Aptos,  Fran- 
cisco, and  Portola. 

In  addition,  summer  service  will 
be  provided  in  Adult  schools.  Sun- 
shine School,  hospitals  and  wards 
of  the  Juvenile  Court,  Child  Guid- 
ance and  Student  Placement  Serv- 
ice and  homebound  children. 

The  summer  high  school  is  basic- 
ally established  to  provide  students 
with  an  opportunity  to  make  up 
deficiencies  or  to  accelerate  their 
progress  through  school. 

In  the  program  this  summer,  the 
eight  elementary  schools  will  offer 
reading,  arithmetic,  science,  arts 
and  crafts,  social  studies,  music, 
oral  and  written  language,  and  for- 
eign languages. 

The  three  junior  high  schools 
will  offer  reading,  mathematics, 
speech  arts,  journalism,  social 
studies,  science,  foreign  languages, 
music  arts,  industrial  arts,  typing, 
homemaking,  and  library. 


Pupil  personnel  certificate  change 


Principals  and  teachers  should 
be  aware  of  important  changes  in 
certification  for  pupil  personnel 
services. 

Beginning  on  July  1,  1963,  all 
persons  who  counsel  or  perform 
other  pupil  personnel  services  will 
be  required  to  hold  a  credential 
with  a  specialization  in  pupil  per- 
sonnel services  regardless  of  the 
amount  of  time  such  functions  are 
performed.  Thus,  a  person  assigned 
to  counseling  responsibilities  for 
one  period  a  day  or  more  will  be 
required  to  be  properly  certificated. 
(Under  present  law,  only  an  indi- 
vidual who  counsels  or  performs 
other  pupil  personnel  services  for 
more  than  half  time  is  required  to 
hold  a  general  pupil  personnel  serv- 
ices credential.) 

The  new  law  means  that  a  per- 
son employed  to  counsel  pupils  will 
have  to  hold  either  a  standard  des- 
ignated services  credential  with  a 
specilization  in  pupil  personnel 
services  or  the  current  general 
pupil  personnel  services  credential. 


The  latter  credential  may  be  either 
a  clear  credential  or  one  issued  on 
a  postponement  of  requirements 
basis. 

However,  there  is  a  fine  line  of 
demarcation  between  the  advise- 
ment functions  performed  by 
teachers  and  the  specialized  func- 
tions of  pupil  personnel  workers, 
e.g.,  counseling.  In  general,  many 
school  districts  have  advisement 
services  organized  around  home 
room  teachers  and  teachers  who 
work  in  what  are  generally  termed 
"core"  programs,  e.g.,  social  stud- 
ies, English  combinations.  Teachers 
who,  as  part  of  their  instructional 
responsibilities,  in  a  home  room 
situation,  in  a  "core"  situation,  or 
in  the  conduct  of  regular  classes, 
advise  their  own  students  regard- 
ing educational  choices,  occupation- 
al choices,  etc.,  need  not  hold  cer- 
tification as  pupil  personnel  work- 
ers. 

One  definite  way  to  make  an 
appropriate  distinction  is  to  refer

Administrators  and  teachers  will 
be  interested  in  the  following  facts 
about  the  transition  to  California's 
new  credential  structure  on  July 
1,  1963. 

Are  present  credentials  affected 
by  the  new  law?  A  credential 
which  was  issued  prior  to  July  1, 
1963,  will  remain  in  force,  continue 
to  authorize  the  same  service,  and 
may  be  renewed  as  long  as  it  is 
not  permitted  to  lapse. 

When  should  renewal  applica- 
tions be  made?  Holders  of  creden- 
tials which  expire  on  June  30  of 
1963  and  subsequent  years  should 
be  careful  to  make  application  for 
renewal  prior  to  the  expiration 
date.  Persons  who  fail  to  do  so  will 
have  to  meet  new  requirements 
which  are  scheduled  to  become  op- 
erative on  July  1,  1963.  (Teachers 
with  less  than  one  year  of  gradu- 
ate study  and/or  with  majors  in 
education  should  be  particularly 
careful  in  this  respect.) 

Under  what  conditions  will  cur- 
rent credentials  be  issued  after 
July  1,  1963?  Current  credentials, 
both  teaching  and  nonteaching, 
may  be  issued  until  September  15, 
1966,  to  persons  who  had  complet- 
ed at  least  two  years  of  college  on 
or  before  July  1,  1963,  and  who 
were  enrolled  in  a  credential  cur- 
riculum by  that  date.  The  "enroll- 
ment" in  a  credential  curriculum 
must  have  been  in  an  institution  of 
higher  learning,  including  out-of- 
state  institutions,  approved  by  the 
California  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion (generally  those  institutions 
accredited  by  a  regional  accredit- 
ing agency). 

Persons  planning  to  seek  current 
credentials  under  the  provisions 
specified  above  should,  prior  to 
July  1,  1963,  complete  or  be  enroll- 
ed in  at  least  one  professional 
course  which  is  required  for  the 
credential  (s)  sought.  Planning 
should  be  done  with  an  approved 
college  or  university  since  the  in- 
stitution will  have  responsibility 
for  verifying  "enrollment"  in  the 
particular  credential  curriculum. 
Transcripts  will  also  be  used  to 
verify  completion  of  a  course  or 
courses  to  qualify  for  a  current 
credential.  The  intent  of  the  law 
is  that  you  must  be  working  for  a 
current  credential  by  July  1,  1963, 
to  be  eligible  to  complete  require-

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Study  Center 
program  grows 

One  of  the  outstanding  products 
of  the  Ford  Foundation  backed 
School  -  Community  Improvement 
Program  (commonly  known  as 
S.C.I.P.)  has  been  the  development 
of  the  Study  Center  Program  un- 
der the  leadership  of  Mr.  George 
E.  Schell,  School-Community  Coun- 
selor. 

The  program  started  in  1961 
with  five  centers  in  the  Western 
Addition.  Today  there  are  16  Study 
Centers  in  operation  around  the 
city  with  a  weekly  attendance  of 
over  700  students  and  100  volun- 
teers (mostly  teacher  trainees) 
from  San  Francisco  State  College, 
University  of  San  Francisco,  San 
Francisco  College  for  Women  and 
City  College  of  San  Francisco. 

Early  in  1961  it  became  evident 
that  many  of  the  students  in  the 
Western  Addition  lacked  the  phys- 
ical environment  for  the  develop- 
ment of  good  study  skills.  It  was 
felt  that  more  than  a  study  hall 
was  needed  and  the  concept  of  a 
study  center  was  developed.  A 
study  center  was  not  only  a  place 
to  study,  but  was  a  place  to  get 
individual  help  in  academic  areas, 
a  place  to  improve  reading,  explore 
vocations,  and  most  important,  it 
was  another  place  where  people 
cared. 

School  buildings  were  not  used 
for  study  centers  as  homework  is 
a  parent-child  function  and  study 
centers  act  as  parent  surrogates. 
Another  reason  for  locating  cen- 
ters in  the  community,  according 
to  Mr  Schell,  is  to  indicate  that 
people  (other  than  educators)  are 
interested  in  education.  In  addi- 
tion, it  gives  many  volunteers  a 
new  experience  in  working  with 
deprived  children.  This  is  especially 
useful  to  the  volunteers  who  will 
eventually  teach  the  culturally  de- 
prived child. 

The  majority  of  volunteers  have 
come  from  the  teacher  training 
program  for  several  reasons.  First 
of  all  these  people  are  near  the 
end  of  their  training  and  will  be 
qualified  teachers  within  six 
months  to  a  year.  Being  in  the 
teacher  training  program  greatly 
alleviates  the  need  for  screening 
by  agency  people.  As  these  students 
will  be  teachers  of  our  youth  this 
gives  them  experience  with  young- 
sters centered  around  school  work. 
In  addition,  it  gives  valuable  ex- 
perience and  insight  into  the  edu- 
caional  problems  of  the  culturally 
deprived.      Orientation     programs

From  the  very  beginning  the 
study  center  program  has  created 
considerable  enthusiasm  and  a 
spirit  of  cooperation  between  S.C.- 
I.P., schools,  group  work  agencies, 
churches  and  college  personnel. 
Basic  plans  were  formulated  in 
various  group  meetings;  however, 
the  way  the  center  would  function 
was  left  to  the  directors  of  each 
center.  The  lack  of  strict  rules  re- 
garding the  operation  of  a  study 
center  has  been  one  of  the  strengths 
of  the  program.  Such  flexibility  has 
resulted  in  each  study  center  as- 
suming a  personality  of  its  own, 
and  the  total  program  has  bene- 
fited from  the  creativity  of  the 
directors  and  their  staff. 

Reference  libraries  are  being 
built  up  in  all  the  study  centers 
from  donations  and  special  grants 
of  money  In  addition,  the  children 
in  the  centers  are  being  provided 
cultural  enrichment  experiences 
by  attending  plays  and  symphony 
events.

$3,000  scholarship 
open  to  graduates

Board  Action 

At  its  meeting  of  March  5,  1963, 
the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Edu- 
cation approved  the  transfer  of 
$225,000  from  the  General  Reserve 
to  Instruction  -  Secondary  Text- 
books in  order  to  facilitate  the 
early  ordering  and  purchasing  of 
secondary  books.  Dr.  Harold  Spears, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  empha- 
sized that  it  should  be  understood 
that  this  program  during  1962-63 
would  be  conducted  on  a  trial  basis. 
It  is  not  certain  that  the  publishers 
will  be  able  to  deliver  all  of  the 
ordered  books  prior  to  June  14,  the 
close  of  the  spring  term.  Such 
books  as  are  not  delivered  by  June 
30  must  then  be  charged  against 
the  1963-64  budget. 

The  trial  procedure  for  this  year 
would  cover  secondary  textbooks. 
The  results  of  this  trial  would  de- 
termine whether  the  procedure 
could  also  be  made  applicable  to 
elementary  books  and  library  books 
in  future  years.  However,  the  ele- 
mentary field  is  not  a  critical  area 
since  basic  texts  are  supplied  by 
the  State.

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MEETING  BUILDING  NEEDS,  1963-64 


HAROLD  SPEARS 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


March  is  again  here,  and  promises 
to  play  her  usual  deceptive  role  in 
our  school  operation.  That  is,  she 
tiptoes  in  like  an  innocent  lamb 
and  swishes  out  like  an  unleashed 
lion,  leaving  us  nothing  but  April, 
which  is  never  the  joke  that  it  is 
cracked  up  to  be. 

April  is  invariably  the  annual 
deadline  for  special  committee  re- 
ports and  salary  proposals.  It  is 
the  month  of  budget  review,  and 
pupil  registration  and  school  class- 
ification for  the  coming  year.  It  is 
paper  month,  requisitions  covering 
the  desks  of  the  Central  Office. 

April  includes  Public  Schools 
Week,  with  its  open  houses,  dedi- 
cations, and  Education-Business 
Day.  It  is  the  time  for  inventory  of 
building  facilities  and  the  alloca- 
tion of  pupils  for  the  coming  year, 
with  the  resulting  boundary 
changes.  The  office  is  full  of  teach- 
er candidates  and  examining  com- 
mittees. 

And  in  spite  of  all  this,  April  is 
not  a  month  at  all;  it  is  but  three 
weeks,  one  having  been  deducted 
for  well  deserved  relaxation. 

The  Allocation  of  Pupils  to  Schools 

In  spite  of  the  significance  of  all 
of  these  activities,  one  aspect  of 
the  operation  stands  out  as  of  un- 
usual significance  in  these  weeks 
just  ahead.  It  is  the  inventory  of 
building  facilities  in  the  allocation 
of  pupils  for  the  coming  year. 

With  the  exception  of  the  trans- 
portation to  special  schools,  the 
busing  of  pupils  represents  an 
emergency  measure  in  our  Dis- 
trict. In  each  case  it  is  provided 
for  a  limited  period  pending  the 
availability  of  classroom  space  in 
the  local  neighborhood.  It  is  ex- 
pensive, both  financially  and  edu- 
cationally. The  money  comes 
through  the  regular  budget  and 
competes  for  attention  with  such 
items  as  classroom  formulas,  teach- 
ers salaries,  and  instructional  sup- 
plies. 

Busing  is  attended  by  such  edu- 
cation deterrents  as  —  (1)  the 
consuming  in  transit  of  pupil  time 
that  might  well  be  spent  in  an 
after-school  help  period  with  a 
teacher  or  in  recreation,  (2)  the 
generation  of  disturbances  in  tran- 
sit, (3)  the  use  of  teacher  time  for 
bus  supervision,  and  (4)  the  separ- 
ation of  parent  and  teacher  that 


ensues  in  the  school  transfer  of  the 
pupil  from  his  own  neighborhood. 

The  Maximum  Use  of  Buildings 

The  appeal  that  is  being  made  in 
this  situation  is  to  use  our  imagin- 
ations to  provide  for  1963-64  the 
flexible  operation  of  the  total 
school  plant  to  achieve  maximum 
utilization  with  minimum  busing. 

I  addressed  the  Teachers  Insti- 
tute at  length  on  this  subject  as 
early  as  1955.  Among  the  proposals 
made  at  that  time  that  are  perti- 
nent in  present  planning  are : 

1.  Bring  up  to  date  building  util- 
ization studies,  revealing  in  the 
secondary  schools  period-by-period 
and  room-by-room,  the  actual  daily 
use  of  the  plant. 

2.  Consideration  of  temporary 
deviations  in  the  standard  elemen- 
tary, junior  high,  senior  high  grade 
classifications,  to  use  existing 
building  facilities  more  advantag- 
eously. 

Although  the  standard  pattern 
is  K-6,  7-8-9,  and  10-11-12,  excep- 
tions are  pertinent  in  meeting 
temporary  emergencies. 

Senior  high  school  facilities  have 
recently  been  increased  one  com- 
plete school  (approximately  2200 
capacity)  and  one  6-room  primary 
building  transferred  to  high  school 
use.  In  addition  bungalows  are 
being  added  to  at  least  two  schools. 
In  turn,  are  there  facilities  to 
serve  some  ninth  grade  classes,  to 
relieve  the  temporary  pressure  in 
some  junior  high  schools? 


In  the  case  of  elementary  schools, 
could  relief  be  given  junior  high 
schools  by  retaining  for  their  7th 
grade  work  some  classes  that 
would  ordinarily  move  up  this  next 
fall? 

3.  Careful  survey  of  bungalow 
classrooms  to  determine  if  any 
could  be  moved  for  better  utiliza- 
tion. 

4.  A  practical  possibility  is  the 
extension  of  the  school  day  in  some 
junior  and  senior  highs  to  serve 
more  pupils  within  reasonable  dis- 
tance of  such  schools. 

If  a  school  of  1400  follows  a  7- 
period  day,  how  much  would  the 
capacity  be  increased  with  the  ad- 
dition of  two  extra  periods?  Natur- 
ally, such  operation  would  not  ex- 
tend the  teacher's  schedule.  This 
line  of  thinking  also  leads  into  the 
consideration  of  the  length  of 
periods. 

There  will  always  be  the  neces- 
sity of  doing  some  busing.  But  the 
challenge  now  is  to  use  our  admin- 
istrative ingenuity  to  prevent  a 
continuous  increase  in  this  pro- 
gram, and  if  possible  to  reduce  it. 

In  nothing  that  I  have  presented 
in  respect  to  building  utilization  is 
there  an  invitation  to  compromise 
with  a  good  school  program.  Rath- 
er it  is  the  invitation  to  shift  oper- 
ational gears  to  achieve  a  more 
normal  allocation  of  pupils  to 
schools.  Principals  are  invited  to 
give  their  suggestions  to  their  re- 
spective division  heads.  Major  de- 
cisions should  be  reached  by  the 
end  of  April. 


Abraham  Lincoln  plans  Chinese  classes 


The  Carnegie  Chinese  Project, 
San  Francisco  State  College,  offer- 
ed to  reimburse  the  school  district 
for  the  salary  paid  a  teacher  of 
Chinese,  one  period  a  day,  who 
would  teach  a  class  at  Lincoln 
High  School.  The  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Education  approved  the 
offer  on  February  26,  1963.  The 
materials  used  would  be  obtained 
at  cost,  for  an  amount  of  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars,  from  the  Chi- 
nese-Mandarin Teaching  Material 
Development  Project,  also  located 
at  San  Francisco  State  College. 
Dr.  Kai-yu  Hsu  is  the  director  of 
both  projects. 


Abraham  Lincoln  High  School 
has  a  class  of  40  students  sched- 
uled for  beginning  and  advanced 
Chinese  for  the  spring  semester 
1963.  Of  these,  16  are  to  take  Chi- 
nese I.  The  new  teacher,  Mr.  Tim- 
othy Young,  will  teach  the  begin- 
ners as  a  separate  class.  This  will 
leave  a  class  of  advanced  students 
of  reasonable  size  for  the  regular 
teacher. 

In  addition  to  providing  a  teach- 
er as  outlined,  the  Project  will  pro- 
vide advisory  service  to  the  teach- 
er and  to  the  district  in  matters 
relating  to  instruction  and  instruc- 
tional materials  m  Chinese  classes.

try  or  physics.  Dependent  upon  the 
exact  nature  of  the  duties  perform- 
ed and  the  extent  to  which  the  ex- 
perience afforded  the  applicant  an 
opportunity  to  acquire  knowledge 
of  the  principles,  techniques  and 
methods  of  the  technical  or  scien- 
tific field,  partial  or  full  credit  may 
be  given  toward  meeting  the  ex- 
perience requirement. 

The  written  test  is  designed  to 
measure  verbal  ability  and  abstract 
reasoning.  In  addition  applicant 
will  be  required  to  take  a  test  in 
algebra.  The  written  tests  will  re- 
quire about  3  hours.  Additional 
time  will  be  required  for  comple- 
tion of  necessary  forms,  etc.  Total 
time  required  in  the  examination 
room  will  be  approximately  3/s 
hours.  Applicant  will  receive  addi- 
tional information  when  he  is  ad- 
vised when  and  where  to  report  for 
the  test. 

Applicants  will  be  rated  on  the 
written  tests  on  a  scale  of  100.  To 
be  eligible  he  must  attain  a  passing 
mark  on  the  written  tests,  in  addi- 
tion to  meeting  the  other  require- 
ments.

During  the  week,  March  11-15,  1963,  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Ad- 
ministration (NASA)  furnished  a  Spacemobiie  Demonstration  at  host  schools 
Raphael  Weill,  Francis  Scott  Key,  Alamo,  Monroe,  and  Hawthorne.  Over  1,000 
sixth  graders  attended  at  each  school  each  day  from  schools  in  the  various  areas. 
The  Spacemobile  is  a  traveling  space  science  demonstration  unit.  A  typical  50- 
minute  demonstration  answered  six  basic  questions:  (1)  What  is  a  satellite?  (2) 
How  does  it  get  up  into  orbit?  (3)  What  keeps  it  in  orbit?  (4)  What  does  it  do? 
(5)  What  good  is  it?  and  (6)  What  are  the  plans  for  future  space  research?

Avenue,  Sacramento,  California, 
notifying  that  office  of  your  inten- 
tion to  retire  and  requesting  the 
necessary  forms, 

(3)  Notify  the  City  Employees' 
Retirement  System,  450  McAllister 
Street,  of  your  intention  to  retire. 

(4)  Request  both  the  state  and 
city  retirement  systems  for  assist- 
ance in  determining  which  retire- 
ment program  will  be  most  advan- 
tageous in  your  circumstances. 

(5)  If  you  determine  that  the 
State  Retirement  System  will  pro- 
vide greater  benefits  in  your  case, 
you  should  submit  a  letter  to  the 
Personnel  Coordinator  resigning 
from  the  school  district.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  you  may 
withdraw  your  funds  from  the  local 
retirement  system  for  deposit  in 
the  State  Retirement  System. 

(6)  Submit  the  required  forms 
early  in  order  to  expedite  action  in 
each  retirement  system. 

Because  processing  of  applica- 
tions takes  some  time,  it  is  im- 
portant that  they  be  submitted 
sufficiently  in  advance  to  enable  a 
proper  consideration  period,  and  to 
be  sure  first  retirement  check  is 
received  on  time.

Teachers,  counselors  and  school 
administrators  are  urged  to  take 
advantage  of  a  new  service  design- 
ed to  help  reduce  the  number  of 
school  drop-outs,  Dr.  John  L.  Rob- 
erts announced  today. 

Service  Counselor 

The  School-California  State  Em- 
ployment Service  placement  pro- 
ject has  expanded  its  services  to 
include  an  additional  employment 
service  counselor,  Mrs.  Irene  Za- 
ble,  who  is  available  by  appoint- 
ment to  talk  with  students  who  are 
potential  drop-outs. 

Where  financial  assistance  or 
motivation  of  part-time  work  are 
needed  to  help  the  student  finish 
school,  Mrs.  Zable  will  try  to  de- 
velop after-school  work  for  the 
student.  Of  the  first  eighteen  stu- 
dents she  interviewed,  Mrs.  Zable 
was  able  to  find  part-time  work  for 
fourteen.  By  describing  the  severe 
scarcity  of  full-time  jobs  for  drop- 
outs and  the  urgency  of  acquiring 
skills  while  still  in  school,  and  by 
communicating  her  interest  in 
their  welfare,  Mrs.  Zable  has  been 
able  to  encourage  the  majority  of 
students  she  has  seen  to  remain  in 
school. 

In  the  school 

Because  this  counseling  takes 
place  on  the  school  premises  be- 
fore the  student  has  severed  his  tie 
with  school,  the  potential  leaver 
may  well  decide  to  stay  in  school. 
In  those  instances  where  the  stu- 
dent persists  in  dropping  school  de- 
spite the  school's  and  Mrs.  Zable's 
efforts  to  encourage  him  to  con- 
tinue, the  drop-out  is  given  an  ap- 
pointment to  see  Mrs.  Zable  at  the 
local  office  of  the  employment 
service,  where  counseling  continues 
and  attempts  are  made  to  place 
him  in  suitable  employment.

Mr.  Hamrock  indicated  a  need 
to  get  the  teacher  into  the  prob- 
lems of  articulation.  In  order  to 
accomplish  this  a  steering  commit- 
tee was  set  up  to  meet  at  Guada- 
lupe School  on  November  6,  1962. 

Steering  Committee 

As  a  result  of  this  steering  com- 
mittee's meeting  a  long  range  goal 
was  set  up  to  achieve  better  articu- 
lation in  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
District. 

A  more  immediate  goal,  however, 
was  to  explore  the  curriculum  of- 
ferings on  a  subject  matter  basis 
of  the  elementary,  junior  high,  and 
senior  high  schools  with  emphasis

at   the  points  of   articulation,   6-7 
and  9-10. 

The  first  part  of  the  proposed 
general  plan  is  subject  orientated 
and  will  concern  one  subject  at  a 
time.  During  the  spring  semester 
the  problems  of  articulation  in  the 
Language  Arts  is  being  studied. 

The  proposed  program  has  three 
basic  parts.  At  the  first  meeting  on 
January  10,  a  general  orientation 
meeting  for  personnel  involved  was 
held.  At  this  time,  Miss  Tennessee 
Kent,  Assistant  Superintendent  for 
Elementary  Schools  discussed  the 
language  arts  program  at  the  ele- 
mentary level. 
Phase  four 

Phase  four  of  the  program  start- 
ed on  February  20,  1963  at  Visita- 
cion  Valley  School  and  at  Monroe 
School  on  March  13,  19S3.  Demon- 
strations of  teaching  techniques 
used  at  the  elementary  level  were 
given.  At  the  Visitacion  Valley 
School  meeting  Mrs.  Amelia  Res- 
tani  demonstrated  a  developmental 
reading  lesson. 

At  the  Monroe  meeting  on  March 
13,  Miss  Christine  Bianco,  an  ele- 
mentary teacher,  demonstrated  the 
Multiple  Media  Approach  to  Read- 
ing with  a  sixth  grade  class  having 
a  3rd  to  H-8th  grade  spread  in 
reading  ability.  This  technique 
teaches  the  child  to  observe,  listen, 
write,  speak,  interpret  and  relate 
after  a  listening-observation  type 
experience.  This  may  be  a  lecture- 
demonstration  provided  by  a  re- 
source person,  a  film,  a  TV  pro- 
gram or  a  field  trip.

Social  studies  teachers  at  conference 


"Challenges  to  the  American 
Economy"  was  the  theme  for  the 
1963  California  Council  for  the  So- 
cial Studies  Convention  held  re- 
cently at  Yosemite  Valley.  John 
Welch,  Polytechnic,  Vice-President 
of  the  State  organization,  was  con- 
vention chairman.  John  Davitt, 
Roosevelt  Junior  High,  President 
of  the  San  Francisco  Social  Studies 
Council,  was  publicity  chairman. 

Howard  Craven,  chief  economist 
for  the  Bank  of  America,  told  more 
than  500  instructors  that  6.1  mil- 
lion unemployed  Americans  do  not 
represent  a  slack  in  the  nation's 
economy,  but  rather  a  lack  of 
training  in  skilled  tasks,  for  which 
there  is  a  market.  This,  Dr.  Cra- 
ven, declared  is  a  direct  challenge 
to  teachers,  upon  whom  the  nation 
must  depend  for  the  training  re- 
quired to  perform  today's  increas- 
ingly complex  assignments. 

In  addition  to  the  general  ses- 
sions various  section  meetings 
were  held.  Some  of  the  sections 
were  concerned  with  topics  such  as 


"Freedom  and  Controversy  —  The 
Role  of  the  Teacher",  "Teaching 
in  a  Mutli-Cultural  Environment", 
and  "New  Developments  in  the  So- 
cial Studies".

Dedication  of  Woodrow  Wilson  High  School  will  take  place  tonight,  April  22,  as 
an  opening  part  of  Public  Schools  Week.  San  Francisco's  newest  comprehensive 
senior  high  school  in  twenty-two  years  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  spring 
semester  on  February  4,  1963.  Constructed  from  school  bond  funds  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  $5,000,000,  the  new  school  is  located  at  400  Mansell  Street,  on 
the  hills  east  of  John  McLaren  Park  and  five  blocks  from  the  James  Lick  Memorial 
Freeway.  The  campus  is  19  terraced  acres  in  size,  and  consists  of  an  auditorium 
and  music  building,  a  three-story  classroom  and  administration  building,  an  arts 
and  shop  unit,  a  gymnasium,  and  a  cafeteria  and  canteen.  Also  part  of  the  campus 
is  to  be  used  for  an  athletic  field  designed  for  football  and  track  and  field  events, 
playing  courts,  parking  facilities  for  both  students  and  faculty,  and  terraces  which 
will  be  popular  gathering-places  for  students  during  out-of-class  hours.

The  first  speaker, 
Dr.  James  Story  of  San  Francisco 
State,  led  the  discussion  on  the 
common  factors  of  creativity  which 
may  be  found  in  many  fields  of 
work. 

On  March  7th,  Mr.  Ralph  Butter- 
field,  architect  and  designer  of  the 
Clarendon  School,  spoke  to  the 
group.  His  explanation  made  the 
children  realize  the  tremendous 
amount  of  planning  and  prepara- 
tion required  before  any  actual 
building  is  carried  on  and  how  re- 
stricting the  findings  are  to  the 
ultimate  design  of  the  structure. 

Mr.  Alexander  Nepote,  teacher 
at  San  Francisco  State  and  well- 
known  artist  of  the  Bay  Area,  dis- 
played and  explained  his  paintings 
to  the  group  on  March  28.  In  fact, 
he  went  beyond  the  visual  interest 
of  each  work  and  explained  the  in- 
ward thoughts,  feelings  and  per- 
sonal reactions  which  ultimately 
set  a  painting  apart  from  a  photo- 
graph. 

Mr.  Ansel  Adams  will  be  the 
speaker  on  May  2nd.  His  contribu- 
tion to  the  field  of  photography  is 
very  well  known.  The  children 
should  be  interested  in  learning 
how  real  and  unchangeable  things 
can  be  creatively  interpreted  on 
film.

Health  Service 
rules  reviewed 
for  teachers 

The  following  information  to  all 
employees  on  renewal  of  exemp- 
tion and  change  of  health  plans 
which  must  be  done  during  May, 
1963  is  very  important. 

Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Health  Service  Board  are  quoted 
for  your  information : 

Section  4  —  Renewal  of  Exemp- 
tion, (a)  All  exemptions  approved 
by  the  Board  must  be  renewed  in 
the  month  of  May  each  year,  (b) 
Failure  of  a  member  to  renew  his 
exemption  will  result  in  enrollment 
in  Plan  I  unless  member  selects 
an  alternate  plan  during  month  of 
May.  There  is  no  right  of  appeal 
from  this  rule,  (c)  It  shall  be  the 
sole  responsibility  of  members  to 
apply  for  exemption  and  renewals 
in  accordance  with  these  Rules  and 
Regulations,  (d)  Members  claiming 
exemption  by  reason  of  other  med- 
ical coverage  must  show  in  their 
renewal  application  that  coverage 
is  continuous,  (e)  The  Board  may 
cancel  an  exemption  at  any  time 
for  cause. 

Section  14  —  Transfers  (Change 
of  Plans).  Members  may  transfer 
from  one  plan  to  another,  subject 
to  the  following:  (a)  Members 
must  have  completed  at  least  six 
(6)  months'  continuous  member- 
ship in  a  plan  before  applying  for 
transfer  to  another  plan,  (b)  Ap- 
plication must  be  made  in  months 
of  May  or  November,  (c)  Applica- 
tion for  all  eligible  dependents 
must  be  simultaneous  with  mem- 
ber's application  if  dependents  are 
to  be  covered,  (d)  Member  and 
each  eligible  dependent  is  subject 
to  "evidence  of  insurability"  satis- 
factory to  the  plan  into  which  the 
transfer  is  sought,  (e)  If  "evidence 
of  insurability"  is  satisfactory,  cov- 
erage becomes  effective  July  1st  if 
applied  for  in  May  and  January 
1st  if  application  is  made  in  No- 
vember, (f)  Failure  of  a  member 
to  comply  with  all  the  rules  and 
requirements  during  the  transfer 
period  voids  such  transfer,  (g) 
Dependents  who  cannot  provide 
satisfactory  "evidence  of  insura- 
bility" shall  not  be  provided  cover- 
age. Applications  for  coverage  for 
such  dependents  may  be  resubmit- 
ted during  subsequent  sign-up 
periods.

Schools  help  Red  Cross  Art  Project 


The  National  Art  Education  As- 
sociation and  the  American  Nation- 
al Red  Cross  for  the  last  16  years 
have  been  sponsoring  a  very  worth- 
while High  School  Red  Cross  Inter- 
national School  Art  Program,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  the  promotion 
of  better  understanding  among 
young  people  throughout  the  world. 
Students,  expressing  in  art  what 
they  see,  how  they  think,  what 
they  feel,  what  they  do,  what  they 
imagine  and  what  they  know,  can 
have  their  paintings  sent  to  schools 
in  foreign  countries  through  the 
American  National  Red  Cross  and 
other  Red  Cross  Societies.  Since 
1947,  close  to  70,000  paintings  from 
American  students  have  been  sent 
abroad  and  we  have  received  paint- 
ings from  50  foreign  countries. 

Golden  Gate  schools  have  been 
most  active  in  this  program  and 
last  year  submitted  119  paintings 
to  be  sent  overseas.  Of  these,  two 
San  Francisco  students'  pictures 
were  retained  for  one  year  in  a 
group  of  37  in  this  country  for  use 
in  National  and  Area  exhibits.

Attendance  Bureau  seeks  birthdate  data 


Shortly  after  the  beginning  of 
each  school  term  principals  are  re- 
quested to  send  birthdate  data  to 
the  Attendance  Bureau.  Several 
principals  have  requested  that  the 
notice  be  place  in  the  bulletin  prior 
to  the  close  of  the  term  in  order 
that  the  process  may  be  facilitated 
at  the  opening  of  school.  This  no- 
tice, then,  applies  to  registration 
for  September  1963. 

Registration  of  Minor  blanks 
should  contain  the  following  infor- 
mation: the  number  of  the  birth 
certificate,  the  place  and  date  of 
birth  as  stated  thereon.  If  a  birth 
certificate  is  not  available,  a  hospi- 
tal certificate,  baptismal  certifi- 
cate, passport,  affidavit  of  parent 
or  guardian,  or  an  official  notifica- 
tion or  certification  of  the  birth 
registration  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  may  be  used. 
Please  note  that  a  hospital  certifi- 
cate is  now  acceptable  verification. 
The  method  of  verification  should 
be  indicated  by  initials  of  person 
enrolling  pupils. 

In  order  for  a  child  to  be  entered 
in  the  kindergarten  his  birthdate 
must  be  not  later  than  December 
2,  1958  (4  years  and  9  months).  All 
entrants  into  the  first  grade  must 
be  born  not  later  than  December 
2,  1957  (5  years  and  9  months). 


Under  Section  16006  of  the  Edu- 
cation Code  the  parent  or  guardian 
of  a  child  is  required  to  present 
proof  that  the  child  is  of  minimum 
school  age  prior  to  admission  to 
the  kindergarten  or  first  grade  of  a 
school.  Therefore,  no  child  may  be 
admitted  to  the  kindergarten  or 
first  grade  of  a  school  without  ac- 
ceptable verification  as  noted 
above.

main  in  the  program.  Students  are 
spending  four  hours  of  the  school 
day  in  one  of  a  variety  of  jobs  in 
the  housing  authority,  for  which  he 
is  receiving  five  credit  hours  per 
semester  as  well  as  $1.25  an  hour. 

Work  experiences  will  give  these 
youth  practical  job  experience  and 
help  facilitate  the  transition  from 
school  to  permanent  work.
